GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Scholarships. 

The  State  of  Maryland  provides  258  free  scholarv 
ships  in  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  on  the 
basis  of  two  for  each  representative  in  the  General 
Assembly,  whose  membership  numbers  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  (Delegates  102,  Senators  27). 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows: 

Allegany  County,  14;  Anne  Arundel  County,  10; 
Baltimore  County,  14;  Baltimore  City,  56;  Calvert 
County,  6;  Caroline  County,  8;  Carroll  County,  10; 
Cecil  County,  8;  Charles  County,  6;  Dorchester 
County,  10;  Frederick  County,  12;  Garrett  County, 
8;  Harford  County,  8;  Howard  County,  6;  Kent 
County,  6;  Montgomery  County,  10;  Prince  George's 
County,  10;  Queen  Anne's  County,  6;  St.  Mary's 
County,  6;  Somerset  County,  8;  Talbot  County,  8; 
Washington  County,  12;  Wicomico  County,  8; 
Worcester  County,  8. 

Appointments  to  Scholarships. 

All  persons  desiring  scholarships  should  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
their  respective  counties,  or  to  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  be  select- 
ed by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
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If  for  any  reason  the  scholarships  allotted  as  above 
to  the  counties  or  to  Baltimore  City  are  not  filled  be- 
fore the  August  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, that  body  fills  such  vacancies  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  best  qualified  applicants  from  any  part 
of  the  State. 

"Students  of  both  sexes  shall  be  admitted  to  both 
the  Normal  and  Academic  Courses.  Male  students 
shall  be  at  least  seventeen  and  female  students  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age  to  enter  the  first  year 
of  the  Normal  Course  and  shall  possess  such  mental 
qualifications  as  graduation  from  an  accredited  high 
school  implies.  Students  who  are  graduates  of  an 
accredited  high  school,  a  list  of  which  schools  shall 
be  furnished  each  Normal  School  Principal  annu- 
ally on  or  before  September  first  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent, shall  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  of 
the  Normal  Course  without  examination,  provided 
such  applicant  meets  the  age  requirement.  Male 
students  for  admission  to  the  first  year  of  the  Aca- 
demic Course  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  years  of  age 
and  female  students  be  fourteen  years  of  age," 

They  must  be  in  good  health  and  must  present  a 
certificate  showing  that  they  have  completed  satis- 
factorily the  'first  two  years'  work  of  the  high  school, 
or  pass  an  examination  given  by  the  faculty  of  the 
school  which  will  show  mental  qualifications  equiv- 
alent to  same.  They  must  also  furnish  evidence  of 
good  moral  character. 

Students  who  do  not  meet  the  above  requirements 
may  be  admitted  into  the  high  school  department  of 
the  Model  School. 
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All  applicants  wishing  to  enter  a  class  higher  than 
their  previous  grade  allows  must  be  present  for  the 
examinations  on  September  14,  15  and  16. 

No  student  will  be  received  for  less  than  a  year 
unless  sickness  requires  her  withdrawal. 

Diplomas  and  Certificates. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  profes- 
sional training  to  those  who  intend  to  become  teach- 
ers, and  all  the  departments  of  study  are  considered 
as  means  to  this  end.  But  the  general  course  is  well 
adapted  to  those  who  have  no  professional  object  in 
view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a  liberal  education. 

Those  who  complete  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Faculty  the  courses  required  for  graduation  receive 
the  diploma  of  the  school.  After  two  years,  one  of 
which  shall  have  been  spent  in  actual  teaching,  if  the 
County  Superintendent  under  whom  the  teaching 
was  done  so  recommends  in  writing,  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education  will,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board,  affix  the  seal  of  the  Board 
to  the  diploma,  making  it  a  Life  Certificate. 

Students  when  enrolling  are  required  to  file  in 
the  office  with  their  certificate  of  appointment  either 
the  diploma  of  a  high  school  or  a  letter  from  the 
principal  of  the  last  school  they  attended,  stating 
the  last  grade  the  pupil  has  satisfactorily  completed. 

Expenses. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards, 
or  by  the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  ex- 
pense for  tuition. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  from  every 
student  upon  entrance,  as  a  guarantee  against  loss 
of  or  damage  to  school  property.  This  deposit  will 
be  returned  to  students  upon  final  withdrawal  from 
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school,  aftet-  deduction  fof  log§j  datiiagej  or  anj/ 
arrearage  to  the  school. 

A  laboratory ,  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  every 
student  at  the  beginning;  of  each  school  year  and 
must  be  paid  in  advance. 

In  addition  to  iht  te^ul^f  ippointtts,  thbte  will  hi, 
recdvedj  as  required  by  law,  a  limited  titlttlbei-  of 
students  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquire- 
ments, who  shall  pay  in  advance  for  tuition  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  session  of  one-half  year.  Such  stu- 
dents are  not  required  to  become  teachers,  other- 
wise, they  will  be  expected  to  meet  the  same  re- 
quirements as  other  students. 

U  i  - 1 J  Boarding. 

All  students  not  living  at  home  are  expected  to 
board  in  the  dormitories  of  the  school.  These  dormi- 
tories are  spacious,  of  the  most  modern  construction, 
and  are  'fitted  with  every  means  of  contributing  to 
the  health,  wholesomeness  and  comfort  of  the  occU-^ 
pants.  Thfe  bedrooms  are  fitted  up  tastefully  with 
diressing  bui-eaus,  carpets,  and  di'aperies,  arid  every 
i"ooni  has  ah  adjoining  bathroomi 

The  price  of  board  is  $160  ia  year  including  laUil'' 
dry.  Every  student  is  expected  to  furnish  her  own 
towels,  toilet  soaps,  table  napkins,  and  bureau  scarfs. 
Board  must  be  paid  each  half-year — September  and 
February — in  advance  and  will  riot  he  refunded  ex-^ 
fcept  iri  casies  of  sei*ious  arid  protracted  illriesS. 

^he  New  Building. 

The  school  will  open  September  14,  in  its  new 
buildings  on  the  York  Road,  near  Towson.     The 
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site  is  most  beautiful  containing-  seventy-one  acres 
affording  plenty  of  ground  for  exercise  and  recre- 
ation. Students  reaching  the  city  by  steamboat  or 
railroad  will  take  the  nearest  line  of  cars  transfer- 
ring to  the  Towson  car,  whose  route  is  Lombard, 
Howard,  Fayette,  Holliday,  Hillen,  York  Road,  to 
the  school  grounds.  Baggage  wili  be  sent  for  by  the 
school  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  the  individual  would 
otherwise  pay.

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ORGANIZATION.  AIMS  AND  METHODS. 

Control. 

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  under  the 
immediate  control  and  supervision  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  It  is  the  avowed  purpose  of 
the  Board  to  make  this  school  a  training  school  for 
teachers  second  to  none  in  the  United  States.  The 
school  is  organized  into  departments  and  the  head 
of  each  department  is  a  recognized  specialist. 

The  Model  School. 

This  department,  consisting  of  nine  grades,  oc- 
cupies comfortable  and  pleasantly  lighted  rooms  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  main  building. 

The  students  of  the  Junior  Class  in  the  Normal 
School  are  required  to  observe  the  methods  of 
teaching  as  practiced  in  the  Model  School  under 
competent  instructors,  its  classroom  management, 
and  general  supervision. 

Every  student  of  the  Senior  Class  spends  in  ac- 
tual teaching  forty-five  minutes  of  each  day  for  the 
required  number  of  weeks  in  this  school. 

The  practice  teachers  are  required  to  have  care- 
fully prepared  plans  of  every  lesson  they  teach,  and 
they  are,  while  teaching,  under  the  watchful  super- 
vision of  a  sympathetic  critic  teacher. 

Initiative. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  student's  course  to  the 
end  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  development  of 
the  thinking  powers,  the  judgment,  and  the  will. 
The  organization  of  the  school  as  a  whole  encour- 
ages  teaching  with   a  view  to  make  the   student 
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ultimately  independent  of  the  teacher  in  the  further 
acquisition  of  knowledge  necessary  for  the  progres- 
sive teacher.  Thus  individual  initiative  is  encour- 
aged and  developed,  so  that  students  at  graduation 
are  ready  to  enter  a  community,  organize  a  school 
if  need  be,  and  proceed  to  teach. 

Text  Books. 

Text-books  are  used  as  the  basis  and  general  out- 
line of  every  regular  branch  of  study,  but  no  text- 
book is  slavishly  followed.  On  the  other  hand,  sev- 
eral text-books  on  one  subject  may  be  used  in  the 
same  class,  the  books  being  thus  compared,  while 
the  student  is  made  to  realize  that,  after  all,  a  text- 
book is  merely  one  author's  treatment  of  selected 
topics  in  a  branch  of  knowledge. 

General  Method. 

Methods  of  teaching  are  explained  and  applied 
concretely,  while  the  actual  subject  is  itself  being 
taught  in  the  class.  The  best  way  to  teach  method 
is  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  most  effective  way — 
probably  combining  the  best  of  several  so-called 
"methods."  What  is  done  is  of  course  explained 
to  the  class,  and  in  every  case  pedagogical  reasons 
assigned  for  each  step.  General  methods,  or  prin- 
ciples, are  studied  in  connection  with  the  psycho- 
logical laws  upon  which  they  rest. 

Philosophy  and  Literature  of  Education. 

Educational  literature  is  kept  prominently  be- 
fore the  classes  throughout  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Years.  The  standard  books  on  the  various  phases 
of  education  and  moral  character  are  made  famil- 
iar.    New  books  in  the  same  field,  as  well  as  the 
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best  magazine  articles,  are  reviewed  by  teachers 
and  members  of  classes,  thus  keeping  the  student 
in  actual  personal  touch  with  the  best  in  educa- 
tional thought  and  practice,  both  of  the  past  and 
the  present. 

Excursions. 

Excursions  are  made  by.  all  the  classes  to 
points  of  interest,  both  within  and  without  Bal- 
timore. The  Monumental  City  is  rich  in  histori- 
cal suggestion  and  literary  interest;  it  is  a  recog- 
nized center  of  learning;  its  libraries,  including  all 
those  to  which  students  may  gain  access,  contain 
nearly  one  million  volumes ;  its  manufactures  are 
numerous  and  varied,  while  picturesque  and  in- 
structive localities  in  great  number  are  within 
easy  reach  of  this  school  by  trolley. 

Annapolis,  the  capital  of  the  state  and  the  seat 
of  the  greatest  naval  school  in  the  world,  is  only 
one  hour  away. 

Washington,  the  nation's  capital,  is  reached  in 
a  short  time,  and  historic  Mount  Vernon  is  but  little 
farther.  Excursions  are  made  to  Washington,  Mount 
Vernon,  Annapolis  and  Gettysburg,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  members  of  the  faculty,  by  such  students  as 
desire  to  go. 

Prizes. 

During  the  past  year  a  prize  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  of  five  years  was  offered  by  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bassett, 
former  Historian-General  of  the  National  Society  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  for  that 
student  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  who 
showed  the  deepest  interest  and  study  in  American 
history. 
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This  prize  for  the  year  1912-13  was  awarded  to 
Miss  Mary  Virginia  Smith,  of  Baltimore  County, 
for  1913-14  to  'Miss  Agones  Irene  Ballman,  of  Anne 
Arundel  County,  and  for  1914-15  to  Miss  Nannie 
Holt  Sel'by,  of  Worcester  County.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDAGOGY. 

Psychology. 

The  distinctively  psychological  work  is  divided 
into  two  courses,  one  in  the  first  semester  of  the 
Junior  year  and  one  the  first  semester  of  the  Senior 
year. 

The  aim  of  the  Junior  course  is  to  lay  a  broad 
foundation  for  later  work.  The  field  of  general  psy- 
chology is  covered  as  fully  as  the  previous  attain- 
ments of  the  pupils  admit.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon 
functional  elements  and  upon  experimental  methods. 

The  aim  of  the  Senior  course  is  to  trace  the  rela- 
tions of  psychology  to  educational  problems  and  to 
introduce  the  pupil  to  the  recent  important  develop- 
ments in  the  field  of  child  study. 

It  is  believed  that  only  by  a  grasp  of  the  funda- 
mental conceptions  and  methods  of  psychology  can 
a  clear  apprehension  of  their  educational  applica- 
tions be  obtained.  Hence  the  significance  of  mental 
processes  for  life  is  treated  before  their  concrete  use 
in  the  school  room. 

The  method  followed  in  these  courses  includes 
the  use  of  standard  texts,  lectures,  reports  and  as- 
signed readings  from  the  library.  This  reference 
work  is  believed  to  result  in  a  better  knowledge  of 
terminology  than  would  otherwise  be  gained;  and 
to  act  as  a  stimulus  to  psychological  thinking.  An 
introduction  is  likewise  made  to  the  wide  field  of 
literature  now  available  in  this  line. 

The  Art  of  Teaching. 

In  this  course  the  technique  of  instruction  is  con- 
sidered, or  the  relation  of  the  pupil  to  subject  mat- 
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ter.  Methods  of  developing  a  sense  of  need  on  the 
pupil's  part,  and  the  motivation  of  school  work  in 
general  are  included.  The  significance  of  inductive 
and  deductive  methods  and  the  place  of  drill  are 
taken  up.  Thought  is  given  to  the  correlation  of 
studies.  Concrete  problems  are  discussed  in  the 
class;  and  the  work  is  closely  connected  with  the 
observation  work  in  the  model  school. 

The  aim  is  not  the  production  of  the  ready-made, 
routine  teacher,  but  the  enlargement  of  resources 
and  the  development  of  capacity,  together  with  a 
professional  spirit. 

Principles  of  Teaching. 

In  this  course  in  the  last  semester  of  the  Senior 
year  the  pupil  is  assisted  to  gather  from  many 
sources  materials  for  the  formulation  of  ultimate 
principles.  The  aim  of  education  is  treated  broadly 
as  involving  character,  culture  and  efficiency,  to- 
gether with  an  adjustment  to  the  needs  of  society. 
The  physical,  emotional,  intellectual  and  moral  fac- 
tors involved  in  education  are  considered.  They  are 
studied  briefly  on  the  one  hand  from  their  philo- 
sophical foundations,  and  more  fully  on  the  other 
hand  from  their  relation  to  actual  school  conditions. 

While  certain  suggestive  summaries  are  made 
embodying  established  principles,  the  open  attitude 
of  mind  is  encouraged  by  which  future  experience 
and  study  may  have  their  full  share  in  developing 
the  practical  and  progressive  teacher. 

School  Management. 

Health  is  ever  of  the  first  importance.  Knowl- 
edge gained  at  the  expense  of  health  is  dearly 
bought,  no  matter  how  apparently  necessary  that 
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knowledge  may  be.  Special  emphasis  is  therefore 
laid  upon  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  school  build- 
ing. 

Several  text-books  furnish  material  for  class  dis- 
cussion upon  the  different  topics  included  in  this 
course. 

It  is  not  desired  to  have  the  student  accept  a 
theory  or  opinion  upon  mere  authority ;  but  through 
discussion,  example,  application  and  comparisons 
the  student  is  .led  to  recognize  that  which  seems 
fittest  and  best.  Practical  considerations  of  the 
needs  of  a  teacher  just  beginning  the  independent 
conduct  of  a  school,  guide  the  course  throughout. 

History  of  Education 

To  understand  the  educational  problems  of  the 
present  a  knowledge  of  the  educational  theories  and 
practices  of  the  past  is  necessary.  Our  interpreta- 
tion of  accepted  principles  and  our  application  of 
current  theories  both  depend  upon  our  study  of 
their  genesis  and  development. 

Such  questions  as  the  relation  of  theory  to  prac- 
tice, the  development  of  the  curricula  and  the  social 
significance  of  the  school  are  bound  up  with  the 
growth  of  the  school  as  a  fundamental  agency  of 
civilization.  As  the  present  represents  the  fruitlage 
of  prolonged  labors  and  experiments,  the  scholarly 
study  of  prevailing  theories  and  tendencies  leads  in- 
evitably to  the  examination  of  past  movements. 

Two  aims  are  kept  steadily  in  view  in  this  brief 
historical  course.  First,  to  present  the  main  types 
of  education  as  revealed  in  the  practice  of  different 
nations  in  different  periods.  Second,  to  present  the 
work  of  leading  theorists  and  reformers  to  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  educational  progress. 
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These  aims  presuppose  a  knowledge  of  general 
history,  and  involve  a  study  of  the  social  conditions 
which  determined  pedagogical  procedure.  The  evo- 
lution of  education  is  shown  as  a  part  of  the  great 
evolution  of  society,  which  has  culminated  in  the 
democratic  ideals  which  are  dominant  in  nearly  all 
fields  of  knowledge  and  activity  today. 

DEPARTMENT    OF   ENGLISH. 

All  the  work  of  the  English  Department,  academic 
as  well  as  professional,  is  done  with  reference  to  the 
preparation  of  students  for  the  work  of  teaching. 
The  aims  are:  to  secure  fluency,  correctness  and 
taste  in  the  use  of  both  spoken  and  written  lan- 
guage ;  to  cultivate  the  power  to  interpret  literature, 
especially  such  as  is  taught  in  the  elementary 
grades  of  the  public  schools ;  to  give  pupils  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  elementary  facts  of  the  pedagogy  of 
language  work,  composition  and  grammar  and  to 
develop  the  pedagogical  attitude  of  mind  in  these 
branches ;  and,  finally,  to  secure  to  the  student 
those  cultural  values  that  come  from  the  study  of 
composition  and  literature. 

The  different  lines  of  English  work  are  very  close- 
ly related ;  and  growth  of  the  pupil  in  the  ability  to 
use  the  language  effectively  is  followed  up  in  all 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  work  of  the  English 
Department  includes  the  study  of  selected  classics, 
together  with  the  history  of  English  literature,  in- 
cluding American ;  theme  writing,  a  special  study 
of  Englis'h  prose  fiction,  and  a  review  of  English 
grammar  in  connection  with  work  in  methods.  The 
students  are  encouraged,  and  to  some  extent  re- 
quired, to  do  reading  outside  the  regular  class  work. 

In  the  High  School  Department  the  first  year's 
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work  in  English  includes  the  reading  of  several  of 
the  easier  classics,  weekly  composition  work  either 
oral  or  written,  and  grammar  in  so  far  as  it  deals 
with  the  elements  of  sentence  structure.  In  the 
second  year  reading  and  composition  work  are  con- 
tinued, but  rhetoric  takes  the  place  of  grammar. 
Supplementary  reading  from  the  list  in  the  back  of 
the  catalogue  is  required  of  all  pupils  in  the  sec- 
ond year  of  the  high  school  course. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY. 
American   History. 

The  subject  is  liberally  treated,  the  object  being 
to  give  prospective  teachers  a  broad  and,  at  the 
same  time,  definite  grasp  of  the  larger  cultural 
phases  of  the  rich  and  varied  history  of  our  coun- 
try. 

Biography,  sources  of  information,  the  reading 
and  review  in  class  of  the  best  that  has  been  writ- 
ten on  American  history  are  emphasized. 


Maryland  History. 

Stress  is  laid  upon  the  History  of  the  State  of 
Maryland.  The  prominent  part  which  the  State 
has  taken  in  the  development  of  the  history  of  the 
country  at  large  is  best  treated  in  its  logical  con- 
nection with  the  course  in  American  history.  In 
the  same  connection  Maryland  biography  is  em- 
phasized, many  sons  of  Maryland  having  been 
makers  of  national  as  well  as  State  history.  The 
facts  of  Maryland  History  are,  at  the  end  of  the 
course  in  American  History,  gathered  together  in 
a  separate  review. 
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Civil  Government. 

The  living,  actual  constitution  is  studied  his- 
torically and  in  its  present  day  aspects.  Trifling 
technicalities  receive  only  passing  notice,  while  the 
thought  and  history  underlying  constitutional  life 
and  growth  receive  constant  attention. 

After  a  brief  sketch  of  Maryland  Constitutional 
History,  stress  is  laid  in  this  course  upon  the 
actual  conduct  of  the  present  government  of  the 
State  in  its  several  branches. 

Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  Maryland. 

In  the  Senior  Year  the  above  Junior  Course  is 
reviewed  with  special  emphasis  on  the  written  con- 
stitution in  each  case  and  the  methods  of  teaching 
the  same.  Excursions  are  made  to  Washington 
and  Annapolis. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SCIENCE. 

Nature  Study. 

This  course  contemplates  the  attainment  of  the 
following  ends: 

The  outlining  of  courses  of  Nature  Study  adapted 
to  needs  of  children  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  preparation  of  lesson  plans  for  science  work 
in  elementary  schools,  adapting  the  knowledge 
gained  from  the  previous  science  courses  to  this 
special  work. 

Teaching  exercises  to  be  conducted  in  class  and 
also  in  the  Model  School. 

Geography. 

Home  geography  is  taught  by  a  series  of  ele- 
mentary lessons  given  by  the  students  under  the

direction  of  the  teacher  by  means  of  nature,  pic- 
tures, and  sand  table. 

North  America  is  studied  as  a  typical  continent. 
Then  follows  a  study  of  the  United  States  and 
Maryland.  Finally  Europe  and  Asia  are  briefly 
studied,  mainly  by  comparison  with  North  Amer- 
ica. 

Students  make  drainage  and  outline  maps  of  the 
continents,  showing  the  natural  features  which  in- 
fluence the  distribution  of  climate,  plants  and  ani- 
mals. 

Physiology  and  Biology. 

This  course  has  two  main  aims:  first,  a  thor- 
ough review  of  human  physiology  and  hygiene 
with  such  comparative  study  of  other  forms  of  life 
than  human,  as  may  be  needful;  and  second,  such 
special  emphasis  on  the  sensory-motor  apparatus  in 
both  the  lower  animals  and  man  as  will  prepare  the 
way  for  intelligent  work  in  psychology. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

Arithmetic. 

This  is  a  thorough  review  course  for  Seniors. 
Emphasis  is  of  course  laid  upon  methods  of  teach- 
ing the  subject  in  the  grades.  Both  observation 
and  practice  in  the  Model  School  accompany  the 
work.  All  of  the  accepted  methods  are  discussed 
in  connection  both  with  the  actual  work  in  arith- 
metic and  the  practice  work.  These  methods  are 
analyzed  and  criticised  so  that  weak  spots  may  be 
eliminated  and  strong  points  thoroughly  familiar- 
ized. 

Note.  For  the  usual  courses  in  Mathematics  see  Aca- 
demic Course. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  MANUAL  ARTS,  VOICE, 
ETC. 

Note: — The  following  courses  are  not  taught  exclusively 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  but  extend  also  into  the 
Academic  Course. 

Art. 

It  is  desired  to  bring  the  work  of  Art  and  Man- 
ual Training  in  close  harmony  with  each  other,  it 
being  impossible  in  all  true  art  teaching  to  divorce 
these  subjects,  hence,  no  tracing  of  designs  is  per- 
mitted, but  the  application  of  the  students'  own 
work  is  required  in  the  classroom. 

The  course  is  graded  as  follows : 

First  Year:  Object  drawing  of  groups  in  out- 
line, and  shaded ;  crayon  work  in  flov^^ers  and  land- 
scape ;  designs  for  plaids,  wall  papers,  etc. ;  first 
lessons  in  water  color. 

Second  Year:  Water  color — flowers — landscapes; 
designing;  pen  and  ink  landscapes,  perspective; 
out-doors  sketching. 

Junior  Year:  Work  in  Angular  and  Parallel  Per- 
spective ;  water  color — flowers  and  still  life ;  work 
from  life  in  pencil  and  water  color;  methods  for 
primary  grades. 

Senior  Year:  Methods  in  drawing  and  color  for 
the  work  in  the  first  eight  grades ;  paper  cutting 
for  illustration  of  stories  for  primary  and  grade 
work;  clay  and  starch  modeling  illustrating  stories 
of  different  nations  —  geographically,  historically, 
etc. — applicable  to  work  in  the  grades. 

Manual  Training. 

The  purpose  of  Manual  Training  is,  as  in  Art, 
to  increase  skill  in  manipulation,  to  stimulate  origi- 
nality in  shape  and  color,  to  develop  interest  in  in- 
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dustrial  pursuits,  and  to  prepare  our  students  to 
teach  Manual  Training  in  the  work  of  the  first  eight 
grades.  Provision  is  made  to  build  upon  whatever 
previous  training  the  student  may  have  had  in  the 
subject,  so  that  they  may  advance  along  the  line 
of  craft  work  already  accomplished. 

The  Art  element  in  Manual  Training  should  be 
the  one  to  make  it  live,  hence  the  real  necessity 
of  drawing,  color  and  design  work  in  connection 
with  craft  work.  While  the  process  side  of  the 
work  is  not  neglected,  the  product  is  also  consid- 
ered, and  the  student  should  strive  for  an  artistic 
result. 

The  course  includes : 

First  Year :  Raffia  hats  and  mats,  and  reed  mats ; 
small  reed  baskets — using  No.  1  and  No.  2  reed; 
medium  sized  baskets — using  No.  2  and  No.  4  reed ; 
large  scrap  baskets — using  No.  4  and  No.  6  reed. 

Stenciled  mats  and  school  bags,  making  use  of 
unit  and  straight  line  designs. 

Second  Year:  Large  reed  baskets,  canoes,  and 
different  forms,  sewed  raffia  baskets.  Navajo  and 
Lazy  Squaw  stitch. 

Junior  Year :  A  thorough  course  in  Historic  and 
Applied  Design ;  cutting  stencils ;  application  of 
stencil  designs  on  dress  fabrics ;  clay  bowls,  vases, 
ornamented  by  incised  patterns  and  colored. 

Review  of  paper  folding  and  construction  work 
for  grades.  Mat  weaving  as  a  preliminary  to  reed 
work  in  schools. 

Vocal  Expression. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  guide  the 
student  toward  the  possession  of  a  good  speaking 
voice,  by  the  aid  of  technical  exercises ;  to  train  him 
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to  be  positive,  definite  and  to  interest  by  personal 
effort;  to  stimulate  his  imagination;  and  to  create 
in  him  a  passion  for  great  literature. 

We  approach  the  interpretation  of  great  literature 
as  we  approach  the  interpretation  of  music  and  paint- 
ing, seeking  to  enrich  our  ideals  of  life  through  the 
sympathetic  appreciation  of  these  arts. 

Vocal  Music. 

The  importance  of  vocal  music  in  elementary 
schools  is  fully  realized.  It  is  recognized  that  the 
teacher  who  cannot  read  and  interpret  simple 
music  for  herself  and  teach  it  to  her  pupils  is  at  a 
serious  disadvantage.  The  elements  of  vocal  music 
are  thoroughly  taught,  notation,  time,  phrasing  and 
interpretation  receiving  special  attention.  Sight 
singing  comes  later  in  the  course,  while  the  meth- 
ods of  teaching  music  receive  attention  in  the  Se- 
nior Year. 

Physical  Culture. 

"Health  is  the  condition  of  wisdom,  and  the  sign 
is  cheerfulness." 

The  primary  aim  of  this  course  is  the  health  of 
the  student.  It  consists  of  free  bodily  movements, 
games  and  simple  folk  dances.  No  heavy  apparatus 
work  is  required.  Breathing,  walking  and  poise  are 
especially  emphasized.  The  first  two  years  are  de- 
voted to  the  technique  of  the  exercises,  and  the  last 
two  years  to  the  theory  of  the  system  and  practice 
in  teaching.  Basket  ball  and  tennis  are  social  fea- 
tures of  this  department. 
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THE  ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Academic  Course  covers  two  years  and  to  enter  the  first 
year  of  that  course  a  student  must  have  completed  the  Second  Year 
of  the  High  Schools  in  Maryland,  according  to  the  schedule  adopted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  or  pass  examinations  equivalent 
to  it.

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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

HISTORY. 

Greece  and  Rome. 

Effect  of  geography  and  racial  characteristics  on 
the  development  of  Spa'rT:a  and  Athens;  Greek  life, 
literature  and  art ;  spread  of  Hellenism  after  Alex- 
ander. Evolution  of  Roman  social  and  political  in- 
stitutions ;  relation  of  the  empire  to  extension  of 
Roman  law  and  the  Christian  religion ;  Roman  life 
and  ideals. 

Middle  Ages. 

The  thread  of  the  story  is  taken  up  where  it 
was  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  course. 
The  life,  culture,  religion,  and  thought  of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages  are  studied  in  a  liberal  way.  The  char- 
acteristics and  institutions  of  the  Teutonic  race 
which  overwhelmed  Rome  will  of  course  be  the 
central  theme.  The  beginnings  of  the  modern  na- 
tions are  traced,  and  the  foundations  of  modern 
civilization  clearly  discerned. 

Modern  Europe. 

The  effort  is  made  to  give  students  a  broad  com- 
prehension of  great  movements  and  principles,  such 
as  the  Reformation,  struggle  against  the  Divine 
Right  of  Kings,  Balance  of  Power,  political  revolu- 
tions and  reconstruction  of  European  States.  Spe- 
cial emphasis  is  laid  on  those  periods  which  most 
influenced  American  History. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Algebra. 

In  no  other  branches  in  the  course  is  the  Nor- 
mal School  more  vitally  interested  than  in  the 
thoroughness  with  which  the  work  of  the  average 
graded  school  of  the  State  is  done.  The  course 
prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  ele- 
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mentary  schools  requires  the  eighth  grade  to  com- 
plete simple  equations  with  two  or  more  unknown 
quantities.  The  course  in  Algebra  is  planned  to 
meet  this  condition.  The  further  the  student  has 
gone  in  Algebra  before  entering  the  school  the  more 
rapid  will  be  his  progress  afterward. 

Plane  and  Solid  Geometry. 

In  plane  geometry  the  aim  is: 

(1)  To  develop  right  habits  of  investigation. 

(2)  To  insist  upon  accuracy  of  statement. 

(3)  To  have  the  student  acquire  the  power  to 
grasp  and  prove  any  simple  geometrical  problem. 

(4)  To  apply  the  recently  acquired  knowledge 
of  processes  of  grasping  geometrical  concepts  in 
the  teaching  of  the  same  propositions  to  others. 

In  solid  geometry  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  re- 
lation between  geometrical  propositions  and  fig- 
ures, and  the  rules  of  mensuration.  The  class  has 
frequent  practice  in  the  solution  of  the  problems 
met  with  by  the  mason,  the  bricklayer,  the  house 
builder,  the   lumberman,   and   others. 

SCIENCE. 

Botany. 

Plants  are  studied  as  living,  breathing,  working 
beings,  with  structures  adapted  to  their  functions 
and  surroundings. 

Elementary  plant  physiology  is  given  a  promi- 
nent place  and  experiments  are  performed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  class  to  show  how  plants  live  and  grow. 
Incidentally  the  life  story  from  seed  to  seed  again 
is  traced. 

Special  care  is  taken  to  relate  the  work  as  closely 
as  possible  to  the  home,  to  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture. 
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As  the  season  allows,  out-door  excursions  are 
taken  to  study  plants  alive  and  in  their  homes,  and 
to  collect  specimens  for  analysis  and  the  begin- 
nings of  an  herbarium. 

Physical  Geography. 

In  this  course  each  pupil  is  led  to  feel  (1)  that 
the  earth  is  a  whole — a  unit  having  qualities  or 
powers  as  a  whole  differing  from  the  qualities  of 
its  parts. 

(2)  That  each  part — land,  water,  atmosphere, 
and  life — has  its  own  qualities,  differing  from  the 
qualities  and  powers  of  all  other  parts. 

(3)  That  the  several  parts  and  the  whole  are  all 
working  together  to  make  the  earth  a  home  for 
man,  and  the  means  of  his  progress  to  better, 
higher,  and  nobler  life. 

Physics. 

The  subjects  of  study  are  mechanics  of  solids, 
liquids  and  gases,  sound,  heat,  magnetism,  elec- 
tricity, and  light,  with  applications  to  every  day 
life.  Associated  with  these  are  lectures,  demon- 
strations, recitations,  laboratory,  and  excursions. 

The  class  demonstrations  are  made  with  inex- 
pensive apparatus  consisting  of  simple  units  which 
can  for  the  most  part  be  easily  gotten  by  a  zealous 
teacher.  Many  of  these  are  the  same  as  used  in 
nature  study  in  the  grammar  grades  of  the  Model 
School,  where  later  the  pupil  teacher  has  practical 
experience  with  a  class.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists  in  performing  a  carefully  selected  list  of  rep- 
resentative experiments  aiming  for  training  in 
manipulation,  observation,  interpretation  of  re- 
sults, and  orderly  keeping  of  notes. 

Excursions  are  planned  to  a  few  industrial  plants 
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illustrating  the  application  of  physical  principles. 
Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  application  of 
physics  to  every  day  life  and  those  principles  which 
aid  in  other  sciences  and  in  nature  study. 

Chemistry. 

There  are  considered  in  this  course  the  more 
important  elements  and  their  most  common  com- 
pounds; special  attention  to  the  chemistry  of  every 
day  life;  acids,  bases,  and  salts;  oxidation  and  re- 
duction; fundamental  theories  and  concepts  of  the 
science.  The  course  is  given  through  lectures,  dem- 
onstrations, recitations,  excursions. 

The  series  of  representative  experiments  given 
trains  the  students  in  laboratory  manipulation,  ac- 
curacy of  observation,  interpretation  of  observed 
phenomena,  and  keeping  the  note  book. 

A  syllabus  consisting  of  some  seventy-five  para- 
graphs embodying  the  fundamental  ideas  and 
concepts  of  the  science  is  furnished  the  pupils.  Con- 
stant drill  on  certain  tables  contained  in  the  above 
makes  formulae  and  equations  comprehensible  and 
usable  to  students.  A  simple  method  of  notes,  ref- 
erences, quizzes,  and  summarizing  essays  automat- 
ically synchronizes  the  text  and  the  laboratory 
work. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  chem- 
istry to  such  subjects  as  physiology,  physical  geog- 
raphy, nature  study,  and  elementary  agriculture. 

Excursions  are  arranged  to  Sparrows  Point,  a 
lime-kiln,  and  other  places  illustrating  industrial 
applications  of  chemistry. 

LATIN. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  study  First  Year  Latin  is 
completed  and  Caesar  is  begun. 
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Translation  is  of  course  the  great  aim ;  this  in- 
volves, however,  continual  drill  in  forms  and  con- 
structions. Special  attention  is  given  to  those 
Latin  words  entering  into  English  words  either  as 
roots,  prefixes,  or  suffixes,  thus  offering  a  good 
review  of   etymology. 

During  the  second  half  year,  four  books  of 
Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  read ;  Latin  Prose  composi- 
tion based  on  Caesar.  Study  of  Roman  military  af- 
fairs and  of  Caesar's  character  and  literary  style. 
Sight  translation. 

During  the  second  year,  Cicero's  Orations  against 
Catiline  are  read  in  the  first  half,  and  Virgil  in 
the  second  half.     Sight  translation.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Scholarships. 

The  State  of  Maryland  provides  free  scholarships 
in  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  on  the 
basis  of  two  for  each  representative  in  the  General 
Assembly,  whose  membership  numbers  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  (Delegates  102,  Senators  27). 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  County,  14;  Anne  Arundel  County,  10; 
Baltimore  County,  14;  Baltimore  City,  56;  Calvert 
County,  6;  Caroline  County,  8;  Carroll  County,  10; 
Cecil  County,  8;  Charles  County,  6;  Dorchester 
County,  10;  Frederick  County,  12;  Garrett  County, 
8;  Harford  County,  8;  Howard  County,  6;  Kent 
County,  6;  Montgomery  County,  10;  Prince  George's 
County,  10;  Queen  Anne's  County,  6;  St.  Mary's 
County,  6;  Somerset  County,  8;  Talbot  County,  8; 
Washington  County,  12;  Wicomico  County,  8; 
Worcester  County,  8. 

Appointments  to  Scholarships. 

All  persons  desiring  scholarships  should  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
their  respective  counties,  or  to  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
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more,  or  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  McCoy- 
Hall,  Baltimore,  Md.  The  law  requires  the  ap- 
pointees to  be  selected  by  the  several  Boards  of 
County  School  Commissioners,  and  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  or  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

If  for  any  reason  the  scholarships  allotted  as  above 
to  the  counties  or  to  Baltimore  City  are  not  filled  be- 
fore the  August  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, that  body  not  only  fills  such  vacancies,  but 
may  create  other  scholarships'  by  the  appointment  of 
the  best  qualified  applicants  from  any  part  of  the 
State. 

"Students  of  both  sexes  shall  be  admitted  to  both 
the  Normal  and  Academic  Courses.  Male  students 
shall  be  at  least  seventeen  and  female  students  at 
least  sixteen  years  of  age  to  enter  the  first  year 
of  the  Normal  Course,  and  shall  possess'  such  mental 
qualifications  as  graduation  from  an  accredited  high 
school  implies.  Students  who  are  graduates  of  an 
accredited  high  school,  a  list  of  which  may  be  found  on 
pages  22-23,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  of 
the  Normal  Course  without  examination,  provided 
such  applicant  meets  the  age  requirement.  Male 
students  for  admission  to  the  first  year  of  the  Aca- 
demic Course  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  years  of  age 
and  female  students  be  fourteen  years  of  age." 

Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  good  moral 
character,  must  be  in  good  health  and  free  from  all 
bodily  infirmities  that  would  impair  their  success  in  the 
school  room.  They  must  present  a  certificate  showing 
they  have  completed  creditably  the  first  two  years'  work 
of  the  high  school  or  they  must  pass  an  examination 
given  by  the  faculty  of  the  school,  which  will  show 
scholastic  quaUfications  equivalent  to  the  same. 
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All  applicants  wishing  to  enter  a  class  higher  than 
their  previous  grade  allows  must  be  present  for  the 
examinations  on  September  13,  14  and  15. 

No  student  will  be  received  for  less  than  a  year 
unless  sickness  requires  her  withdrawal. 

Diplomas  and  Certificates. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  profes- 
sional training  to  those  who  intend  to  become  teach- 
ers, and  all  the  departments  of  study  are  considered 
as  means  to  this  end.  But  the  general  course  is  well 
adapted  to  those  who  have  no  professional  object  in 
view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a  liberal  education. 

Those  who  complete  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Faculty  the  courses  required  for  graduation  receive 
the  diploma  of  the  school ;  also  a  teacher's  certificate, 
valid  for  three  years  from  date,  and  renewable  on 
evidence  of  successful  experience  and  professional 
spirit. 

Students  when  enrolling  are  required  to  file  in  the 
office  with  their  certificate  of  appointment  either  the 
diploma  of  a  high  school  or  a  letter  from  the  princi- 
pal of  the  last  school  they  attended,  stating  the  last 
grade  the  pupil  has  satisfactorily  completed,  the 
subjects  studied,  the  length  of  time  given  these 
studies,  and  that  the  moral  and  physical  qualifica- 
tions of  the  student  are  such  as  make  her  a  fit  candi- 
date for  the  teaching  profession. 

Expenses. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards, 
by   the   Baltimore   City   Board,  and  by   the   State 
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Board  of  Education  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  from  every 
student  upon  entrance,  as  a  guarantee  against  loss 
of  or  damage  to  school  property.  This  deposit  will 
be  returned  to  students  upon  final  withdrawal  from 
school  after  deduction  for  loss,  damage,  or  any 
arrearage  to  the  school. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  every 
student  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year  and 
must  be  paid  in  advance. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees  there  will  be 
received,  as  required  by  law,  a  limited  number  of 
students  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquire- 
ments, who  shall  pay  in  advance  for  tuition  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  session  of  one-half  year.  Such  stu- 
dents are  not  required  to  become  teachers ;  other- 
wise they  will  be  expected  to  meet  the  same  require- 
ments as  other  students. 


Boarding. 

All  students  not  living  at  home  are  expected  to 
board  in  the  dormitories  of  the  school.  These  dor- 
mitories are  spacious,  of  the  most  modern  construc- 
tion, and  are  fitted  with  every  means  of  contributing 
to  the  health,  wholesomeness,  and  comfort  of  the 
occupants.  The  bedrooms  are  fitted  up  tastefully 
with  dressing  bureaus,  carpets,  and  draperies,  and 
every  room  has  ample  bathroom  facilities. 

The  price  of  board  is  $i8o  a  year,  including  a 
moderate  amount  of  laundry.  Every  student  is 
expected  to  furnish  her  own  towels,  soaps,  table 
napkins,  bureau  scarfs,  laundry  bag,  hot-water  bag, 
two  tumblers,  overshoes  and  umbrella.  All  linen 
must  be  plainly  marked  in  indelible  ink,  and  simply 
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trimmed — elaborate  underwear  and  dresses  will  be 
charged  extra.  Board  must  be  paid  each  half-year — 
September  and  February — in  advance  and  will  not 
be  refunded,  even  in  part,  except  in  cases  of  serious 
and  protracted  illness.  In  such  cases  a  reasonable 
amount  will  be  returned. 

Students'  should  notify  the  Principal  when 
rooms  are  to  be  reserved,  and  must  state  the  class  in 
which  they  expect  to  be  enrolled. 

The  cost  for  individual  instruction  in  music — 
piano  and  vocal,  is  $50  a  year — two  half-hour  lessons 
per  week;  or  $30  a  year — one  half-hour  lesson  per 
week.  Use  of  the  piano  for  practice,  $1  per  month,, 
an  hour  a  day. 

The  New  Building. 

The  school  will  resume  work  September  17  in  its 
new  buildings'  on  the  York  Road,  near  Towson.  The 
site  is  most  beautiful,  containing  seventy-one  acres^ 
affording  plenty  of  ground  for  exercise  and  recrea- 
tion. Students  reaching  the  city  by  steamboat  or 
railroad  will  take  the  nearest  line  of  cars  transfer- 
ring to  the  Towson  car,  whose  route  is  Lombard, 
Howard,  Fayette,  Holliday,  Hillen,  York  Road,  to 
the  school  grounds.  Baggage  will  be  sent  for  by  the 
school  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  the  individual  would 
otherwise  pay. 

To  Parents. 

Write  to  the  Principal  at  least  twice  during  the 
year  to  know  the  progress  of  your  daughter  and  son. 
Do  not  ask  for  an  extension  of  the  vacation  named 
in  the  catalog.  The  vocation  of  teaching  requires 
serious  and  arduous  preparation,  and  it  is  expected 
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that  one  undertaking  such  preparation  should  have 
a  conscience  keen  to  distinguish  between  the  proper 
and  the  improper,  the  right  and  the  wrong,  and  a 
sense  of  justice  to  know  that  special  privileges  in  a 
large  community  where  all  have  equal  claims  should 
not  be  asked  for. 

Week-ends  spent  with  friends,  numerous  visits  to 
the  city  are  not  conducive  to  steady  application  to 
study  and  will  not  be  permitted  except  by  letter  from 
parent  for  the  special  visit.  These  visits  have  a  de- 
teriorating influence  upon  the  student.  We  earnestly 
desire  the  parent  to  co-operate  with  the  man- 
agement of  the  school  in  all  that  tend  to  the  health  and 
advancement  of  the  student,  and  thus  effectively  aid  in 
the  discipline  of  the  school. 

Religious  Life. 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  the  church  of  their 
religious  persuasion  every  Sabbath.  A  Bible  class, 
at  which  attendance  is  voluntary,  conducted  by  Pro- 
fessor Wilcox,  is  held  every  Sabbath  morning  at  9 
o'clock  in  Newell  Hall,  and  Vesper  services,  under 
the  leadership  of  Misses  Scarborough  and  Dowell, 
are  held  in  one  of  the  halls  at  5  P.  M.  Sundays.  The 
Vesper  services  are  so  conducted  that  no  student 
need  stay  away  fearing  her  church  tenets  will  be 
trenched  upon.  Ministers  of  every  creed,  and  men 
and  women  prominent  in  reform  and  uplifting  work 
are  invited  to  speak.

ORGANIZATION,  AIMS  AND  METHODS. 
Control. 

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  under  the 
immediate  control  and  supervision  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  It  is  the  avowed  purpose  of 
the  Board  to  make  this  school  a  training  school  for 
teachers  second  to  none  in  the  United  States.  The 
school  is  organized  into  departments  and  the  head 
of  each  department  is  a  recognized  specialist. 

The  Practice  School. 

This  department,  consisting  of  seven  grades,  oc- 
cupies' comfortable  and  pleasantly  lighted  rooms  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  main  building. 

The  students  of  the  Junior  Class  in  the  Normal 
School  are  required  to  observe  the  methods  of  teach- 
ing as  practiced  in  the  Practice  School  under  com- 
petent instructors,  its  classroom  management,  and 
general  supervision. 

Every  student  of  the  Senior  Class  spends'  in  actual 
teaching  forty-five  minutes  of  each  day  for  the  re- 
quired number  of  weeks  in  this  school. 

The  practice  teachers  are  required  to  have  care- 
fully prepared  plans  of  every  lesson  they  teach, 
which  plans  are  criticised  and  approved  by  the  critic 
teacher  before  the  lessons  are  given  to  the  pupils. 
While  teaching  the  student  teachers'  are  given  the 
watchful  supervision  of  a  sympathetic  critic  teacher. 

Initiative. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  student's  course  to  the 
end  special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  development  of 
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the  thinking-  powers,  the  judgment,  and  the  will. 
The  organization  of  the  school  as  a  whole  encour- 
ages teaching  with  a  view  to  make  the  student 
ultimately  independent  of  the  teacher  in  the  further 
acquisition  of  knowledge  necessary  for  the  progres- 
sive teacher.  Thus  individual  initiative  is  encour- 
aged and  developed,  so  that  students  at  graduation 
are  ready  to  enter  a  community,  organize  a  school 
if  need  be,  and  proceed  to  teach. 

Text  Books. 

Text-books  are  used  as  the  basis  and  general  out- 
line of  every  regular  branch  of  study,  but  no  text- 
book is  slavishly  followed.  On  the  other  hand,  sev- 
eral text-books  on  one  subject  may  be  used  in  the 
same  class,  the  books  being  thus  compared,  while 
the  student  is  made  to  realize  that,  after  all,  a  text- 
book is  merely  one  author's  treatment  of  selected 
topics  in  a  branch  of  knowledge. 

General  Method. 

Methods  of  teaching  are  explained  and  applied 
concretely,  while  the  actual  subject  is  itself  being 
taught  in  the  class.  The  best  way  to  teach  method 
is  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  most  effective  way — 
probably  combining  the  best  of  several  so-called 
"methods."  What  is  done  is  of  course  explained 
to  the  class,  and  in  every  case  pedagogical  reasons 
assigned  for  each  step.  General  methods,  or  prin- 
ciples, are  studied  in  connection  with  the  psycho- 
logical laws  upon  which   they  rest. 

Philosophy  and  Literature  of  Education. 

Educational  literature  is  kept  prominently  be- 
fore the  classes  throughout  the  Junior  and  Senior 
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years.  The  standard  books  on  the  various  phases 
of  education  and  moral  character  are  made  famil- 
iar. New  books  in  the  same  field,  as  well  as  the 
best  magazine  articles,  are  reviewed  by  teachers 
and  members  of  classes,  thus  keeping  the  student 
in  actual  personal  touch  with  the  best  in  educa- 
tional thought  and  practice,  both  of  the  past  and 
the  present. 

Excursions. 

Excursions  are  made  by  all  the  classes  to 
points  of  interest,  both  within  and  without  Bal- 
timore. The  Monumental  City  is  rich  in  histori- 
cal suggestion  and  literary  interest;  it  is  a  recog- 
nized center  of  learning;  its  libraries,  including  all 
those  to  which  students  may  gain  access,  contain 
nearly  one  million  volumes;  its  manufactures  are 
numerous  and  varied,  while  picturesque  and  in- 
structive localities  in  great  number  are  within 
easy  reach  of  this  school  by  trolley. 

Annapolis,  the  capital  of  the  state  and  the  seat 
of  the  greatest  naval  school  in  the  world,  is  only 
one  hour  away. 

Washington,  the  nation's  capital,  is  reached  in 
a  short  time,  and  historic  Mount  Vernon  is  but  little 
farther.  Excursions  are  made  to  Washington,  Mount 
Vernon,  Annapolis,  and  Gettysburg,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  members  of  the  faculty,  by  such  students  as 
desire  to  go. 

To  further  the  intelligent  study  of  civic,  economic 
and  health  problems  the  classes  in  civics  and  biology 
have  visited  the  Sewerage  and  Disposal  plants,  the 
City's  water  supply,  the  Health  Department,  the  Cus- 
tom House,  Bay  View,  the  Central  telephone  build- 
ing and  the  Circuit  and  Juvenile  Courts. 
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Prizes. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Bassett,  former  Historian-General  of 
the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  for  each  of  the  last  five  years  has  given 
a  prize  of  ten  dollars  to  that  student  of  the  Maryland 
State  Normal  School  who  showed  the  deepest  interest 
and  study  in  American  history. 

This  prize  for  the  year  1912-13  was  awarded  to 
Miss  Mary  Virginia  Smith,  of  Baltimore  County; 
for  1913-14,  to  Miss  Agnes  Irene  Ballman,  of  Anne 
Arundel  County;  for  1914-15,  to  Miss  Nannie  Holt 
Selby,  of  Worcester  County;  for  1915-16,  to  Miss 
Mildred  Nuttle,  of  Caroline  County;  and  for  1916-17, 
to  Miss  Olive  Elizabeth  Bowlus,  of  Frederick  County.

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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDAGOGY. 

Psychology. 

The  distinctively  psychological  work  is  divided 
into  two  courses,  one  in  the  first  semester  of  the 
Junior  year  and  one  the  first  semester  of  the  Senior 
year. 

The  aim  of  the  Junior  course  is  to  lay  a  broad 
foundation  for  later  work.  The  field  of  general  psy- 
chology is  covered  as  fully  as  the  previous  attain- 
ments of  the  pupils  admit.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon 
functional  elements  and  upon  experimental  methods. 

The  aim  of  the  Senior  course  is  to  trace  the  rela- 
tions of  psychology  to  educational  problems  and  to 
introduce  the  pupil  to  the  recent  important  develop- 
ments in  the  field  of  child  study. 

It  is  believed  that  only  by  a  grasp  of  the  funda- 
mental conceptions  and  methods  of  psychology  can 
a  clear  apprehension  of  their  educational  applica- 
tions be  obtained.  Hence  the  significance  of  mental 
processes  for  life  is  treated  before  their  concrete  use 
in  the  school  room. 

The  method  followed  in  these  courses  includes 
the  use  of  standard  texts,  lectures,  reports  and  as- 
signed readings  from  the  library.  This  reference 
work  is  believed  to  result  in  a  better  knowledge  of 
terminology  than  would  otherwise  be  gained ;  and 
to  act  as  a  stimulus  to  psychological  thinking.  An 
introduction  is  likewise  made  to  the  wide  field  of 
literature  now  available  in  this  line. 

The  Art  of  Teaching. 

In  this  course  the  technique  of  instruction  is  con- 
sidered, or  the  relation  of  the  pupil  to  subject  mat- 
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ter.  Methods  of  developing  a  sense  of  need  on  the 
pupil's  part,  and  the  motivation  of  school  work  in 
general  are  included.  The  significance  of  inductive 
and  deductive  methods  and  the  place  of  drill  are 
taken  up.  Thought  is  given  to  the  correlation  of 
studies.  Concrete  problems  are  discussed  in  the 
class ;  and  the  work  is  closely  connected  with  the 
observation  work  in  the  Practice  School. 

The  aim  is  not  the  production  of  the  ready-made, 
routine  teacher,  but  the  enlargement  of  resources 
and  the  development  of  capacity,  together  with  a 
professional  spirit. 

Principles   of  Teaching. 

In  this  course  in  the  last  semester  of  the  Senior 
year  the  pupil  is  assisted  to  gather  from  many 
sources  materials  for  the  formulation  of  ultimate 
principles.  The  aim  of  education  is  treated  broadly 
as  involving  character,  culture  and  efficiency,  to- 
gether with  an  adjustment  to  the  needs  of  society. 
The  physical,  emotional,  intellectual  and  moral  fac- 
tors involved  in  education  are  considered.  They  are 
studied  briefly  on  the  one  hand  from  their  philo- 
sophical foundations,  and  more  fully  on  the  other 
hand  from  their  relation  to  actual  school  conditions. 

While  certain  suggestive  summaries  are  made 
embodying  established  principles,  the  open  attitude 
of  mind  is  encouraged  by  which  future  experience 
and  study  may  have  their  full  share  in  developing 
the  practical  and  progressive  teacher. 

School  Management. 

Health  is  ever  of  the  first  importance.  Knowl- 
edge gained  at  the  expense  of  health  is  dearly 
bought,  no  matter  how  apparently  necessary  that 
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knowledge  may  be.  Special  emphasis  is  therefore 
laid  upon  the  hygienic  conditions  of  the  school  build- 
ing. 

Several  text-books  furnish  material  for  class  dis- 
cussion upon  the  different  topics  included  in  this 
course. 

It  is  not  desired  to  have  the  student  accept  a 
theory  or  opinion  upon  mere  authority ;  but  through 
discussion,  example,  application  and  comparisons 
the  student  is  led  to  recognize  that  which  seems 
fittest  and  best.  Practical  considerations  of  the 
needs  of  a  teacher  just  beginning  the  independent 
conduct  of  a  school,  guide  the  course  throughout. 

History  of  Education 

To  understand  the  educational  problems  of  the 
present  a  knowledge  of  the  educational  theories  and 
practices  of  the  past  is  necessary.  Our  interpreta- 
tion of  accepted  principles  and  our  application  of 
current  theories  both  depend  upon  our  study  of 
their  genesis  and  development. 

Such  questions  as  the  relation  of  theory  to  practice, 
the  development  of  the  curriculum  and  the  social 
significance  of  the  school  are  bound  up  with  the 
growth  of  the  school  as  a  fundamental  agency  of 
civilization.  As  the  present  represents  the  fruitage 
of  prolonged  labors  and  experiments,  the  scholarly 
study  of  prevailing  theories  and  tendencies  leads  in- 
evitably to  the  examination  of  past  movements. 

Two  aims  are  kept  steadily  in  view  in  this  brief 
historical  course.  First,  to  present  the  main  types 
of  education  as  revealed  in  the  practice  of  different 
nations  in  different  periods.  Second,  to  present  the 
work  of  leading  theorists  and  reformers  to  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  educational  progress. 
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These  aims  presuppose  a  knowledge  of  general 
history,  and  involve  a  study  of  the  social  conditions 
which  determined  pedagogical  procedure.  The  evo- 
lution of  education  is  shown  as  a  part  of  the  great 
evolution  of  society,  which  has  culminated  in  the 
democratic  ideals  which  are  dominant  in  nearly  all 
fields  of  knowledge  and  activity  today. 

DEPARTMENT    OF   ENGLISH. 

All  the  work  of  the  English  Department,  academic 
as  well  as  professional,  is  done  with  reference  to  the 
preparation  of  students  for  the  work  of  teaching. 
The  aims  are:  to  secure  fluency,  correctness  and 
taste  in  the  use  of  both  spoken  and  written  lan- 
guage ;  to  cultivate  the  power  to  interpret  literature, 
especially  such  as  is  taught  in  the  elementary 
grades  of  the  public  schools ;  to  give  pupils  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  elementary  facts  of  the  pedagogy  of 
language  work,  composition  and  grammar,  and  to 
develop  the  pedagogical  attitude  of  mind  in  these 
branches ;  and,  finall}',  to  secure  to  the  student 
those  cultural  values  that  come  from  the  study  of 
composition  and  literature. 

The  different  lines  of  English  work  are  very  close- 
ly related ;  and  growth  of  the  pupil  in  the  ability  to 
use  the  language  effectively  is  followed  up  in  all 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  work  of  the  English 
Department  includes  the  study  of  selected  classics, 
together  with  the  history  of  English  literature,  in- 
cluding American;  theme  writing,  a  special  study 
of  Englis'h  prose  fiction,  and  a  review  of  English 
grammar  in  connection  with  work  in  methods.  The 
students  are  encouraged,  and  to  some  extent  re- 
quired, to  do  reading  outside  the  regular  class  work. 

In  the  High  School  Department  the  first  year's 
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work  in  English  includes  the  reading  of  several  of 
the  easier  classics,  weekly  composition  work  either 
oral  or  written,  and  grammar  in  so  far  as  it  deals 
with  the  elements  of  sentence  structure.  In  the 
second  year  reading  and  composition  work  are  con- 
tinued, but  rhetoric  takes  the  place  of  grammar. 
Supplementary  reading  is  required  of  all  pupils  in 
the  second  year  of  the  high  school  course. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY. 
American   History. 

The  subject  is  liberally  treated,  the  object  being 
to  give  prospective  teachers  a  broad  and,  at  the 
same  time,  definite  grasp  of  the  larger  cultural 
phases  of  the  rich  and  varied  history  of  our  coun- 
try. 

Biography,  sources  of  information,  the  reading 
and  review  in  class  of  the  best  that  has  been  writ- 
ten on  American  history  are  emphasized. 


Maryland  History. 

Stress  is  laid  upon  the  History  of  the  State  of 
Maryland.  The  prominent  part  which  the  State 
has  taken  in  the  development  of  the  history  of  the 
country  at  large  is  best  treated  in  its  logical  con- 
nection with  the  course  in  American  history.  In 
the  same  connection  Maryland  biography  is  em- 
phasized, many  sons  of  Maryland  having  been 
makers  of  national  as  well  as  State  history.  The 
facts  of  Maryland  History  are,  at  the  end  of  the 
course  in  American  History,  gathered  together  in 
a  separate  review. 
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Civil  Government. 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  not  alone  the  theory 
of  government,  but  more  especially  to  study  as  far 
as  possible  the  actual  operations  of  that  government, 
not  only  to  learn  the  lessons  and  to  realize  the  responsi- 
bilities of  individual  citizenship,  but  to  devise  plans 
for  the  most  effective  method  of  instilling  such  demo- 
cratic ideas  into  the  schools  throughout  the  country. 

With  these  ends  in  view  the  course  comprises : 

1st.  A  systematic  study  of  the  history  and  princi- 
ples of  our  government  using  as  a  text  Forman's  Ad- 
vanced Civics  and  making  use  from  time  to  time  of 
collateral  readings  and  individual  reports. 

2nd.  Emphasis  is  put  upon  the  current  operations 
of  government,  the  use  of  newspapers  and  periodi- 
cals, and  class  discussions  of  topics  relating  to  gov- 
ernment are  constantly  employed. 

3rd.  The  theory  of  government  is  correlated  with 
carefully  planned  observation  of  the  actual  activities 
of  government.  Excursions  are  arranged  and  super- 
vised by  the  head  of  the  department  and  all  students 
have  thus  an  opportunity  to  see  at  first  hand  how  the 
city  of  Baltimore  and  Baltimore  County  administer 
justice  and  supply  the  many  needs  of  citizens.  Visits 
are  made  to  the  Court  House  of  Towson,  of  Balti- 
more, to  the  City  Hall,  to  Loch  Raven,  Montebello, 
to  Back  River  and  to  Bay  View.  The  students  take 
ample  notes  and  the  trips  are  made  the  subject  of 
class  work. 

4th.  Some  opportunity  is  given  during  the  course 
for  devising  and  discussing  plans  for  the  introduction 
of  Civics  into  the  school  not  only  as  a  recognized 
school  subject  but  as  a  practical  motive  force. 
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Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  Maryland. 

The  Course  in  Civil  Government  leads  up  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Constitution  of  our  country  and  of 
our  State. 

Not  only  the  texts  are  studied,  but  the  thought  and 
history  underlying  constitutional  life  and  growth  re- 
ceive careful  and  continuous  attention. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SCIENCE. 

Nature  Study. 

This  course  contemplates  the  attainment  of  the 
following  ends : 

The  outlining  of  courses  of  Nature  Study  adapted 
to  needs  of  children  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  preparation  of  lesson  plans  for  science  work 
in  elementary  schools,  adapting  the  knowledge 
gained  from  the  previous  science  courses  to  this 
special  work. 

Teaching  exercises  to  be  conducted  in  class  and 
also  in  the  Practice  School. 

Geography. 

Home  geography  is  taught  by  a  series  of  ele- 
mentary lessons  given  by  the  students  under  the 
direction  of  the  teacher  by  means  of  nature,  pic- 
tures, and  sand  table. 

North  America  is  studied  as  a  typical  continent. 
Then  follows  a  study  of  the  United  States  and 
Maryland.  Finally  Europe  and  Asia  are  briefly 
studied,  mainly  by  comparison  with  North  Amer- 
ica. 

Students  make  drainage  and  outline  maps  of  the 
continents,  showing  the  natural  features  which  in- 
fluence the  distribution  of  climate,  plants  and  ani- 
mals. 
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Physiology  and  Biology. 

This  course  has  two  main  aims:  first,  a  thor- 
ough review  of  human  physiology  and  hygiene 
with  such  comparative  study  of  other  forms  of  life 
than  human,  as  may  be  needful;  and  second,  such 
special  emphasis  on  the  sensory-motor  apparatus  in 
both  the  lower  animals  and  man  as  will  prepare  the 
way  for  intelligent  work  in  psychology. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

Arithmetic. 

This  is  a  thorough  review  course  for  Seniors. 
Emphasis  is  of  course  laid  upon  methods  of  teach- 
ing the  subject  in  the  grades.  Both  observation 
and  practice  in  the  Practice  School  accompany  the 
work.  All  of  the  accepted  methods  are  discussed 
in  connection  both  with  the  actual  work  in  arith- 
metic and  the  practice  work.  These  methods  are 
analyzed  and  criticised  so  that  weak  spots  may  be 
eliminated  and  strong  points  thoroughly  familiar- 
ized. 

Note.  For  the  usual  courses  in  Mathematics  see  Aca- 
demic Course, 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MANUAL  ARTS,  VOICE, 

ETC. 

Note: — The  following  courses  are  not  taught  exclusively 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  but  extend  also  into  the 
Academic  Course. 

Art. 

It  is  desired  to  bring  the  work  of  Art  and  Man- 
ual Training  in  close  harmony  with  each  other,  it 
being  impossible  in  all  true  art  teaching  to  divorce 
these  subjects,  hence,  no  tracing  of  designs  is  per- 
mitted, but  the  application  of  the  students'  own 
work  is  required  in  the  classroom. 
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The  course  is  graded  as  follows: 

First  Year:  Object  drawing  of  groups  in  out- 
line, and  shaded;  crayon  work  in  flowers  and  land- 
scape ;  designs  for  plaids,  wall  papers,  etc. ;  first 
lessons  in  water  color. 

Second  Year:  Water  color — flowers — landscapes; 
designing;  pen  and  ink  landscapes,  perspective; 
out-doors  sketching. 

Junior  Year:  Work  in  Angular  and  Parallel  Per- 
spective ;  water  color — flowers  and  still  life ;  work 
from  life  in  pencil  and  water  color;  methods  for 
primary  grades. 

Senior  Year:  Methods  in  drawing  and  color  for 
the  work  in  the  first  eight  grades ;  paper  cutting 
for  illustration  of  stories  for  primary  and  grade 
work;  clay  and  starch  modeling  illustrating  stories 
of  different  nations  —  geographically,  historically, 
etc. — applicable  to  work  in  the  grades. 

Manual  Training. 

The  purpose  of  Manual  Training  is,  as  in  Art, 
to  increase  skill  in  manipulation,  to  stimulate  origi- 
nality in  shape  and  color,  to  develop  interest  in  in- 
dustrial pursuits,  and  to  prepare  our  students  to 
teach  Manual  Training  in  the  work  of  the  first  eight 
grades.  Provision  is  made  to  build  upon  whatever 
previous  training  the  students  may  have  had  in  the 
subject,  so  that  they  may  advance  along  the  line 
of  craft  work  already  accomplished. 

The  Art  element  in  Manual  Training  should  be 
the  one  to  make  it  live,  hence  the  real  necessity 
of  drawing,  color  and  design  work  in  connection 
with  craft  work.  While  the  process  side  of  the 
work  is  not  neglected,  the  product  is  also  consid- 
ered, and  the  student  should  strive  for  an  artistic 
result. 
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The  course  includes: 

First  Year :  Raffia  hats  and  mats,  and  reed  mats ; 
small  reed  baskets — using  No.  1  and  No.  2  reed; 
medium  sized  baskets — using  No.  2  and  No.  4  reed ; 
large  scrap  baskets — using  No.  4  and  No.  6  reed. 

Stenciled  mats  and  school  bags,  making  use  of 
unit  and  straight  line  designs. 

Second  Year:  Large  reed  baskets,  canoes,  and 
different  forms,  sewed  raffia  baskets.  Navajo  and 
Lazy  Squaw  stitch. 

Junior  Year :  A  thorough  course  in  Historic  and 
Applied  Design;  cutting  stencils;  application  of 
stencil  designs  on  dress  fabrics;  clay  bowls,  vases, 
ornamented  by  incised  patterns  and  colored. 

Review  of  paper  folding  and  construction  work 
for  grades.  Mat  weaving  as  a  preliminary  to  reed 
work  in  schools. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS. 

First  Year:  Sewing — two  periods  per  week — first 
and  second  semester.  Study  of  fibers,  spinning  and 
weaving.  Simple  sewing  and  mending.  Each  girl 
makes  a  dress  for  herself. 

Second  Year:  Sewing — two  periods  per  week — first 
and  second  semesters.  Study  of  history  of  textiles, 
adulteration  of  fibers,  color  and  design  in  clothing. 
Each  girl  makes  out  a  clothing  budget  covering  three 
years. 

Drafting  of  patterns — Each  girl  drafts  a  shirt- 
waist pattern  and  from  it  makes  a  corset-cover. 
Simple  garment  making  from  commercial  patterns. 

Third  Year :  Home  Study — two  periods  per  week — 
first  semester.  Study  of  the  difference  between  house 
and  home;  history  of  the  family,  evolution  of  the 
house.     Study    of    house    plans    with    regard    to 
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economy  of  space,  convenience  and  beauty.  The 
class  visits  houses  in  the  process'  of  construction. 
The  girls  each  make  a  house  plan  for  a  house  to  cost 
approximately  $5000. 

The  course  includes  a  brief  study  of  efficiency  in 
household  management. 

Cooking — two  consecutive  periods — second  semes- 
ter. Study  of  food  principles,  dietetics  and  economics. 
The  theory  study  was  given  in  connection  with  labora- 
tory work. 

Fourth  Year :  Home  Study — one  period  per  week — 
second  semester.  History  of  the  family ;  evolution  of 
the  house,  with  a  study  of  the  difference  between  house 
and  home.  Study  of  the  principles  of  interior  deco- 
ration ;  efficiency  and  household  management. 

Vocal  Expression. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  guide  the 
student  toward  the  possession  of  a  good  speaking 
voice  by  the  aid  of  technical  exercises ;  to  train  him 
to  be  positive,  definite  and  to  interest  by  personal 
effort;  to  stimulate  his  imagination;  and  to  create 
in  him  a  passion  for  great  literature. 

We  approach  the  interpretation  of  great  literature 
as  we  approach  the  interpretation  of  music  and  paint- 
ing, seeking  to  enrich  our  ideals  of  life  through  the 
sympathetic  appreciation  of  these  arts. 

Vocal  Music. 

The  importance  of  vocal  music  in  elementary 
schools  is  fully  realized.  It  is  recognized  that  the 
teacher  who  cannot  read  and  interpret  simple 
music  for  herself  and  teach  it  to  her  pupils  is  at  a 
serious  disadvantage.    The  elements  of  vocal  music 
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are  thoroughly  taught,  notation,  time,  phrasing  and 
interpretation  receiving  special  attention.  Sight 
singing  comes  later  in  the  course,  while  the  meth- 
ods of  teaching  music  receive  attention  in  the  Senior 
year. 

Physical  Culture. 

"Health  is  the  condition  of  wisdom,  and  the  sign 
is  cheerfulness." 

The  primary  aim  of  this  course  is  the  health  of 
the  student.  It  consists  of  free  bodily  movements, 
games  and  simple  folk  dances.  No  heavy  apparatus 
work  is  required.  Breathing,  walking  and  poise  are 
especially  emphasized.  The  first  two  years  are  de- 
voted to  the  technique  of  the  exercises,  and  the  last 
two  years  to  the  theory  of  the  system  and  practice 
in  teaching.  Basket  ball  and  tennis  are  social  fea- 
tures of  this  department. 
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THE  ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Academic  Course  covers  two  years  and  to  enter  the  first 
year  of  that  course  a  student  must  have  completed  the  Second  Year 
of  the  High  Schools  in  Maryland,  according  to  the  schedule 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  or  pass  examinations 
equivalent  to  it.

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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Academic  Classes. 

HISTORY. 

Greece  and  Rome. 

Effect  of  geography  and  racial  characteristics  on 
the  development  of  Sparta  and  Athens;  Greek  life, 
literature  and  art;  spread  of  Hellenism  after  Alex- 
ander. Evolution  of  Roman  social  and  political  in- 
stitutions ;  relation  of  the  empire  to  extension  of 
Roman  law  and  the  Christian  religion ;  Roman  life 
and  ideals. 

Middle  Ages. 

The  thread  of  the  story  is  taken  up  where  it 
was  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  course. 
The  life,  culture,  religion,  and  thought  of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages  are  studied  in  a  liberal  way.  The  char- 
acteristics and  institutions  of  the  Teutonic  race 
which  overwhelmed  Rome  will  of  course  be  the 
central  theme.  The  beginnings  of  the  modern  na- 
tions are  traced,  and  the  foundations  of  modern 
civilization  clearly  discerned. 

Modem  Europe. 

The  effort  is  made  to  give  students  a  broad  com- 
prehension of  great  movements  and  principles,  such 
as  the  Reformation,  struggle  against  the  Divine 
Right  of  Kings,  Balance  of  Power,  political  revolu- 
tions and  reconstruction  of  European  States.  Spe- 
cial emphasis  is  laid  on  those  periods  which  most 
influenced  American  History. 
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MATHEMATICS. 

Algebra. 

In  no  other  branches  in  the  course  is  the  Nor- 
mal School  more  vitally  interested  than  in  the 
thoroughness  with  which  the  work  of  the  average 
graded  school  of  the  State  is  done.  The  course 
prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  ninth 
and  tenth  grades  requires  these  grades  to  complete 
the  elementary  Algebra.  The  course  is'  planned  to 
meet  this  condition.  The  further  the  student  has 
gone  in  Algebra  before  entering  the  school  the  more 
rapid  will  be  his  progress  afterward. 

Geometry. 

In  geometry  the  aim  is : 

(1)  To  develop  right  habits  of  investigation. 

(2)  To  insist  upon  accuracy  of  statement. 

(3)  To  have  the  student  acquire  the  power  to 
grasp  and  prove  any  simple  geometrical  problem. 

(4)  To  apply  the  recently  acquired  knowledge 
of  processes  of  grasping  geometrical  concepts  in 
the  teaching  of  the  same  propositions  to  others. 

SCIENCE. 
Botany. 

Plants  are  studied  as  living,  breathing,  working 
beings,  with  structures  adapted  to  their  functions 
and  surroundings. 

Elementary  plant  physiology  is  given  a  promi- 
nent place  and  experiments  are  performed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  class  to  show  how  plants  live  and  grow. 
Incidentally  the  life  story  from  seed  to  seed  again 
is  traced. 

Special  care  is  taken  to  relate  the  work  as  closely 
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as  possible  to  the  home,  to  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture. 

As  the  season  allows,  out-door  excursions  are 
taken  to  study  plants  alive  and  in  their  homes,  and 
to  collect  specimens  for  analysis  and  the  begin- 
niners  of  an  herbarium. 

Physical  Geography. 

In  this  course  each  pupil  is  led  to  feel  (1)  that 
the  earth  is  a  whole — a  unit  having  qualities  or 
powers  as  a  whole  differing  from  the  qualities  of 
its  parts. 

(2)  That  each  part — land,  water,  atmosphere, 
and  life — has  its  own  qualities,  differing  from  the 
qualities  and  powers  of  all  other  parts. 

(3)  That  the  several  parts  and  the  whole  are  all 
working  together  to  make  the  earth  a  home  for 
man,  and  the  means  of  his  progress  to  better, 
higher,  and  nobler  life. 

Physics. 

The  subjects  of  study  are  mechanics  of  solids, 
liquids  and  gases,  sound,  heat,  magnetism,  elec- 
tricity, and  light,  with  applications  to  every  day 
life.  Associated  with  these  are  lectures,  demon- 
strations, recitations,  laboratory,  and  excursions. 

The  class  demonstrations  are  made  with  inex- 
pensive apparatus  consisting  of  simple  units  which 
can  for  the  most  part  be  easily  gotten  by  a  zealous 
teacher.  Many  of  these  are  the  same  as  used  in 
nature  study  in  the  grades  of  the  Practice  School, 
where  later  the  pupil  teacher  has  practical  expe- 
rience with  a  class.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  performing  a  carefully  selected  list  of  rep- 
resentative   experiments    aiming    for    training    in 
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manipulation,    observation,    interpretation    of     re- 
sults, and  orderly  keeping  of  notes. 

Excursions  are  planned  to  a  few  industrial  plants 
illustrating  the  application  of  physical  principles. 
Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  application  of 
physics  to  every  day  life  and  those  principles  which 
aid  in  other  sciences  and  in  nature  study. 

Chemistry. 

There  are  considered  in  this  course  the  more 
important  elements  and  their  most  common  com- 
pounds; special  attention  to  the  chemistry  of  every 
day  life ;  acids,  bases,  and  salts ;  oxidation  and  re- 
duction; fundamental  theories  and  concepts  of  the 
science.  The  course  is  given  through  lectures,  dem- 
onstrations, recitations,  excursions. 

The  series  of  representative  experiments  given 
trains  the  students  in  laboratory  manipulation,  ac- 
curacy of  observation,  interpretation  of  observed 
phenomena,  and  keeping  the  note  book. 

A  syllabus  consisting  of  some  seventy-five  para- 
graphs embodying  the  fundamental  ideas  and 
concepts  of  the  science  is  furnished  the  pupils.  Con- 
stant drill  rm  certain  tables  contained  in  the  above 
makes  formulae  and  equations  comprehensible  and 
usable  to  students.  A  simple  method  of  notes,  ref- 
erences, quizzes,  and  summarizing  essays  automat- 
ically synchronizes  the  text  and  the  laboratory 
work. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  relation  of  chem- 
istry to  such  subjects  as  physiology,  physical  geog- 
raphy, nature  study,  and  elementary  agriculture. 

Excursions  are  arranged  to  Sparrows  Point,  a 
lime-kiln,  and  other  places  illustrating  industrial 
applications  of  chemistry. 
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LATIN. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  study  First  Year  Latin  is 
completed  and  Caesar  is  begun. 

Translation  is  of  course  the  great  aim ;  this  in- 
volves, however,  continual  drill  in  forms  and  con- 
structions. Special  attention  is  given  to  those 
Latin  words  entering  into  English  words  either  as 
roots,  prefixes,  or  suffixes,  thus  offering  a  good 
review   of   etymology. 

During  the  second  half  year,  four  books  of 
Cesar's  Gallic  War  are  read ;  Latin  Prose  composi- 
tion based  on  Csesar.  Study  of  Roman  military  af- 
fairs and  of  Caesar's  character  and  literary  style. 
Sight  translation. 

During  the  second  year,  Cicero's  Orations  against 
Catiline  are  read  in  the  first  half,  and  Virgil  in 
the  second  half.     Sight  translation. 

MANUAL  ARTS,  VOICE,  ETC.

Change  in  Administration. 

After  a  service  of  fifty-two  years  as  student,  teacher, 
vice-principal  and  principal  in  the  Maryland  State 
Normal  School,  the  present  principal  retires  to  a  posi- 
tion in  the  Normal  School  where  the  duties  will  be 
less  arduous  and  will  require  less  time. 

The  Principal  bespeaks  for  her  successor,  Dr.  West, 
the  same  co-operation,  the  same  loyalty  of  the  Alumni, 
as  have  been  shown  her.  From  a  knowledge  of  Dr. 
West  since  his  boyhood  the  Principal  feels  that  under 
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his  management  the  school  will  continue  to  move  for- 
ward with  even  greater  strides  than  heretofore.

The  Practice  School  has  its  special  corps  of  teach- 
ers in  the  Grammar,  Intermediate  and  Primary  De- 
partments, as  well  as  teachers  in  Drawing,  in  Music 
and  in  Physical  Training. 

Students  in  the  Senior  or  graduating  class  of  the 
State  Normal  School  are  sent  into  the  Practice 
School  to  assist  the  regular  teachers.  These  students 
are  neither  immature  nor  inexperienced.  They  have 
had  at  least  one  year's  instruction  in  the  art  and 
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science  of  teaching,  and  in  the  government  of  the 
Practice  School ;  they  have  observed  and  had 
critiques  on  lessons  given  by  capable  teachers. 
Every  lesson  given  by  a  Senior  is  carefully  planned 
by  that  Senior  under  the  direction  of  those  teachers 
who  know  the  needs  and  attainments'  of  the  special 
pupils  to  be  taught. 

The  teaching  done  by  the  Seniors  is  carefully  and 
closely  supervised,  and  the  special  fitness  of  the 
Senior  is  measured  by  her  manner  of  teaching,  her 
adaptation  of  the  subject  to  the  grade,  her  success 
in  obtaining  results. 

Under  these  conditions',  is  it  not  to  be  supposed 
that  the  teaching  done  by  the  Senior  is  more  psycho- 
logical, more  effective  in  its  results  than  that  done 
by  the  untrained  young  woman  entering  the  profes- 
sion, even  though  she  be  a  college  graduate  ? 

The  pupil  is  considered  first  of  all,  and  we  hold  in 
view  always  the  happiness,  the  comfort,  the  mental 
and  moral  as  well  as  the  physical  growth  of  the 
child. 

The  new  location  may  be  reached  by  trolley  from 
Baltimore,  or  by  the  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

Regulations. 

In  order  to  be  admitted  to  the  classes  above  the 
lowest,  satisfactory  proof  must  be  furnished,  either 
by  examination  or  by  certificate,  that  all  work  of  the 
previous  grade  has  been  thoroughly  done. 

The  hours  for  the  school  will  be  9.00  to  3.00.  The 
younger  pupils  will  be  dismissed  earlier. 

Students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  the 
work  of  the  neces'sary  grades  are  awarded  certifi- 
cates admitting  them  to  secondary  schools.

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  the  oldest  and  the  leadmg 
institution  in  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  training  of  elemen- 
tary school  teachers,  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1865  and 
opened  on  January  15,  1866.  It  was  for  a  long  time  Maryland's 
only  institution  exclusively  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools.  The  old  Normal  School  Building, 
which  housed  the  school  on  Lafayette  Square  in  Baltimore  from 
1876  until  1915,  is  gratefully  remembered  by  hundreds  of  Mary- 
land teachers;  and  it  still  stands  as  one  of  the  most  interesting 
landmarks  in  the  history  of  public  education  in  Maryland. 

NEW  LOCATION  AT  TOWSON 

In  the  autumn  of  1915  the  school  was  moved  into  splendid  new 
quarters  just  south  of  Towson,  in  Baltimore  County,  where,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Build- 
ing Commission,  the  State  made  an  educational  investment  of 
more  than  $840,000.  This  location  is  ideal.  The  grounds,  over 
80  acres  in  extent,  comprise  beautiful  lawns,  athletic  fields,  parked 
walks,  woodland,  school  gardens,  and  truck  patches  contributing 
to  the  support  of  the  Dormitory.  There  is'  abundant  opportunity 
for  healthful  outdoor  recreation,  for  connecting  up  school  in- 
struction with  field  study  of  the  real  things  in  nature,  and  for 
gaining  practical  knowledge  and  experience  from  the  various 
inside  and  outside  activities  of  the  institution. 

Though  entirely  removed  from  Baltimore,  the  school  is  near 
enough  to  Maryland's  great  city  to  permit  of  trolley  parties  to 
Baltimore  for  visits  to  the  art  galleries,  for  attendance  upon  con- 
certs and  lectures',  and  for  other  cultural  purposes.  From  time 
to  time  also,  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  students  can  conveniently 
meet  their  parents  for  a  day  together  in  Baltimore.  Moreover, 
the  mail,  express,  and  other  conveniences  of  Towson  are  im- 
mediately at  hand;  and  the  schools  of  Towson,  Govans,  and 
other  nearby  places  afford  the  students  opportunities  to  visit 
typical  town  and  country  schools'  and  to  secure  each  year  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  paid  substituting. 
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BUILDINGS 

The  three  main  buildings  are  the  Administration  Building, 
Newell  Hall,  and  the  Power  House. 

The  Administration  Building  contains  the  executive  offices,  re- 
ception rooms,  Alumni  parlors,  the  auditorium,  lecture  rooms, 
classrooms,  laboratories,  the  library,  and  the  domestic  science 
department,  including  the  cafeteria  and  dining  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  day  students.  In  this  building  also  is  located  the 
Elementary  School  that  serves  as'  the  Normal  model  school  for 
observation  and  practice  work,  being  a  regular  seven-grade  Balti- 
more County  school  for  children  living  between  Towson  and 
Govans. 

The  Power  House  is  the  center  of  the  lighting,  heating,  water, 
gas,  electric,  and  refrigerating  service,  supplied  by  a  tunnel  sys- 
tem to  all  parts'  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  This  building  also 
contains  the  Laundry  and  Gymnasium.  The  electric  lighting  of 
the  Gymnasium  makes  it  possible  to  have  evening  athletic  prac- 
tice and  games  at  suitable  times ;  and  interclass  match  games  are 
played  occasionally  on  Friday  evenings.  The  Gymnasium  can  be 
used  also  for  social  gatherings'. 

DORMITORY 

Newell  Hall,  the  dormitory  building,  is  constructed  on  a  plan 
affording  room  and  bath  facilities  quite  superior  to  those  ordi- 
narily found  in  even  the  best  of  the  private  boarding  schools  and 
colleges.  The  unit  of  the  plan,  fully  carried  out  on  the  first  two 
floors,  is  a  pair  of  rooms  with  commodious  bath  between  them, 
each  room  accommodating  two  students'.  There  are,  however, 
a  few  rooms,  with  bath,  for  three  students;  and  the  third  floor 
has  the  common  dormitory  arrangement  of  group  baths  at  the 
two  ends  of  the  corridor. 

One  or  more  rooms  at  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  building 
are  set  aside  each  year  for  infirmary  purposes,  and  in  these  any 
student  taken  sick  can  be  kept  isolated,  if  necessary,  from  all 
other  students.  The  school  physician  is  close  at  hand  in  Tow- 
son;  and  he  is  promptly  called  in  cases  requiring  a  physician's 
services,  except  when  parents  designate  a  physician  of  their  own. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  BOARDING  STUDENTS 

The  regular  hours  of  the  school  day  are  from  8.55  a.  m.  to  3 
p.  m. ;  and  day  students,  upon  completing  each  day  any  assign- 
ment they  may  have  after  3  o'clock,  are  free  to  leave  for  their 
homes,  and  the  school  is  held  for  no  further  responsibility  to- 
ward them.  Over  the  boarding  students,  however,  the  teachers 
and  the  officers  of  Newell  Hall  exercise  the  customary  boarding- 
school  supervision,  so  that  parents  may  feel  assured  their  daugh- 
ters and  sons  are  in  the  hands  of  careful  and  responsible  school 
officials,  experienced  in  dormitory  management. 

To  this  end  the  hours  of  the  day  outside  of  school  hours  are 
systematically  arranged  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  study  or 
other  appropriate  duties,  efforts  being  made  to  have  every  stu- 
dent interested  to  a  proper  extent  in  recreation  and  social  ac- 
tivities as'  the  needful  supplement  to  study  and  recitation.  Social 
functions,  such  as  class  entertainments,  teas,  receptions,  and 
dances,  are  permitted  from  time  to  time,  under  faculty  chaperon- 
age,  as  a  valuable  means  of  promoting  the  education  of  the 
students  in  the  social  graces,  an  important  element  in  the  future 
teacher's  equipment. 

Because  these  social  recreative  activities  among  the  students 
themselves,  added  to  the  serious  program  of  studies  assigned  each 
class,  are  considered  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole  time  of  every 
one  in  Newell  Hall,  visits  of  outside  persons'  are  not  encouraged, 
though  not  entirely  forbidden.  Visitors  are,  however,  received 
only  on  Friday  evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons ;  and  students 
must  register  their  visitors,  so  that  whenever  it  seems'  desirable 
parents'  may  be  informed  of  the  persons  their  daughters  are 
receiving. 

Attention  to  the  religious  interests  of  the  students  is  given  in 
the  form  of  daily  chapel  exercises  in  the  school  and  Sunday  ves- 
per services  in  the  dormitory  at  least  once  each  month.  Cordial 
co-operation  is  sought  between  the  school  and  the  ministers  of 
the  various  churches  in  Towson  and  Govans,  so  as  to  encourage 
the  boarding  students  to  attend  regularly  the  church  and  Sunday 
school  services  of  their  family  connection.  A  weekly  Bible  class 
also  is',  conducted  in  the  dormitory  under  the  leadership  of  one 
of  the  Towson  ministers  or  one  of  the  members  of  the  faculty. 
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ADMISSION   AND    CLASSIFICATION 

Three  classes  are  now  in  operation:  the  Academic  Class,  the 
Junior  Class',  and  the  Senior  Class. 

At  the  opening-  of  school  in  September,  1918,  there  was  intro- 
duced a  thorogoing  reorganization  of  the  school,  including  a 
radical  revision  of  the  two-year  professional  curriculum,  the 
Standard  Normal  Course.  In  connection  with  this  reorganiza- 
tion the  Academic  Department,  for  students  below  high  school 
graduation,  was  reduced  in  scope  by  the  dropping  of  the  "first 
year"  class,  the  lower  of  the  two  sub-professional  years  formerly 
offered.  This  leaves  only  one  Academic  Class,  the  former  "sec- 
ond year"  class,  which  is  to  correspond  in  grade  to  the  fourth 
year  of  the  average  county  high  school. 

The  Academic  Class.  (1)  High  school  pupils,  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  Academic  Class,  therefore  must  be  at  least  15 
years  old,  and  they  will  be  expected  hereafter  to  present  credentials 
from  their  county  superintendents'  or  high  school  principals,  cer- 
tifying that  they  are  ready  for  the  work  of  the  eleventh  grade  or 
fourth  year  of  a  State  high  school.  Students  unable  to  secure 
regular  high  school  credentials',  but  possessing  scholastic  qualifi- 
cations equivalent  to  three  years''  work  in  a  county  high  school, 
will  be  permitted  to  demonstrate  such  qualifications  in  the  en- 
trance examinations.  (2)  Admission  to  the  Academic  Class  will 
also  be  open  to  teachers  in  service,  teaching  on  third  grade  cer- 
tificates who  wish  to  complete  in  Normal  School  the  equivalent 
of  a  standard  high  school  course,  and  thus  secure  the  academic 
work  required  to  raise  their  certificates  from  third  grade  to 
second  grade.  (3)  Finally,  persons  at  least  seventeen  years  of 
age  who  wish  to  spend  a  year  at  Normal  getting  academic  work 
and  the  amount  of  professional  training  required  for  the  State 
third  grade  certificate,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Academic  Class, 
and  given  a  schedule  of  studies  including  at  least  six  weeks  of 
professional  preparation  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

The  Junior  Class.  Graduation  from  an  approved  four-year 
high  school  is  required  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class.  Stu- 
dents who  are  not  regular  high  school  graduates  but  who  apply 
for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class  on  the  ground  of  possessing 
scholastic  qualifications  equivalent  to  high  school  graduation, 
will  be  permitted  to  demonstrate  such  qualifications  in  the  en- 
trance examinations.     Juniors  enrolled  for  a  full  two-year  course 
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will  be  classified,  according  to  their  choice,  for  the  Standard 
Normal  Curriculum  or  for  the  Domestic  Science  and  Art  Cur- 
riculum. Juniors  unable  to  spend  more  than  one  year  at  Nor- 
mal may  pursue  the  modified  junior  course  that  constitutes'  the 
one-year  Normal  Curriculum,  leading  to  the  State  second  grade 
teacher's  certificate.  (See  below,  the  section  on  Curricula, 
page  21.) 

The  Senior  Class.  The  class  is  made  up  of:  (1)  Students 
regularly  promoted  from  the  Junior  Class;  and  (2)  teachers  of 
experience  or  college  graduates  admitted  directly  to  Senior  rank 
upon  evidence  that  they  have  secured  elsewhere  the  equivalent 
of  the  Junior  work.  Seniors'  are  enrolled  according  to  their 
Junior  work  either  from  the  final  year  of  the  Standard  Normal 
Curriculum  or  for  the  final  year  of  the  Domestic  Science  and 
Art  Curriculum. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

Upon  receiving  the  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  two-year 
Standard  Normal  Curriculum  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School,  the  graduate  is  immediately  awarded  the  State  ele- 
mentary school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  iirst  grade.  This  cer- 
tificate is  valid  for  service  in  any  school  of  the  State  for  three 
years,  and  it  is  renewable  merely  upon  evidence  of  successful 
experience  and  professional  spirit. 

Besides'  the  standard  Normal  diploma,  awarded  at  the  end 
of  the  two-year  professional  curriculum,  other  certificates  or 
credentials,  valuable  toward  obtaining  school  positions,  can  be 
secured  upon  the  completion  of  any  one  of  the  other  courses  set 
forth  below  in  the  section  upon  the  Curricula  Offered.  (See 
pages  19  to  23.) 

COST  AND  DORMITORY  REQUIREMENTS 

To  encourage  capable  and  ambitious  young  people  to  enter 
the  profession  of  teaching  and  devote  some  years,  if  not  a  life- 
time, to  service  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  offers  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  splendid  Towson  plant  at  an  absolute  minimum 
of  cost. 

No  tuition  charge  is  imposed  in  the  case  of  students  admitted 
upon  scholarships  from  the  various  counties  of  Maryland  and  from 
Baltimore  City.  Since  any  worthy  Maryland  student,  duly  certified 
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as  prepared  to  undertake  Normal  School  work,  can  obtain  a 
Normal  scholarship  simply  by  agreeing  to  the  obligation  to  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  Maryland  for  two  years  after  graduation, 
nearly  all  the  students  in  attendance  each  year  are  scholarship 
students^  under  pledge  to  teach  and  enjoying  free  tuition. 

Students  from  outside  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  Maryland 
students  not  holding  scholarships,  are  charged  $50  a  year  for 
tuition,  payable  in  two  equal  installments  in  advance,  $25  on 
the  opening  day  in  September  and  $25  on  February  1. 

There  is  a  laboratory  fee  of  $1  a  year  required  of  all  students. 
All  students  are  also  required  upon  enrolling  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $5  to  cover  any  loss  or  damage  of  the  books  loaned  free  of 
charge  for  students'  use  during  the  whole  period  of  their  mem- 
bership in  the  school,  and  at  a  student's  graduation  or  with- 
drawal this  deposit  is  returned  if  there  are  no  book  charges 
against  the  student. 

Dormitory  students  admitted  to  rooms  in  Newell  Hall  are 
given  room,  board,  and  laundry,  and  all  the  personal  care  the 
boarding  students  receive,  at  the  rate  of  only  $5  per  week.  This 
charge  for  the  scholastic  year  of  36  weeks  amounts  to  $180  a 
year,  payable  in  two  equal  installments  in  advance,  $90  on  the 
opening  day  in  September  and  $90  on  February  1.  To  this  there 
is  added  nothing  but  a  fee  of  50  cents  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
numbered  woven  laundry  markers  that  have  to  be  attached  to 
all  articles  sent  to  the  laundry.  All  students  not  living  at  home 
while  attending  Normal  are  expected  to  board  at  the  school  in 
Newell  Hall. 

Every  dormitory  student  must  furnish  for  personal  use : 
towels,  toilet  soaps,  table  napkins,  bureau  scarfs,  laundrj'^  bag, 
and  two  tumblers. 

Individual  music  instruction,  if  desired,  is  given  by  the  music 
master  of  the  school  at  an  extra  charge  of  $50  a  year  for  two 
half-hour  lessons  per  week,  or  $30  a  year  for  one  half-hour  lesson 
per  week,  with  the  addition  of  $1  per  month  for  the  use  of  a 
piano  for  practice  one  hour  a  day. 

Day  students  living  in  Baltimore  or  in  or  near  Towson  can 
obtain  wholesome  hot  lunches  in  the  school  cafeteria  at  a  very 
low  charge. 
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The  inevitable  conclusion  as  to  Normal  School  cost  is  that,  by 
reason  of  the  State's  extremely  liberal  provisions  for  teacher 
training  for  the  public  schools,  a  student  can  secure  an  excellent 
boarding  school  experience  at  Towson  at  a  charge  scarcely,  if 
any,  greater  than  the  cost  of  living  at  home ;  and  at  the  same 
time  the  student  will  be  acquiring  a  profession  of  lasting  eco- 
nomic and  social  value,  a  sure  means  of  livelihood  for  all  the 
years  of  active  service. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Blank  applications  for  admission  will  be  furnished  upon  re- 
quest. Such  blanks'  should  be  secured,  filled  out,  and  sent  to  the 
school  well  in  advance  of  the  student's  coming ;  so  that  the  reply 
from  the  school  can  inform  the  student  as  to  the  enrollment 
granted  and  the  dormitory  reservation  recorded.  If,  after  a  stu- 
dent has  been  given  a  room  assignment  in  Newell  Hall,  cir- 
cumstances arise  to  prevent  the  student  from  attending  Normal, 
that  fact  should  be  immediately  communicated  to  the  school ;  so 
that  the  room  reservation  thus'  surrendered  may  be  available  for 
another  student.  When  there  are  more  applications  for  dormi- 
tory places  than  the  accommodations  of  Newell  Hall  can  meet, 
an  advanced  payment  may  be  required  to  keep  room  reservations  ; 
and  under  such  circumstances  no  place  will  be  held  for  a  student 
after  the  opening  day  of  Newell  Hall  unless  the  reservation  is 
covered  by  an  advanced  payment, 

GETTING  TO  TOWSON 

Students  coming  by  railroad  or  boat  from  their  homes  to  any 
one  of  the  Baltimore  stations  or  wharves'  will  take  the  nearest 
street-car  line  to  transfer  to  the  Towson  trolley  car,  running 
from  the  center  of  the  city  out  the  York  Road  directly  to  the 
school  grounds.  Towson  can  also  be  reached  by  the  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  the  station  of  this  line  in  Towson 
is  within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  school.  Satchels  and 
trunks  will  be  handled  for  students  through  the  school  office,  by 
the  use  of  the  school  truck  or  by  arrangement  with  the  express- 
man who  gets  the  baggage  business  of  the  school,  at  ?  cheaper 
rate  than  students  can  individually  secure  in  Baltimore.

The  dominant  aim  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State 
public  school  system.

NEW  CURRICULA 


In  March,  1918,  the  State  Board  of  Education  approved  a 
thorogoing  revision  of  the  Normal  Course,  to  be  introduced  in 
September,  1918.  Necessarily,  however,  because  of  the  differ- 
ences between  the  old  curriculum  and  the  new,  the  senior  class' 
of  1918-1919  will  be  given  a  transitional  course,  containing  ele- 
ments of  the  former  senior  course  within  the  general  plan  of  the 
new  curriculum. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  also  approved,  in  December, 
1918,  other  new  curricula,  and  continued  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment as  a  one-year  course.  These  new  curricula,  described  in 
the  sections  immediately  following,  will  all  be  offered  for  stu- 
dents entering  in  September,  1919. 
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THE  TWO-YEAR   NORMAL   CURRICULUM 

The  new  Two- Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  the  principal  course 
offered  in  the  school  and  the  only  course  leading  to  the  regular 
diploma  of  graduation  from  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School, 
which  secures  the  State  elementary  school  teacher's  certificate 
of  the  first  grade.  An  essential  feature  of  this  curriculum  is  the 
division  of  the  school  year  into  three  terms  (instead  of  two 
semesters)  and  the  organization  of  the  w^ork  so  that  one  third 
of  the  senior  class  after  another  (Section  1,  Section  2,  and  Sec- 
tion 3)  will  be  assigned  to  intensive  practice  teaching  for  a  term 
of  twelve  weeks.  The  succession  of  subjects  through  the  six 
terms  is  shown  in  the  following  tabulation :

The  numerals  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  time  allotment  per  week  in  terms  of  fifty- 
minute  periods. 

As  the  enrollment  of  the  school  grow^s,  and  as  conditions"  in  the 
matter  of  State  public  school  teaching  appointments  become 
modified,  so  that  students  will  want  to  specialize  more  or  less 
at  Normal  in  the  direction  of  the  teaching  assignments  they  ex- 
pect, the  two-year  basal  curriculum  can  be  differentiated  into 
several  parallel  courses'  providing  for  specialized  training  toward 
particular  phases  of  public  school  work,  such  as  teaching  in 
primary  grades  or  teaching  in  upper  grades  or  teaching  in  de- 
partmentalized schools. 

THE  ONE-YEAR  NORMAL  CURRICULUM 

An  approved  One-Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  formed  by  a 
modification  of  the  junior  course  of  the  Two-Year  Curriculum  so 
as  to  introduce  a  minimum  amount  (not  less  than  ten  periods 
by  the  State  Board  ruling)  of  practice  teaching.  Students  com- 
pleting this'  course  satisfactorily  will  be  granted  the  State  ele- 
mentary teacher's  certificate  of  the  second  grade.  Any  student 
obliged  to  begin  teaching  after  but  one  year  at  Normal  can  pur- 
sue the  One-Year  Curriculum,  and  at  any  later  date  return  to 
enter  the  senior  class  and  complete  the  Two-Year  Curriculum 
leading  to  the  State  first  grade  certificate. 
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THE  TWO-YEAR  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  CURRICULUM 

The  excellent  equipment  of  the  Home  Economics  Department, 
with  the  adjunct  of  a  practical  school  cafeteria  for  day  students 
and  the  further  advantage  of  opportunities  for  studying  the  dor- 
mitory management,  makes  possible  the  new  Two- Year  Domestic 
Science  Curriculum.  The  organization  of  this  course  is  shown  in 
the  following  tabulation :

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This  curriculum  fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  State  school 
law  on  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  domestic  science  and  art; 
and  students  who  complete  this  course  satisfactorily  will  be 
granted  a  special  certificate  for  the  teaching  of  domestic  science 
and  art  in  the  public  schools. 

THE   ACADEMIC    CURRICULUM 

The  new  Academic  Curriculum  consists  of  a  one-year  course 
corresponding  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year  of  the  county  high 
schools.  The  subjects  pursued  are  those  specified  in  the  State 
Board  by-law  on  academic  work  required  for  the  examination  to 
demonstrate  completion  of  a  high-school  course.  The  arrange- 
ment of  studies  and  the  time  allotments  in  periods  per  week  are 
as  follows :

Students  from  districts  without  a  four-year  high  school,  but 
with  credit  for  three  years  of  high  school  work,  can  complete  the 
equivalent  of  a  standard  high  school  course  at  Normal  by  pursu- 
ing the  Academic  Curriculum, 

The  completion  of  this  course  by  an  elementary  teacher  holding 
a  third  grade  certificate  would  mean  the  completion  of  the  prep- 
aration officially  specified  for  the  raising  of  the  third  grade  cer- 
tificate to  second  grade. 

By  a  modification  of  the  Academic  Curriculum  to  introduce, 
in  place  of  certain  academic  work,  the  equivalent  of  at  least  six 
weeks'  of  professional  training,  a  course  would  be  formed  fulfill- 
ing the  requirements  for  the  State  elementary  school  teacher's 
certificate  of  the  third  grade. 
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THE   SUMMER  SESSION 

Summer  sessions  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  were 
introduced  in  the  summer  of  1918,  the  first  summer  session  being 
held  in  the  six  weeks  from  June  24  to  August  2. 

The  Summer  Session  is  planned  to  offer  each  year  a  six  weeks' 
summer  course  especially  designed  for  the  professional  improve- 
ment of  teachers  in  service,  but  adapted  also  for  the  acquirement 
of  the  minimum  Normal  equipment  required  by  law  for  a  teach- 
er's certificate  in  Maryland.  Teachers'  holding  any  grade  of  cer- 
tificate can  attend  the  summer  session  for  the  purpose  of  having 
their  certificates  renewed ;  teachers  holding  second  or  third  grade 
certificates  can  fulfill  in  summer  sessions  the  requirements  for 
raising  the  grade  of  their  certificates ;  and  teachers  holding  first 
grade  certificates  can  attend  the  summer  session  for  general  im- 
provement and  professional  stimulus  without  reference  to  their 
certificates.  Attendants  upon  the  summer  session  can  readily 
plan  courses'  for  a  succession  of  summers  to  accumulate  credits 
toward  the  completion  of  a  standard  normal  curriculum. 

A  special  announcement  of  the  Maryland  State  Summer 
Schools  is'  issued  each  spring  by  the  State  Superintendent,  and 
may  be  obtained  upon  request  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education  or  from  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School.

THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Elementary  School  attached  to  the  Maryland  State  Nor- 
mal School  is'  conducted  as  a  regular  public  school  for  the  chil- 
dren living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Normal.  The  school  is  at  pres- 
ent organized  as  a  four-room  school  of  seven  grades,  paralleling 
the  seven  grades  of  the  Baltimore  County  elementary  school 
system.  The  four  teachers  in  charge  are  experts  in  the  ele- 
mentary field,  and  were  selected  for  their  adaptability  to  the  spe- 
cial conditions  of  a  Normal  School  elementary  department. 

The  classrooms'  are  used  by  Normal  students  for  systematic 
observation  and  carefully  planned  practice  teaching;  but  the 
regular  teachers  are  constantly  present  to  supervise  and  support 
the  seniors  while  at  practice,  and  at  least  two  fifths'  of  each  day's 
teaching  is  done  entirely  by  the  regular  teachers.  In  this  way 
the  welfare  of  the  children  and  their  progress  in  their  studies  are 
properly  safeguarded.  Reports  concerning  the  high  school  work 
of  pupils  promoted  from  the  Normal  elementary  school  to  the 
Towson  High  School  or  to  the  secondary  schools  of  Baltimore 
indicate  that  these  pupils  are  able  to  make  creditable  records  in 
their  high  school  studies  and  to  measure  up  quite  satisfactorily 
beside  pupils  promoted  from  other  county  or  city  elementary 
schools. 

REGULATIONS 

Pupils  are  admitted,  as  a  rule,  only  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  September,  and  usually  all  the  seats  available  in  each  grade  are 
taken  on  the  first  day  of  school. 

Pupils  are  not  admitted  to  any  grade  above  the  first  grade  ex- 
cept upon  evidence  from  their  preceding  schools  that  they  have 
completed  thoroughly  all  the  work  of  the  previous  grade. 
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Any  pupils  found  unsatisfactory,  whether  from  inability,  indif- 
ference, or  unruliness,  may  be  denied  the  privilege  of  attending 
this  school  and  given  transfers  to  a  school  of  Towson,  Govans', 
or  Baltimore. 

The  school  day  is  as  follows:  forenoon  session  from  9  a.  m. 
to  12  m. ;  luncheon  hour  from  noon  to  1p.m.;  afternoon  session 
from  1  p.  m.  to  3  p.  m.  Hot  lunches  are  served  in  the  school 
cafeteria  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

The  opening  day  in  September  and  the  holiday  days  through 
the  year  coincide  with  the  corresponding  days  of  the  Normal 
School  calendar.  The  closing  day  in  June  usually  corresponds 
with  the  closing  day  of  the  Baltimore  County  elementary  schools. 

A  limited  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  will  be  given  the 
privilege  each  summer  of  attending  in  half-day  sessions  the  six 
weeks'  summer  school  that  forms  the  Elementary  Demonstration 
School  of  the  Normal  School  Summer  Session.

THE  MARYLAND 
STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  the  oldest  and  the  leading 
institution  in  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  training  of  elementary 
school  teachers,  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1865  and 
opened  on  January  15,  1866.  It  was  for  a  long  time  Maryland's 
only  institution  exclusively  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  teachers 
for  the  public  schools.  The  old  Normal  School  Building,  which 
housed  the  school  on  Lafayette  Square  in  Baltimore  from  1876 
until  1915,  is  gratefully  remembered  by  hundreds  of  Maryland 
teachers ;  and  it  still  stands  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  land- 
marks in  the  history  of  public  education  in  Maryland. 

LOCATION  AT  TOWSON 

In  the  autumn  of  1915  the  school  was'  moved  into  splendid  new 
quarters  just  south  of  Towson,  in  Baltimore  County,  where,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Build- 
ing Commission,  the  State  made  an  educational  investment  of 
more  than  $840,000.  This  location  is  ideal.  The  grounds,  over 
80  acres  in  extent,  comprise  beautiful  lawns,  athletic  fields,  parked 
walks,  woodland,  school  gardens,  and  truck  patches'  contributing 
to  the  support  of  the  Dormitory.  There  is  abundant  opportunity 
for  healthful  outdoor  recreation,  for  connecting  up  school  instruc- 
tion with  field  study  of  the  real  things  in  nature,  and  for  gaining 
practical  knowledge  and  experience  from  the  various  inside  and 
outside  activities  of  the  institution. 

Though  entirely  removed  from  Baltimore,  the  school  is  near 
enough  to  Maryland's  great  city  to  permit  of  trolley  parties  to 
Baltimore  for  visits  to  the  art  galleries',  for  attendance  upon  con- 
certs and  lectures,  and  for  other  cultural  purposes.  From  time 
to  time  also,  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  students  can  conven- 
iently meet  their  parents  for  a  day  together  in  Baltimore.  More- 
over, the  mail,  express,  and  other  conveniences  of  Towson  are 
immediately  at  hand;  and  the  schools  of  Towson,  Govans,  and 
other  nearby  places'  afford  the  students  opportunities  to  visit 
typical  town  and  country  schools  and  to  secure  each  year  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  paid  substituting. 
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BUILDINGS 

The  three  main  buildings  are  the  Administration  Building, 
Newell  Hall,  and  the  Power  House. 

The  Administration  Building  contains  the  executive  offices, 
reception  rooms,  Alumni  parlors,  the  auditorium,  lecture  rooms, 
classroom.s,  laboratories,  the  library,  and  the  domestic  science 
department,  including  !he  cafeteria  and  dining  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  day  students.  In  this  building  also  is  located 
the  Normal  Elementary  School  that  serves  as  the  model  school 
for  observation  and  practice  work,  being  a  regular  seven-grade 
Baltimore  County  school  for  children  living  between  Towson  and 
Govans. 

The  Power  House  is  the  center  of  the  lighting,  heating,  water, 
gas,  electric,  and  refrigerating  service,  supplied  by  a  tunnel  sys- 
tem to  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  This  building  also 
contains  the  Laundry  and  Gymnasium.  The  electric  lighting  of 
the  Gymnasium  makes  it  possible  to  have  evening  athletic  prac- 
tice and  games  at  suitable  times ;  and  interclass  match  games  are 
played  occasionally  on  Friday  evenings.  The  Gymnasium  can  be 
used  also  for  social  gatherings. 

DORMITORY 

Newell  Hall,  the  dormitory  building,  is  constructed  on  a  plan 
affording  room  and  bath  facilities  quite  superior  to  those  ordi- 
narily found  in  even  the  best  of  the  private  boarding  schools  and 
colleges.  The  unit  of  the  plan,  fully  carried  out  on  the  first  two 
floors,  is  a  pair  of  rooms  with  commodious  bath  between  them, 
each  room  accommodating  two  students.  There  are,  however, 
a  few  rooms,  with  bath,  for  three  students ;  and  the  third  floor 
has'  the  common  dormitory  arrangement  of  group  baths  at  the 
two  ends  of  the  corridor. 

One  or  more  rooms  at  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  building 
are  set  aside  each  year  for  infirmary  purposes,  and  in  these  any 
student  taken  sick  can  be  kept  isolated,  if  necessary,  from  all 
other  students.  The  school  physician  is  close  at  hand  in  Tow- 
son  ;  and  he  is  promptly  called  in  cases  requiring  a  physician's 
services,  except  when  parents  designate  a  physician  of  their  own. 
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SUPERVISION   OF  BOARDING  STUDENTS 

The  regular  hours  of  the  school  day  are  from  8.55  A.  M.  to  3 
P.  M. ;  and  day  students,  upon  completing  each  day  any  assign- 
ment they  may  have  after  3  o'clock,  are  free  to  leave  for  their 
homes,  and  the  school  is  held  for  no  further  responsibility  toward 
them.  Over  the  boarding  students,  however,  the  teachers'  and 
the  ofificers  of  Newell  Hall  exercise  the  customary  boarding- 
school  supervision,  so  that  parents  may  feel  assured  their  daugh- 
ters and  sons  are  in  the  hands  of  careful  and  responsible  school 
officials,  experienced  in  dormitory  management. 

To  this'  end  the  hours  of  the  day  outside  of  school  hours  are 
systematically  arranged  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  study  or 
other  appropriate  duties,  efforts  being  made  to  have  every  stu- 
dent interested  to  a  proper  extent  in  recreation  and  social  activi- 
ties as  the  needful  supplement  to  study  and  recitation.  Social 
functions,  such  as  class  entertainments,  teas,  receptions,  and 
dances',  are  permitted  from  time  to  time,  under  faculty  chaperon- 
age,  as  a  valuable  means  of  promoting  the  education  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  social  graces,  an  important  element  in  the  future 
teacher's  equipment. 

Because  these  social  and  recreative  activities  among  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  added  to  the  serious  program  of  studies  as- 
signed each  class,  are  considered  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole 
time  of  everyone  in  Newell  Hall,  visits  of  outside  persons,  though 
not  entirely  forbidden,  are  not  encouraged.  Visitors  are,  how- 
ever, received  on  Friday  evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons ;  but 
students  must  register  their  visitors,  so  that,  whenever  it  seems 
desirable,  parents  may  be  informed  of  the  persons  their  daughters 
are  receiving. 

Attention  to  the  religious  interests  of  the  students  is  given  in 
the  form  of  daily  chapel  exercises  in  the  school  and  Sunday  ves- 
per services  in  the  dormitory  at  least  once  each  month.  Cordial 
co-operation  is  sought  between  the  school  and  the  ministers  of 
the  various'  churches  in  Towson  and  Govans,  so  as  to  encourage 
the  boarding  students  to  attend  regularly  the  church  and  Sunday- 
school  services  of  their  family  connection.  A  weekly  Bible  class 
also  is  conducted  in  the  dormitory  under  the  leadership  of  one  of 
the  Towson  ministers  or  one  of  the  members  of  the  faculty. 
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ADMISSION  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Three  classes  are  now  in  operation :  the  Academic  Class,  the 
Junior  Class',  and  the  Senior  Class. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1918,  there  was  intro- 
duced a  thorogoing  reorganization  of  the  school,  including  a 
radical  revision  of  the  two-year  professional  curriculum,  the 
Standard  Normal  Course.  In  connection  with  this  reorganization 
the  Academic  Department,  for  students  below  high  school  gradu- 
ation, was  reduced  in  scope  by  the  dropping  of  the  "first  year" 
class,  the  lower  of  the  two  sub-professional  years  formerly 
offered.  This  leaves  only  one  Academic  Class,  the  former  "sec- 
ond year"  class,  which  corresponds  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year  of 
an  accredited  county  high  school. 

The  Academic  Class.  (1)  High  school  pupils,  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  Academic  Class,  must  be  at  least  15  years  old, 
and  they  will  be  expected  to  present  credentials  from  their 
county  superintendents  or  high  school  principals,  certifying  that 
they  are  ready  for  the  work  of  the  eleventh  grade  or  fourth  year 
of  a  State  high  school.*  Students  unable  to  secure  regular  high 
school  credentials,  but  possessing  scholastic  qualifications  equiv- 
alent to  three  years'  work  in  a  county  high  school,  will  be  permit- 
ted to  demonstrate  such  qualifications  in  the  entrance  examina- 
tions'. (2)  Admission  to  the  Academic  Class  will  also  be  open  to 
teachers  in  service,  teaching  on  third  grade  certificates  who  wish 
to  complete  in  Normal  School  the  equivalent  of  a  standard  high 
school  course,  and  thus  secure  the  academic  work  required  to 
raise  their  certificates  from  third  grade  to  second  grade.  (3) 
Finally,  persons  at  least  seventeen  years  of  age  who  wish  to  spend 
a  year  at  Normal  getting  the  academic  work  and  the  professional 
training  required  for  the  State  third  grade  certificate,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Academic  Class,  and  given  a  special  schedule  of 
studies  including  at  least  six  weeks  of  professional  preparation 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

The  Junior  Class.  Graduation  from  an  approved  four-year 
high  school  or  promotion  from  the  Normal  Academic  Class  is  re- 
quired for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class.  Students  who  are  not 
regular  high  school  graduates  but  who  apply  for  admission  to  the 

*NoTE. — Under  special  circumstances,  students  highly  recommended  by  the  County  Super- 
intendent are  admitted  on  completion  of  the  ninth  grade. 
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Junior  Class  on  the  ground  of  possessing  scholastic  qualifications 
equivalent  to  high  school  graduation,  will  be  permitted  to  demon- 
strate such  qualifications  in  the  entrance  examinations.  Juniors 
enrolled  for  a  full  two-year  course  will  be  classified,  according  to 
their  choice,  for  the  Standard  Normal  Curriculum  or  for  the 
Domestic  Science  and  Art  Curriculum.  Juniors  unable  to  spend 
more  than  one  year  at  Normal  may  pursue  the  modified  junior 
course  that  constitutes  the  one-year  Normal  Curriculum,  leading 
to  the  State  second  grade  teacher's  certificate.  (See  below,  the 
section  on  Curricula,  page  18.) 

The  Senior  Class.  This  class  is  made  up  of:  (1)  Students 
regularly  promoted  from  the  Junior  Class ;  and  (2)  advanced  stu- 
dents from  other  Normal  Schools,  teachers  of  experience,  or  col- 
lege graduates,  admitted  directly  to  Senior  rank  upon  evidence 
that  they  have  secured  elsewhere  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior 
work.  Seniors  are  enrolled  according  to  their  Junior  work  either 
for  the  final  year  of  the  Standard  Normal  Curriculum  or  for  the 
final  year  of  the  Domestic  Science  and  Art  Curriculum. 

STATE  TEACHERS'   CERTIFICATES 

Upon  receiving  the  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  two-year 
Standard  Normal  Curriculum  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School,  the  graduate  is  immediately  awarded  the  State  ele- 
mentary school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  This  cer- 
tificate is  valid  for  service  in  any  school  of  the  State  for  three 
years',  and  it  is  renewable  merely  upon  evidence  of  successful 
experience  and  professional  spirit. 

Besides  the  standard  Normal  diploma,  awarded  at  the  end  of 
the  two-year  professional  curriculum,  other  certificates  or  creden- 
tials, valuable  toward  obtaining  school  positions,  can  be  secured 
upon  the  completion  of  any  one  of  the  other  courses  set  forth 
below  in  the  section  upon  the  Curricula  offered.  (See  pages 
15  to  21.) 

COST  AND   DORMITORY  REQUIREMENTS 

To  encourage  capable  and  ambitious  young  people  to  enter  the 
profession  of  teaching  and  devote  some  years,  if  not  a  lifetime,  to 
service  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  offers  all  the  advantages 
of  the  splendid  Towson  plant  at  an  absolute  minimum  of  cost. 
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No  tuition  charge  at  all  is  imposed  in  the  case  of  students  ad- 
mitted upon  scholarships  from  the  various  counties  of  Maryland 
and  from  Baltimore  City.  Since  any  worthy  Maryland  student, 
duly  certified  as'  prepared  to  undertake  Normal  School  work,  can 
obtain  a  Normal  scholarship  simply  by  agreeing  to  the  obligation 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Maryland  for  two  years  after 
graduation,  nearly  all  the  students  in  attendance  each  year  are 
scholarship  students,  under  pledge  to  teach  and  enjoying  free 
tuition. 

Students  from  outside  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  Maryland 
students  not  holding  scholarships,  are  charged  $50  a  year  for 
tuition,  payable  in  two  equal  installments'  in  advance,  $25  on  the 
opening  day  in  September  and  $25  on  February  1. 

There  is  a  laboratory  fee  of  $1  a  year  required  of  all  students. 
All  students  are  also  required  upon  enrolling  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $5  to  cover  any  loss  or  damage  of  the  books  loaned  free  of 
charge  for  students'  use  during  the  whole  period  of  their  mem- 
bership in  the  school,  and  at  a  student's  graduation  or  withdrawal 
this  deposit  is'  returned  if  there  are  no  book  charges  against  the 
student. 

Dormitory  students  admitted  to  rooms  in  Newell  Hall  are 
given  room,  board,  and  laundry,  and  all  the  personal  care  the 
boarding  students  receive,  at  the  rate  of  only  $5  per  week.  This 
charge  for  the  scholastic  year  of  36  weeks  amounts  to  $180  a  year, 
payable  in  two  equal  installments  in  advance,  $90  on  the  opening 
day  in  September  and  $90  on  February  L  To  this  there  is  added 
nothing  but  a  fee  of  50  cents  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  numbered 
woven  laundry  markers'  that  have  to  be  attached  to  all  articles 
sent  to  the  laundry.  All  students  not  living  at  home  while  attend- 
ing Normal  are  expected  to  board  at  the  school  in  Newell  Hall. 

Every  dormitory  student  must  furnish  for  personal  use: 
towels,  toilet  soaps,  table  napkins,  bureau  scarfs,  laundry  bag, 
and  two  tumblers. 

Individual  music  instruction,  if  desired,  is  given  by  the  music 
master  of  the  school  at  an  extra  charge  of  $50  a  year  for  two  half- 
hour  lessons  per  week,  or  $30  a  year  for  one  half-hour  lesson  per 
week,  with  the  addition  of  $1  per  month  for  the  use  of  a  piano  for 
practice  one  hour  a  day. 
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Day  students  living  in  Baltimore  or  in  or  near  Towson  can 
obtain  wholesome  hot  lunches  in  the  school  cafeteria  at  a  very- 
low  charge. 

The  inevitable  conclusion  as  to  Normal  School  cost  is  that,  by 
reason  of  the  State's  provisions  for  teacher  training  for  the  public 
schools,  a  student  can  secure  an  excellent  boarding  school  experi- 
ence at  Towson  at  a  very  low  charge,  and  at  the  same  time  acquire 
a  profession  of  lasting  economic  and  social  value,  a  sure  means  of 
livelihood  for  all  the  years  of  active  service. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Blank  applications  for  admission  will  be  furnished  upon  re- 
quest. Such  blanks  should  be  secured,  filled  out,  and  sent  to  the 
school  well  in  advance  of  the  student's  coming ;  so  that  the  reply 
from  the  school  can  inform  the  student  as  to  the  enrollment 
granted  and  the  dormitory  reservation  recorded.  If,  after  a  stu- 
dent has  been  given  a  room  assignment  in  Newell  Hall,  circum- 
stances arise  to  prevent  the  student  from  attending  Normal,  that 
fact  should  be  immediately  communicated  to  the  school ;  so  that 
the  room  reservation  thus  surrendered  may  be  available  for 
another  student.  When  there  are  more  applications  for  dormi- 
tory places  than  the  accommodations  of  Newell  Hall  can  meet, 
an  advanced  payment  may  be  required  to  keep  room  reservations ; 
and  under  such  circumstances  no  place  will  be  held  for  a  student 
after  the  opening  day  of  Newell  Hall  unless  the  reservation  is 
covered  by  an  advanced  payment. 

GETTING  TO  TOWSON 

Students  coming  by  railroad  or  boat  from  their  homes  to  any 
one  of  the  Baltimore  stations  or  wharves  will  take  the  nearest 
street-car  line  to  transfer  to  the  Towson  trolley  car,  running  from 
the  center  of  the  city  out  the  York  Road  directly  to  the  school 
grounds.  Towson  can  also  be  reached  by  the  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  the  station  of  this  line  in  Towson  is 
within  easy  walking  distance  of  the  school.  Satchels  and  trunks 
will  be  handled  for  students  through  the  school  office,  by  the  use 
of  the  school  truck  or  by  arrangement  with  the  expressman  who 
gets  the  baggage  business  of  the  school,  at  a  cheaper  rate  than 
students  can  individually  secure  in  Baltimore.

THE  CURRICULA  OFFERED 

The  dominant  aim  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  the 
preparation  of  teachers'  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State 
public  school  system.  To  this  end  the  instruction  and  training 
presented  includes  the  common  professional  subjects  in  the 
theory  and  principles  of  education,  the  study  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter and  methods  of  presentation  of  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum 
of  the  elementary  grades,  and  directed  observation  and  practice 
teaching  in  the  Normal  Elementary  School,  immediately  avail- 
able as'  the  demonstration  and  practice  school  of  the  institution. 

NEW  CURRICULA 

In  March,  1918,  the  State  Board  of  Education  approved  a 
thorogoing  revision  of  the  old  Normal  Course;  and  this  revised 
standard  Two-year  Normal  Curriculum  was  introduced  in  Sep- 
tember, 1918.  The  State  Board  of  Education  also  approved,  in 
December,  1918,  other  new  curricula,  and  continued  the  Academic 
Department  as  a  one-year  course.  These  new  curricula,  outlined 
in  the  sections  immediately  following,  will  all  be  offered  for  stu- 
dents entering  in  September,  1919. 
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THE  TWO-YEAR  NORMAL  CURRICULUM 

The  new  Two-Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  the  principal  course 
offered  in  the  school  and  the  only  course  leading  to  the  regular 
diploma  of  graduation  from  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School, 
which  secures  the  State  elementary  school  teacher's  certificate 
of  the  first  grade.  An  essential  feature  of  this  curriculum  is  the 
division  of  the  school  year  into  three  terms,  the  first  or  Autumn 
term,  the  second  or  Winter  term,  and  the  third  or  Spring  term ; 
and  the  organization  of  the  work  so  that  one  third  of  the  senior 
class  after  another  (Section  1,  Section  2,  and  Section  3)  will  be 
assigned  to  intensive  practice  teaching  for  a  term  of  twelve 
weeks'.*  The  succession  of  subjects  through  the  six  terms  is 
shown  in  the  following  tabulation  :

The  numerals  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  time  allotment  per  week  in  terms  of  fifty- 
minute  periods. 

As  the  enrollment  of  the  school  grows,  and  as  conditions  in  the 
matter  of  State  public  school  teaching  appointments  become 
modified,  so  that  students  will  want  to  specialize  more  or  less  at 
Normal  in  the  direction  of  the  teaching  assignments  they  expect, 
the  two-year  basal  curriculum  can  be  differentiated  into  several 
parallel  courses'  providing  for  specialized  training  toward  par- 
ticular phases  of  public  school  work,  such  as  teaching  in  primary 
grades  or  teaching  in  upper  grades  or  teaching  in  departmental- 
ized schools. 


THE  ONE-YEAR   NORMAL   CURRICULUM 

An  approved  One-Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  formed  by  a 
modification  of  the  junior  course  of  the  Two-Year  Curriculum  so 
as  to  introduce  a  minimum  amount  (not  less  than  ten  periods 
by  the  State  Board  ruling)  of  practice  teaching.  Students  com- 
pleting this  course  satisfactorily  will  be  granted  the  State  ele- 
mentary teacher's  certificate  of  the  second  grade.  Any  student 
obliged  to  begin  teaching  after  but  one  year  at  Normal  can  pur- 
sue the  One-Year  Curriculum,  and  at  any  later  date  return  to 
enter  the  senior  class  and  complete  the  Two-Year  Curriculum 
leading  to  the  State  first  grade  certificate. 
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THE  TWO-YEAR   DOMESTIC   SCIENCE   CURRICULUM 

The  excellent  equipment  of  the  Home  Economics  Department, 
with  the  adjunct  of  a  practical  school  cafeteria  for  day  students 
and  the  further  advantage  of  opportunities  for  studying  the  dor- 
mitory management,  makes  possible  the  new  Two-Year  Domestic 
Science  Curriculum.  The  organization  of  this  course  is  shown  in 
the  following  tabulation :

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This  curriculum  fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  State  school 
law  on  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  domestic  science  and  art; 
and  students  who  complete  this  course  satisfactorily  will  be 
granted  a  special  certificate  for  the  teaching  of  domestic  science 
and  art  in  the  public  schools. 

THE  ACADEMIC  CURRICULUM 

The  new  Academic  Curriculum  consists'  of  a  one-year  course 
corresponding  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year  of  the  county  high 
schools.  The  subjects  pursued  are  those  specified  in  the  State 
Board  by-law  on  academic  work  required  for  the  examination  to 
demonstrate  completion  of  a  high-school  course.  The  arrange- 
ment of  studies  and  the  time  allotments  in  periods  per  week  are 
as  follows :

Students  from  districts  without  a  four-year  high  school,  but 
with  credit  for  three  years  of  high  school  work,  can  complete  the 
equivalent  of  a  standard  high  school  course  at  Normal  by  pursu- 
ing the  Academic  Curriculum. 

The  completion  of  this  course  by  an  elementary  teacher  hold- 
ing a  third  grade  certificate  would  mean  the  completion  of  the 
preparation  officially  specified  for  the  raising  of  the  third  grade 
certificate  to  second  grade. 

By  a  modification  of  the  Academic  Curriculum  to  introduce, 
in  place  of  certain  academic  work,  the  equivalent  of  at  least  six 
weeks  of  professional  training,  a  course  would  be  formed  fulfill- 
ing the  requirements  for  the  State  elementary  school  teacher's 
certificate  of  the  third  grade. 
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THE  SUMMER  SESSION 

Summer  sessions  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  were 
introduced  in  the  summer  of  1918,  the  first  summer  session  being 
held  in  the  six  weeks  from  June  24  to  August  2. 

The  Summer  Session  is  planned  to  offer  each  year  a  six  weeks' 
summer  course  especially  designed  for  the  professional  improve- 
ment of  teachers  in  service,  but  adapted  also  for  the  acquirement 
of  the  minimum  Normal  equipment  required  by  law  for  a  teach- 
er's certificate  in  Maryland.  Teachers'  holding  any  grade  of  cer- 
tificate can  attend  the  summer  session  for  the  purpose  of  having 
their  certificates  renewed ;  teachers  holding  second  or  third  grade 
certificates  can  fulfill  in  summer  sessions  the  requirements  for 
raising  the  grade  of  their  certificates ;  and  teachers  holding  first 
grade  certificates'  can  attend  the  summer  session  for  general  im- 
provement and  professional  stimulus  without  reference  to  their 
certificates.  Attendants  upon  the  summer  session  can  readily 
plan  courses  for  a  succession  of  summers  to  accumulate  credits 
toward  the  completion  of  a  standard  normal  curriculum. 

A  special  announcement  of  the  Maryland  State  Summer 
Schools'  is  issued  each  spring  by  the  State  Superintendent,  and 
may  be  obtained  upon  request  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  in  McCoy  Hall,  Baltimore,  or  from  the  Maryland 
State  Normal  School,  Towson,  Md. 
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THE    W^ORK   OF    THE   DEPARTMENTS 
OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  academic  and  professional  instruction  and  training  given 
in  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  not  conducted  in  a 
completely  and  strictly  departmentalized  scheme ;  but  the  work 
undertaken  in  the  various  curricula  may  be  outlined  as  embraced 
in  six  groups  of  studies :  the  education  or  pedagogy  group,  the 
English  and  history  group,  the  science  and  mathematics  group, 
the  hygiene  and  physical  education  group,  the  domestic  science 
and  art  group,  and  the  fine  arts  group. 

Department  of  Education.  The  studies  embraced  in  this 
department  constitute  a  succession  of  courses  designed  to  pre- 
sent the  fundamental  theory  of  education  for  democracy  with 
principles  of  teaching  and  classroom  management  and  an  out- 
line of  the  development  of  the  modern  elementary  school. 

The  introductory  course  in  general  psychology  presents  essen- 
tial facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  mind,  and 
shows  how  these  facts'  become  the  data  of  education.  As  far  as 
possible  the  experimental  method  is  applied  in  studying  mental 
phenomena. 

The  course  in  educational  psychology  outlines  the  general  mental 
development  of  the  child,  and  establishes  the  basis  for  the  later 
specific  courses  in  methods  of  teaching  and  principles  of  class 
management.  The  psychology  of  typical  forms'  of  learning  is 
carefully  studied. 

The  course  designated  general  method  has  as  its  main  purpose 
the  formulation  and  analysis  of  the  type  forms  of  teaching,  con- 
stituting a  general  theory  of  the  recitation.  An  essential  part 
of  this  course  is  the  observational  study  of  the  actual  teaching 
of  classes  of  children  in  the  Normal  Elementary  School  rooms 
and  the  writing  of  lesson  plans  outlining  type  lessons  in  various 
subjects  of  the  elementary  curriculum. 

In  the  primary  methods  course  a  special  study  is  made  of  the 
natural  activities  of  the  normal  child,  upon  which  can  be  grafted 
the  systematic  educative  development  of  the  primary  grades. 
Approved  methods  of  teaching  the  common  primary  subjects 
are  carefully  presented  and  practically  demonstrated  in  the  prim- 
ary room  of  the  Normal  Elementary  School. 
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The  modern  education  course  outlines  the  history  of  modern 
education  with  special  reference  to  the  development  of  the  cur- 
riculum and  the  methods  of  teaching  now  prevailing  in  the  best 
elementary  schools.  The  organization  and  administration  of 
the  typical  American  school  system  is  also  examined. 

The  course  in  practice  teaching,  as  conducted  in  the  Normal 
Elementary  School,  affords  the  seniors  the  opportunity  of  par- 
ticipating in  the  actual  instruction  of  classes  of  children  under 
the  supervision  of  experienced  and  expert  critic  teachers.  Sen- 
iors are  assigned  in  small  groups  to  the  various  grades  for  fifteen 
periods  per  week  through  the  practice  term  of  twelve  weeks. 
Every  student  gets  experience  in  teaching  not  only  a  number  of 
single  lessons,  but  several  series  of  lessons  developing  organized 
units  of  subject  matter;  and  all  this  student  instruction  is'  care- 
fully planned  beforehand  and  constructively  criticised  afterward 
in  the  critique  discussions  conducted  by  the  critic  teachers  with 
the  student  groups. 

The  course  entitled  principles  of  teaching  and  class  management 
has  as  its  aim  the  co-ordination  of  all  the  other  education  courses 
and  the  application  of  sound  principles'  in  evolving  an  efficient 
art  of  classroom  management  for  either  graded  school  or  rural 
school  conditions.  This  course  is  planned  to  accompany  the 
seniors'  practice  teaching,  so  as  to  furnish  immediate  support 
to  the  students  in  their  first  actual  teaching  and  to  draw  from 
that  student  teaching  fresh  illustrations  and  concrete  data  to 
establish  the  principles  of  management  being  presented. 

Department  of  English  and  History.  In  this  department  are 
embraced  the  various  courses  in  English,  oral  expression,  his- 
tory, civics,  and  current  events. 

The  junior  first  term  English  is  intended  to  summarize  the  Eng- 
lish that  the  teacher  should  be  master  of  before  undertaking  the 
study  of  methods  of  teaching  English.  This  course  will  disclose 
the  students'  individual  weaknesses  that  should  be  remedied  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  the  second  term  there  comes  the  course  in 
primary  methods,  which  naturally  lays  great  stress  upon  primary 
English.  Then  follow  the  two  courses  in  English  for  intermediate 
grades  and  English  for  upper  grades,  presenting  materials  and 
methods  for  teaching  the  various  phases  of  English  found  in 
elementary  school  curricula. 

One  or  more  periods  per  week  through  both  the   junior  and 
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senior  years  are  devoted  to  the  course  in  oral  expression,  which 
deals  with  voice  culture,  expressive  reading,  story  telling,  dra- 
matics, and  the  school  use  of  the  festival  and  the  pageant. 

The  courses  in  history  and  civics  extend  through  two  terms  of 
the  Senior  year.  In  scope  the  course  in  history  presents  a  Umited 
number  of  comprehensive  topics  that  outline  the  development 
of  the  United  States  from  its  post-Revolution  state  to  its  present 
position  as  a  world  power;  and  in  aim  and  method  the  work  is 
so  handled  as  to  develop  methods  of  teaching  history  in  ele- 
mentary schools. 

The  civics  course  will  present  the  fundamental  principles  that 
underlie  the  Amercian  government  and  determine  the  duties  of 
American  citizenship;  and  in  developing  miethods  of  teaching 
elementary  school  civics  especial  emphasis  will  be  laid  upon 
community  civics  and  the  citizenship  of  school  pupils. 

A  study  of  current  events  is  carried  on  systematically  by  the 
juniors  by  means  of  the  daily  papers  and  selected  weekly  maga- 
zines, and  on  one  day  of  each  week  the  school  assembly  is'  given 
up  to  a  presentation  of  the  most  significant  events  of  the  week. 

Below  the  professional  courses  in  English  and  history  for  the 
juniors  and  seniors,  and  preparatory  to  those  courses,  are  the  aca- 
demic English  and  the  academic  history  for  the  students  of  the  aca- 
demic class.  In  these  two  courses  work  of  advanced  high  school 
grade  is'  undertaken  in  English  composition,  literature,  and  oral 
expression,  and  in  modem  European  history  and  advanced  Amer- 
ican history. 

Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  In  this  group  of 
studies  are  the  courses  in  biology,  nature  study,  geography, 
arithmetic,  and  the  general  science  and  elementary  correlated 
mathematics  given  in  the  academic  class. 

The  course  in  biology,  given  in  the  first  term  of  the  junior  year, 
aims  chiefly  to  present  the  biological  point  of  view  for  educa- 
tional, sociological,  and  ethical  studies,  and  to  establish  the  right 
foundation  for  nature  study,  physiology  and  hygiene,  and 
psychology.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  symbiosis,  variation, 
heredity,  organic  evolution,  eugenics,  the  germ  theory  of  disease, 
and  the  relation  of  bacteria  to  health. 

The  nature  study  course  is  arranged  to  follow  the  cycle  of  the 
year,  beginning  in  the  winter  term  with  juniors,  extending  through 
the  junior  spring  term,  and  on  through  the  senior  autumn  term. 
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Students  are  given  in  the  classroom  and  in  field  study  a  general 
acquaintance  with  the  common  objects  and  processes  in  nature 
that  directly  affect  human  life  and  interests,  and  the  subject  of  school 
and  home  gardening  is  carefully  presented.  This  course  is  also 
so  conducted  as  to  develop  the  technique  of  nature  study  instruc- 
tion in  elementary  schools  and  with  particular  reference  to  rural 
schools. 

The  course  in  geography,  pursued  through  two  terms  of  the 
senior  year,  gives  the  fundamentals  of  systematic  geography, 
particularly  as  illustrated  by  North  America  and  the  United 
States,  a  survey  of  the  elementary  school  curriculum  in  geog- 
raphy, and  a  thorough  discussion  of  materials  and  methods  for 
teaching  geography  in  the  grades.  Much  attention  is  devoted 
to  field  studies,  to  daily  geographic  observations',  and  to  the 
drawing  and  interpretation  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  graphs.  The 
geographic  interpretation  of  the  home  region  is  emphasized,  and 
the  wide  variety  of  geographic  phenomena  presented  by  Balti- 
more County  is  fully  utilized. 

The  course  in  arithmetic,  pursued  through  two  terms  of  the 
junior  year,  is  in  two  distinct  parts.  The  first  part  aims  to 
review  and  vitalize  the  leading  topics  of  the  subject-matter  of 
arithmetic  commonly  presented  in  the  intermediate  and  upper 
grades,  emphasis'  being  placed  upon  the  applications  of  arith- 
metic in  modern  business.  The  second  part  of  the  course  is 
devoted  to  the  pedagogy  of  arithmetic  from  the  first  steps  of 
primary  number  work  to  the  teaching  of  the  advanced  arith- 
metical topics  found  in  the  last  grade  of  the  elementary  school. 
Attention  is  also  given  to  vitalized  project  teaching  versus  text- 
book instruction  and  formal  exercises,  and  to  the  systematic 
measurement  of  arithmetical  progress  and  the  demonstration  of 
attained  results  by  the  use  of  standard  tests. 

The  science  and  mathematics  of  the  academic  class  comprise 
a  course  in  general  science  and  a  course  in  correlated  mathematics. 
The  science  work  is  organized  under  five  major  topics:  air,  water, 
food,  protection,  and  work ;  and  the  study  of  each  topic  is  accom- 
panied by  laboratory  experiments  and  the  working  out  of  simple 
projects  assigned  to  individual  students.  The  elementary  cor- 
related mathematics  course,  introducing  and  connecting  together 
important  elements  of  arithmetic,  algebra,  geometry,  and  trigo- 
nometry, has  the  aims  of  discovering  the  interrelations  of  these 
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various  branches  of  mathematics,  of  making  familiar  the  most 
useful  tools  for  mathematical  problem  solving,  and  of  showing 
the  special  adaptation  of  the  different  types  of  anaylsis'  and 
proof  to  the  various  mathematical  problems  of  life. 

Department  of  Hygiene  and  Physical  Education.  This  depart- 
ment is  to  be  introduced,  under  Federal  aid,  in  September,  1919. 
The  courses'  given,  extending  throughout  the  junior  and  senior 
years,  will  include  instruction  and  practical  work  in  physiology 
and  hygiene,  recreation  and  athletics,  and  children's  playground 
activities.  The  main  purpose  of  the  department  will  be  to  turn 
out  teachers  correctly  instructed  as'  to  the  causes  and  preven- 
tion of  common  diseases,  and  practiced  in  the  field  of  rational 
and  healthful  recreation,  so  that  the  schools  may  become  potent 
centers  of  influence  in  state-wide  movements  for  the  conserva- 
tion of  health.  A  most  valuable  feature  of  the  work  of  this 
departtnent  will  be  the  very  careful  expert  physical  and  medical 
examination  and  personal  counsel  that  every  student  will  receive. 

Domestic  Science  and  Art  Department.  The  work  of  this 
department  is'  divided  between  general  instruction  for  all  the 
students  pursuing  the  standard  normal  curriculum  and  the  spe- 
cialized instruction  and  training  given  the  students  pursuing  the 
domestic  science  and  art  curriculum. 

To  fulfill  the  former  purpose  one  junior  course  and  one  senior 
course  are  given,  embracing  the  types  of  sewing  and  the  elements 
of  cooking  suitable  for  introduction  in  rural  schools ;  and  an  espe- 
cial object  of  study  in  the  cooking  course  is  the  hot  school  lunch. 

The  special  domestic  science  and  art  curriculum  is  made  up 
partly  of  courses  taken  in  common  with  the  students  of  the  two- 
year  normal  curriculum,  but  mainly  of  courses  quite  special  to  the 
field  of  home  economics.  To  the  former  class  belong  the  English, 
biology,  psychology,  nature  study,  history  and  civics,  general 
method,  and  modern  education  found  in  the  domestic  science  and 
art  curriculum.  The  remaining  subjects,  occupying  two-thirds 
of  the  time  of  students  pursuing  this  special  curriculum,  con- 
stitute a  series  of  specialized  courses'  (as  seen  on  page  19) 
planned  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  home  economics.  More- 
over, the  students  in  this  curriculum  regularly  participate  in  the 
management  of  the  school  cafeteria,  and  they  also  make  studies 
of  the  kitchen,  dining-room,  and  household  management  of 
Newell  Hall,  the  Normal  dormitory. 
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The  course  in  home  economics  required  in  the  academic  class 
aims  to  give  an  elementary  knowledge  of  the  composition  of  foods 
and  the  fundamental  principles  of  cooking  as  a  basis  for  correct 
menu-making  and  the  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

Department  of  Fine  Arts.  Under  this  head  may  be  grouped 
the  courses  in  art  and  craftwork  and  in  music. 

The  course  in  art  and  craftwork  extends  through  the  junior  and 
senior  years.  The  art  instruction  and  practice  includes  drawing 
and  design,  brush  work  with  water  colors',  lettering  and  poster 
making,  blackboard  sketching,  and  the  study  of  pictures  adapted 
to  children  of  the  various  grades.  The  work  in  manual  con- 
struction includes  clay  modeling,  raffia  weaving,  basketry,  and 
the  making  of  useful  and  artistic  articles  from  materials  com- 
mon on  the  farm — such  as  corn  shucks.  Especial  attention  is 
given  to  the  utilization  of  art  and  manual  activities'  in  connec- 
tion with  the  other  subjects  of  the  elementary  school  curriculum, 
for  example,  drawing  and  construction  with  reading  lessons, 
and  costuming  and  paraphernalia  for  holiday  celebrations,  dra- 
matics, and  pageants. 

The  art  course  for  the  academic  class  consists  of  instruction 
and  practice  in  such  art  and  construction  work  as'  is  commonly 
given  in  advanced  high  school  classes. 

The  course  in  music  extends  through  the  junior  and  senior 
years,  having  as  its  aims  the  development  of  some  ability  in 
vocal  music  for  the  students'  own  benefit,  and  the  presentation 
of  methods  of  conducting  music  lessons  and  assembly  song 
singing  in  elementary  schools.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid 
to  songs  suitable  for  children  of  the  various  grades  and  to  folk 
songs  and  patriotic  pieces  suitable  for  community  singing. 

The  music  work  with  the  academic  class  consists  of  instruction 
and  practice  in  chorus  singing  similar  to  the  class  and  school  sing- 
ing of  advanced  high  school  cla:sses.

THE   MARYLAND   STATE   NORMAL 
ELEMENTARY   SCHOOL 

The  Elementary  School  attached  to  the  Maryland  State  Nor- 
mal School  is  conducted  as  a  regular  public  school  for  the  chil- 
dren living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Normal.  The  school  is  at  pres- 
ent organized  as  a  four-room  school  of  seven  grades,  paralleling 
the  seven  grades  of  the  Baltimore  County  elementary  school 
system.  The  four  teachers  in  charge  are  experts  in  the  ele- 
mentary field,  and  were  selected  for  their  adaptability  to  the  spe- 
cial conditions  of  a  Normal  School  elementary  department. 

The  classrooms  are  used  by  Normal  students  for  systematic 
observation   and   carefully  planned   practice   teaching ;   but   the 
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regular  teachers'  are  constantly  present  to  supervise  and  support 
the  seniors  while  at  practice,  and  at  least  two-fifths  of  each  day's 
teaching  is  done  entirely  by  the  regular  teachers.  In  this  way 
the  welfare  of  the  children  and  their  progress  in  their  studies  are 
properly  safeguarded.  Reports  concerning  the  high  school  work 
of  pupils  promoted  from  the  Normal  elementary  schools  to  the 
Towson  High  School  or  to  the  secondary  schools  of  Baltimore 
indicate  that  these  pupils  are  able  to  make  creditable  records  in 
their  high  school  studies  and  to  measure  up  quite  satisfactorily 
beside  pupils  promoted  from  other  county  or  city  elementary 
schools. 

REGULATIONS 

Pupils  are  admitted,  as  a  rule,  only  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  September,  and  usually  all  the  seats'  available  in  each  grade  are 
taken  on  the  first  day  of  school. 

Pupils  are  not  admitted  to  any  grade  above  the  first  grade  ex- 
cept upon  evidence  from  their  preceding  schools  that  they  have 
completed  thoroughly  all  the  work  of  the  previous  grade. 

Any  pupils  found  unsatisfactory,  whether  from  inability,  indif- 
ference, or  unruliness,  may  be  denied  the  privilege  of  attending 
this  school  and  given  transfers'  to  a  school  of  Towson,  Govans, 
or  Baltimore. 

The  school  day  is  as  follows :  Forenoon  session  from  9  A.  M. 
to  12  M. ;  luncheon  hour  from  noon  to  1  P.  M. ;  afternoon  session 
from  1  P.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  Hot  lunches  are  served  in  the  school 
cafeteria  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

The  opening  day  in  September  and  the  holiday  days  through 
the  year  coincide  with  the  corresponding  days  of  the  Normal 
School  calendar.  The  closing  day  in  June  usually  corresponds 
with  the  closing  day  of  the  Baltimore  County  elementary  schools. 

A  limited  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  will  be  given  the 
privilege  each  summer  of  attending  in  half-day  sessions  the  six 
weeks'  summer  school  that  forms'  the  Elementary  Demonstration 
School  of  the  Normal  School  Summer  Session.

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LOCATION  AT  TOWSOI 


In  the  autumn  of  1915  the  school  was  moved  into  splendid  new 
quarters  just  south  of  Towson,  in  Baltimore  County,  where,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building 
Commission,  the  State  made  an  educational  investment  of  more  than 
$840,000.  This  location  is  ideal.  The  grounds,  over  80  acres  in 
extent,  comprise  beautiful  lawns,  athletic  fields,  parked  walks,  wood- 
land, school  gardens,  and  truck  patches  contributing  to  the  support 
of  the  Dormitory.  There  is  abundant  opportunity  for  healthful  out- 
door recreation,  for  connecting  up  school  instruction  with  field  study 
of  the  real  things  in  nature,  and  for  gaining  practical  knowledge 
and  experience  from  the  various  inside  and  outside  activities  of  the 
institution. 

Though  entirely  removed  from  Baltimore,  the  school  is  near 
enough  to  Maryland's  great  city  to  permit  of  trolley  parties  to  Balti- 
more for  visits  to  the  art  galleries,  for  attendance  upon  concerts 
and  lectures,  and  for  other  cultural  purposes.  From  time  to  time 
also,  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  students  can  conveniently  meet 
iheir  parents  for  a  day  together  in  Baltimore.  Moreover,  the  mail, 
express,  and  other  conveniences  of  Towson  are  immediately  at  hand ; 
and  the  schools  of  Towson,  Govans,  and  other  nearby  places  afford 
the  students  opportunities  to  visit  typical  town  and  country  schools 
and  to  secure  each  year  a  certain  amount  of  paid  substituting. 
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BUILDINGS 

The  three  main  buildings  are  the  Administration  Building,  Newell 
Hall,  and  the  Power  House. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  Administration  Building  contains  the  executive  offices,  re- 
ception rooms,  Alumni  parlors,  the  auditorium,  lecture  rooms,  class- 
rooms, laboratories,  the  library,  and  the  domestic  science  department, 
including  the  cafeteria  and  dining  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
day  students.  In  this  building  also  is  located  the  Elementary  School 
that  serves  as  the  model  school  for  observation  and  practice  work, 
being  a  regular  seven-grade  Baltimore  County  school  for  children 
living  between  Towson  and  Govans. 

GYMNASIUM 

The  Power  House  is  the  center  of  the  lighting,  heating,  water, 
gas,  electric,  and  refrigerator  service,  supplied  by  a  tunnel  system 
to  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  This  building  also  con- 
tains the  Laundry  and  Gymnasium.  The  electric  lighting  of  the 
Gymnasium  makes  it  possible  to  have  evening  athletic  practice  and 
games  at  suitable  times.  Interclass  match  games  are  played  occa- 
sionally on  Friday  evenings.  The  Gymnasium  can  be  used  also  for 
social  gatherings. 

DORMITORY 

Newell  Hall,  the  dormitory  building,  is  constructed  on  a  plan 
affording  room  and  bath  facilities  quite  superior  to  those  ordinarily 
found  in  even  the  best  of  the  private  boarding  schools  and  colleges. 
The  unit  of  the  plan,  fully  carried  out  on  the  first  two  floors,  is  a 
pair  of  rooms  with  commodious  bath  between  them,  each  room  ac- 
commodating two  students.  There  are,  however,  a  few  rooms,  with 
bath,  for  three  students ;  and  the  third  floor  has  the  common  dormi- 
tory arrangement  of  group  baths  at  the  two  ends  of  the  corridor. 

One  or  more  rooms  at  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  building  are 
set  aside  each  year  for  infirmary  purposes,  and  in  these  any  student 
taken  sick  can  be  kept  isolated,  if  necessary,  from  all  other  students. 
The  school  physician  is  close  at  hand  in  Towson ;  and  he  is  promptly 
called  in  cases  requiring  a  physician's  services,  except  when  parents 
designate  a  physician  of  their  own. 
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SUPERVISION  OF  BOARDING  STUDENTS 

The  regular  hours  of  the  school  day  are  from  8.55  A.  M.  to  3 
P.  M. ;  and  day  students,  upon  completing  each  day  any  assign- 
ment they  may  have  after  3  o'clock,  are  free  to  leave  for  their  homes, 
and  the  school  is  held  for  no  further  responsibility  toward  them. 
Over  the  boarding  students,  however,  the  teachers  and  the  officers 
of  Newell  Hall  exercise  the  customary  boarding-school  supervision, 
so  that  parents  may  feel  assured  their  daughters  and  sons  are  in  the 
hands  of  careful  and  responsible  school  officials,  experienced  in 
dormitory  management. 

To  this  end  the  hours  of  the  day  outside  of  school  hours  are  sys- 
tematically arranged  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  study  or  other 
appropriate  duties,  efforts  being  made  to  have  every  student  inter- 
ested to  a  proper  extent  in  recreation  and  social  activities  as  the 
needful  supplement  to  study  and  recitation.  Social  functions,  such 
as  class  entertainments,  teas,  receptions,  and  dances,  are  permitted 
from  time  to  time,  under  faculty  chaperonage,  as  a  valuable  means 
of  promoting  the  education  of  the  students  in  the  social  graces,  an 
important  element  in  the  future  teacher's  equipment. 

Because  these  social  and  recreative  activities  among  the  students 
themselves,  added  to  the  serious  program  of  studies  assigned  each 
class,  are  considered  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole  time  of  everyone 
in  Newell  Hall,  visits  of  outside  persons,  though  not  entirely  for- 
bidden, are  not  encouraged.  Visitors  are,  however,  received  on 
Friday  evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons ;  but  students  must  register 
their  visitors,  so  that,  whenever  it  seems  desirable,  parents  may  be 
informed  of  the  persons  their  daughters  are  receiving. 

Attention  to  the  religious  interests  of  the  students  is  given  in  the 
form  of  frequent  chapel  exercises  in  the  school  and  Sunday  vesper 
services  in  the  dormitory  at  least  once  each  month.  Cordial  co-opera- 
tion is  sought  between  the  school  and  the  ministers  of  the  various 
churches  in  Towson  and  Govans,  so  as  to  encourage  the  boarding 
students  to  attend  regularly  the  church  and  Sunday-school  services 
of  their  family  connection.  A  weekly  Bible  class  also  is  conducted 
in  the  dormitory  under  the  leadership  of  one  of  the  Towson  minis- 
ters or  one  of  the  members  of  the  faculty. 

There  is  an  active  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organization  among  the  students. 
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ADMISSION  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Three  classes  are  now  in  operation:  the  Academic  Class,  the 
Junior  Class,  and  the  Senior  Class. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1918,  there  was  intro- 
duced a  thorogoing  reorganization  of  the  school,  including  a  radical 
revision  of  the  two-year  professional  curriculum,  the  Standard  Nor- 
mal Course.  In  connection  with  this  reorganization  the  Academic 
Department,  for  students  below  high  school  graduation,  was  re- 
duced in  scope  by  the  dropping  of  the  "first  year"  class,  the  lower 
of  the  two  sub-professional  years  formerly  offered.  This  leaves 
only  one  Academic  Class,  the  former  "second  year"  class,  which 
corresponds  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year  of  an  accredited  county 
high  school. 

The  Academic  Class.  (1)  High  school  pupils,  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  Academic  Class,  must  be  at  least  15  years  old,  and 
they  will  be  expected  to  present  credentials  from  their  county  super-- 
intendents  or  high  school  principals,  certifying  that  they  are  ready 
for  the  work  of  the  eleventh  grade  or  fourth  year  of  a  State  high 
school.  Students  unable  to  secure  regular  high  school  credentials, 
but  possessing  scholastic  qualifications  equivalent  to  three  years' 
work  in  a  county  high  school,  will  be  permitted  to  demonstrate  such 
qualifications  in  the  entrance  examinations.  (2)  Admission  to  the 
Academic  Class  will  also  be  open  to  teachers  in  service,  teaching  on 
third  grade  certificates  who  wish  to  complete  in  Normal  School  the 
equivalent  of  a  standard  high  school  course,  and  thus  secure  the 
academic  work  required  to  raise  their  certificates  from  third  grade 
to  second  grade.  (3)  Finally,  persons  at  least  seventeen  years  of 
age  who  wish  to  spend  a  year  at  Normal  getting  the  academic  work 
and  the  professional  training  required  for  the  State  third  grade  cer- 
tificate, will  be  admitted  to  the  Academic  Class,  and  given  a  special 
schedule  of  studies  including  at  least  six  weeks  of  professional  prep- 
aration in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

The  Junior  Class.  Graduation  from  an  approved  four-year 
high  school  or  promotion  from  the  Normal  Academic  Class  is  rt- , 
quired  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class.  Students  who  are  not  reg- 
ular high  school  graduates  but  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Junior 
Class  on  the  ground  of  possessing  scholastic  qualifications  equivalent 
to  high  school  graduation,  will  be  permitted  to  demonstrate  such 
qualifications  in  the  entrance  examinations.     Juniors  enrolled  for  a 
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full  two-year  course  will  pursue  the  Standard  Normal  Curriculum, 
Juniors  unable  to  spend  more  than  one  year  at  Normal  may  pursue 
the  modified  junior  course  that  constitutes  the  one-year  Normal 
Curriculum,  leading  to  the  State  second  grade  teacher's  certificate. 
(See  below,  the  section  on  Curricula,  page  14.) 

The  Senior  Class.  This  class  is  made  up  of:  (1)  Students 
regularly  promoted  from  the  Junior  Class;  and  (2)  advanced  stu- 
dents from  other  Normal  Schools,  teachers  of  experience,  or  col- 
lege graduates,  admitted  directly  to  Senior  rank  upon  evidence  that 
they  have  secured  elsewhere  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  work. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

Upon  receiving  the  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  two-year 
Standard  Normal  Curriculum  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School,  the  graduate  is  immediately  awarded  the  State  elementary 
school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  This  certificate  is  valid 
for  service  in  any  school  of  the  State  for  three  years,  and  it  is  renew- 
able merely  upon  evidence  of  successful  experience  and  professional 
spirit. 

Besides  the  standard  Normal  diploma,  awarded  at  the  end  of  the 
two-year  professional  curriculum,  other  certificates  or  credentials, 
valuable  toward  obtaining  school  positions,  can  be  secured  upon  the 
completion  of  any  one  of  the  other  courses  set  forth  below  in  the 
section  upon  the  Curricula  offered.     (See  pages  14  to  18.) 

COST  AND  DORMITORY  REQUIREMENTS 

To  encourage  capable  and  ambitious  young  people  to  enter  the 
profession  of  teaching  and  devote  some  years,  if  not  a  lifetime,  to 
service  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  offers  all  the  advantages  of 
the  splendid  Towson  plant  free  of  any  tuition  fee.  All  students  who 
enter  are  now  classed  as  scholarship  students,  since  any  worthy 
Maryland  student,  duly  certified  as  prepared  to  undertake  Normal 
School  work,  can  obtain  admission  to  the  school  simply  by  agreeing 
to  the  obligation  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Maryland  for  at 
least  two  years  after  graduation. 

Dormitory  students  admitted  to  rooms  in  Newell  Hall  are  given 
room,  board,  and  laundry,  and  all  the  personal  care  the  boarding 
students  receive,  at  the  rate  of  only  $2.78  per  week.     This  charge 
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for  the  scholastic  year  of  36  weeks  amounts  to  $100,  payable  in  two 
equal  installments  in  advance,  $50  on  the  opening  day  in  September 
and  $50  on  February  1.  To  this  there  is  added  a  fee  of  50  cents  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  numbered  woven  laundry  markers  that  have  to 
be  attached  to  all  articles  sent  to  the  laundry.  All  students  not  livingf 
at  home  while  attending  Normal  are  expected  to  board  at  the  school 
in  Newell  Hall. 

Every  dormitory  student  must  furnish  for  personal  use:  towels, 
toilet  soaps,  table  napkins,  bureau  scarfs,  laundry  bag,  and  two 
tumblers. 

There  is  a  laboratory  fee  of  $1  a  year  required  of  all  students. 
All  students  are  also  required  upon  enrolling  to  make  a  deposit  of 
$5  to  cover  any  loss  or  damage  of  the  books  loaned  free  of  charge 
for  students'  use  during  the  whole  period  of  their  membership  in 
the  school,  and  at  a  student's  graduation  or  withdrawal  this  deposit 
is  returned  if  there  are  no  book  charges  against  the  student. 

Individual  music  instruction,  if  desired,  can  be  arranged  for  at 
the  school,  with  the  addition  of  $1  per  month  for  the  use  of  a  piano 
for  practice  one  hour  a  day. 

Day  students  living  in  Baltimore  or  in  or  near  Towson  can  ob- 
tain wholesome  hot  lunches  in  the  school  cafeteria  at  a  very  low 
charge. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Blank  applications  for  admission  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 
Such  blanks  should  be  secured,  filled  out,  and  sent  to  the  school  well 
in  advance  of  the  student's  coming ;  so  that  the  reply  from  the  school 
can  inform  the  student  as  to  the  enrollment  granted  and  the  dormi- 
tory reservation  recorded.  If,  after  a  student  has  been  given  a 
room  assignment  in  Newell  Hall,  circumstances  arise  to  prevent  the 
student  from  attending  Normal,  that  fact  should  be  immediately 
communicated  to  the  school ;  so  that  the  room  reservation  thus  sur- 
rendered may  be  available  for  another  student.  When  there  are  more 
applications  for  dormitory  places  than  the  accommodations  of  New- 
ell Hall  can  meet,  an  advanced  payment  may  be  required  to  keep 
room  reservations;  and  under  such  circumstances  no  place  will  be 
held  for  a  student  after  the  opening  day  of  Newell  Hall  unless  the 
reservation  is  covered  by  an  advanced  payment. 
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GETTING  TO  TOWSON 

Students  coming  by  railroad  or  boat  from  their  homes  to  any 
one  of  the  Baltimore  stations  or  wharves  will  take  the  nearest  street- 
car line  to  transfer  to  the  Towson  trolley  car,  running  from  the 
center  of  the  city  out  the  York  Road  directly  to  the  school  grounds. 
Towson  can  also  be  reached  by  the  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, and  the  station  of  this  line  in  Towson  is  within  easy  walking 
distance  of  the  school.  Satchels  and  trunks  will  be  handled  for 
students  through  the  school  office,  by  the  use  of  the  school  truck  or 
by  arrangement  with  the  expressman  who  gets  the  baggage  busi- 
ness of  the  school,  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  students  can  individually 
secure  in  Baltimore.

THE  CURRICULA  OFFERED 

The  dominant  aim  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State  pub- 
lic school  system.  To  this  end  the  instruction  and  training  presented 
includes  the  common  professional  subjects  in  the  theory  and  princi- 
ples of  education,  the  study  of  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of 
presentation  of  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  of  the  elementary 
grades,  and  directed  observation  and  practice  teaching  in  the  Nor- 
mal Elementary  School,  immediately  available  as  the  demonstra- 
tion and  practice  school  of  the  institution. 

NEW  CURRICULA 

In  March,  1918,  the  State  Board  of  Education  approved  a  thoro- 
going  revision  of  the  old  Normal  Course ;  and  this  revised  standard 
Two-year  Normal  Curriculum  was  introduced  in  September,  1918. 
The  State  Board  of  Education  also  approved,  in  December,  1918, 
other  new  curricula,  and  continued  the  Academic  Department  as  a 
one-year  course.  These  new  curricula  are  outlined  in  the  sections 
immediately  following.

THE  TWO-YEAR  NORMAL  CURRICULUM 

The  Two- Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  the  principal  course  offered 
in  the  school  and  the  only  course  leading  to  the  regular  diploma  of 
graduation  from  The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  which  se- 
cures the  State  elementary  school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first 
grade.  An  essential  feature  of  this  curriculum  is  the  division  of  the 
school  year  into  three  terms,  the  first  or  Autumn  term,  the  second  or 
Winter  term,  and  the  third  or  Spring  term ;  and  the  organization  of 
the  work  so  that  one  third  of  the  senior  class  after  another  ( Section 
1,  Section  2,  and  Section  3)  will  be  assigned  to  intensive  practice 
teaching  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.*  The  succession  of  subjects 
through  the  six  terms  is  shown  in  the  following  tabulation :

The  numerals  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  time  allotment  per  week  in  terms  of 
fifty-minute  periods. 

As  the  enrollment  of  the  school  grows,  and  as  conditions  in  the 
matter  of  State  public  school  teaching  appointments  become  modi- 
fied, so  that  students  will  want  to  specialize  more  or  less  at  Normal 
in  the  direction  of  the  teaching  assignments  they  expect,  the  two-year 
basal  curriculum  can  be  differentiated  into  several  parallel  courses 
providing  for  specialized  training  toward  particular  phases  of  public 
school  work,  such  as  teaching  in  primary  grades  or  teaching  in  up- 
per grades  or  teaching  in  departmentalized  schools. 


THE  ONE-YEAR  NORMAL  CURRICULUM 

An  approved  One- Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  formed  by  a  modi- 
fication of  the  junior  course  of  the  Two- Year  Curriculum  so  as  to 
introduce  a  minimum  amount  (not  less  than  ten  periods  by  the  State 
Board  ruling)  of  practice  teaching.  Students  completing  this 
course  satisfactorily  will  be  granted  the  State  elementary  teacher's 
certificate  of  the  second  grade.  Any  student  obliged  to  begin  teach- 
ing after  but  one  year  at  Normal  can  pursue  the  One- Year  Curricu- 
lum, and  at  any  later  date  return  to  enter  the  senior  class  and  com- 
plete the  Two- Year  Curriculum  leading  to  the  State  fiTst  grade  cer- 
tificate. 
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THE  ACADEMIC  CURRICULUM 

The  new  Academic  Curriculum  consists  of  a  one-year  course  cor- 
responding in  grade  to  the  fourth  year  of  the  county  high  schools. 
The  subjects  pursued  are  those  specified  in  the  State  Board  by-law 
on  academic  work  required  for  the  examination  to  demonstrate  com- 
pletion of  a  high-school  course.  The  arrangement  of  studies  and 
the  time  allotments  in  periods  per  week  are  as  follows :

Students  from  districts  without  a  four-year  high  school,  but  with 
credit  for  three  years  of  high  school  work,  can  complete  the  equiva- 
lent of  a  standard  high  school  course  at  Normal  by  pursuing  the 
Academic  Curriculum. 

The  completion  of  this  course  by  an  elementary  teacher  holding  a 
third  grade  certificate  would  mean  the  completion  of  the  preparation 
officially  specified  for  the  raising  of  the  third  grade  certificate  to  sec- 
ond grade. 

By  a  modification  of  the  Academic  Curriculum  to  introduce,  in 
place  of  certain  academic  work,  the  equivalent  of  at  least  six  weeks 
of  professional  training,  a  course  would  be  formed  fulfilling  the  re- 
quirements for  the  State  elementary  school  teacher's  certificate  of 
the  third  grade. 

THE  SUMMER  SESSION 

Summer  sessions  of  The  Maryland  State  Normal  School  were 
introduced  in  the  summer  of  1918,  the  first  summer  session  being 
held  in  the  six  weeks  from  June  24  to  August  2.  This  year's  sum- 
mer session  will  be  held  from  June  20  to  July  29. 
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The  Summer  Session  is  planned  to  offer  each  year  a  six  weeks' 
summer  course  especially  designed  for  the  professional  improve- 
ment of  teachers  in  service,  but  adapted  also  for  the  acquirement  of 
the  minimum  Normal  equipment  required  by  law  for  a  teacher's  cer- 
tificate in  Maryland.  Teachers  holding  any  grade  of  certificate  can 
attend  the  summer  session  for  the  purpose  of  having  their  certificates 
renewed ;  teachers  holding  second  or  third  grade  certificates  can  ful- 
fill in  summer  sessions  the  requirements  for  raising  the  grade  of  their 
certificates;  and  teachers  holding  first  grade  certificates  can  attend 
the  summer  session  for  general  improvement  and  professional  stimu- 
lus without  reference  to  their  certificates.  Attendants  upon  the  sum- 
mer session  can  readily  plan  courses  for  a  succession  of  summers  to 
accumulate  credits  toward  the  completion  of  a  standard  normal  cur- 
riculum. 

A  special  announcement  of  the  Maryland  State  Summer  Schools 
is  issued  each  spring  by  the  State  Superintendent,  and  may  be  ob- 
tained upon  request  from  the  State  Department  of  Education,  in 
the  Lexington  Building,  Baltimore,  or  from  The  Maryland  State 
Normal  School,  Towson,  Md. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  DEPARTMENTS 
OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  academic  and  professional  instruction  and  training  given  in 
The  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  not  conducted  in  a  completely 
and  strictly  departmentalized  scheme;  but  the  work  undertaken  in 
the  various  curricula  may  be  outlined  as  embraced  in  six  groups  of 
■studies:  the  education  or  pedagogy  group,  the  English  and  history 
group,  the  science  and  mathematics  group,  the  hygiene  and  physical 
education  group,  the  domestic  science  and  art  group,  and  the  fine 
arts  group. 

Department  of  Education.  The  studies  embraced  in  this  de- 
partment constitute  a  succession  of  courses  designed  to  present  the 
fundamental  theory  of  education  for  democracy  with  principles  of 
teaching  and  classroom  management  and  an  outline  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  modern  elementary  school. 

The  introductory  course  in  general  psychology  presents  essential 
facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  mind,  and  shows 
how  these  facts  become  the  data  of  education.  As  far  as  possible  the 
experimental  method  is  applied  in  studying  mental  phenomena. 

The  course  in  educational  psychology  outlines  the  general  mental 
development  of  the  child,  and  establishes  the  basis  for  the  later  spe- 
cific courses  in  methods  of  teaching  and  principles  of  class  manage- 
ment. The  psychology  of  typical  forms  of  learning  is  carefully 
studied. 

The  course  designated  general  method  has  as  its  main  purpose 
the  formulation  and  analysis  of  the  type  forms  of  teaching,  constitut- 
ing a  general  theory  of  the  recitation.  An  essential  part  of  this 
course  is  the  observational  study  of  the  actual  teaching  of  classes  of 
children  in  the  Normal  Elementary  School  rooms  and  the  writing 
of  lesson  plans  outlining  type  lessons  in  various  subjects  of  the  ele- 
mentary curriculum. 

In  the  primary  methods  course  a  special  study  is  made  of  the  nat- 
ural activities  of  the  normal  child,  upon  which  can  be  grafted  the 
systematic  educative  development  of  the  primary  grades.  Approved 
methods  of  teaching  the  common  branches  are  carefully  presented 
and  practically  demonstrated  in  the  primary  room  of  the  Normal 
Elementary  School. 
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The  modern  education  course  outlines  the  history  of  modern  edu- 
cation with  special  reference  to  the  development  of  the  curriculum 
and  the  methods  of  teaching-  now  prevailing  in  the  best  elementary 
schools.  The  organization  and  administration  of  the  typical  Ameri- 
can school  system  is  also  examined. 

The  course  in  practice  teaching,  as  conducted  in  the  Normal  Ele- 
mentary School,  affords  the  seniors  the  opportunity  of  participating 
in  the  actual  instruction  of  classes  of  children  under  the  supervision 
of  experienced  and  expert  critic  teachers.  Seniors  are  assigned  in 
small  groups  to  the  various  grades  for  fifteen  periods  per  week 
through  the  practice  term  of  twelve  weeks.  Every  student  gets  ex- 
perience in  teaching  not  only  a  number  of  single  lessons,  but  several 
series  of  lessons  developing  organized  units  of  subject  matter;  and 
all  this  student  instruction  is  carefully  planned  beforehand  and  con- 
structively criticised  afterward  in  the  critique  discussions  conducted 
by  the  critic  teachers  with  the  student  groups. 

The  course  entitled  principles  of  teaching  and  class  management 
has  as  its  aim  the  co-ordination  of  all  the  other  education  courses 
and  the  application  of  sound  principles  in  evolving  an  efficient  art 
of  classroom  management  for  either  graded  school  or  rural  school 
conditions.  This  course  is  planned  to  accompany  the  seniors'  prac- 
tice teaching,  so  as  to  furnish  immediate  support  to  the  students  in 
their  first  actual  teaching  and  to  draw  from  that  student  teaching 
fresh  illustrations  and  concrete  data  to  establish  the  principles  of 
management  being  presented. 

Department  of  English  and  History.  In  this  department  are 
embraced  the  various  courses  in  English,  oral  expression,  history, 
civics,  and  current  events. 

The  junior  first  term  English  is  intended  to  summarize  the  Eng- 
lish that  the  teacher  should  be  master  of  before  undertaking  the 
study  of  methods  of  teaching  English.  This  course  will  disclose  the 
students'  individual  weaknesses  that  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  the  second  term  there  comes  the  course  in  primary 
methods,  which  naturally  lays  great  stress  upon  primary  English. 
Then  follow  the  two  courses  in  English  for  intermediate  grades  and 
English  for  upper  grades,  presenting  materials  and  methods  for 
teaching  the  various  phases  of  English  found  in  elementary  school 
curricula. 
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One  or  more  periods  per  week  through  both  the  junior  and  senior 
years  are  devoted  to  the  course  in  oral  expression,  which  deals  with 
voice  culture,  expressive  reading,  story  telling,  dramatics,  and  the 
school  use  of  the  festival  and  the  pageant. 

The  courses  in  history  and  cimcs  extend  through  two  terms  of  the 
Senior  year.  In  scope  the  course  in  history  presents  a  limited  num- 
ber of  comprehensive  topics  that  outline  the  development  of  the 
United  States  from  its  post-Revolution  state  to  its  present  position 
•as  a  world  power ;  and  in  aim  and  method  the  work  is  so  handled  as 
to  develop  methods  of  teaching  history  in  elementary  schools. 

The  civics  course  will  present  the  fundamental  principles  that  un- 
derlie the  American  government  and  determine  the  duties  of  Ameri- 
can citizenship ;  and  in  developing  methods  of  teaching  elementary 
school  civics  especial  emphasis  will  be  laid  upon  community  civics 
and  the  citizenship  of  school  pupils. 

A  study  of  current  events  is  carried  on  systematically  by  the 
juniors  by  means  of  the  daily  papers  and  selected  weekly  magazines, 
and  on  one  day  of  each  week  the  school  assembly  is  given  up  to  a 
presentation  of  the  most  significant  events  of  the  week. 

Below  the  professional  courses  in  English  and  history  for  the 
juniors  and  seniors,  and  preparatory  to  those  courses,  are  the  aca- 
demic English  and  the  academic  history  for  the  students  of  the  aca- 
demic class.  In  these  two  courses  work  of  advanced  high  school 
grade  is  undertaken  in  English  composition,  literature,  and  oral  ex- 
pression, and  in  modern  European  history  and  advanced  American 
history. 

Department  of  Science  and  Mathematics.  In  this  group  of 
studies  are  the  courses  in  biology,  nature  study,  geography,  arith- 
metic, and  the  general  science  and  elementary  correlated  mathemat- 
ics given  in  the  academic  class. 

The  course  in  biology,  given  in  the  first  term  of  the  junior  year, 
aims  chiefly  to  present  the  biological  point  of  view  for  educational, 
sociological,  and  ethical  studies,  and  to  establish  the  right  foundation 
for  nature  study,  physiology  and  hygiene,  and  psychology.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  symbiosis,  variation,  heredity,  organic  evo- 
lution, eugenics,  the  germ  theory  of  disease,  and  the  relation  of  bac- 
teria to  health. 

The  nature  study  course  is  arranged  to  follow  the  cycle  of  the 
year,  beginning  in  the  winter  term  with  juniors,  extending  through 
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the  junior  spring  term,  and  on  through  the  senior  autumn  term. 
Students  are  given  in  the  classroom  and  in  field  study  a  general 
acquaintance  with  the  common  objects  and  processes  in  nature  that 
directly  affect  human  life  and  interests,  and  the  subject  of  school 
and  home  gardening  is  carefully  presented.  This  course  is  also  so 
conducted  as  to  develop  the  technique  of  nature  study  instruction 
in  elementary  schools  and  with  particular  reference  to  rural  schools. 

The  course  in  geography,  pursued  through  two  terms  of  the  senior 
year,  gives  the  fundamentals  of  systematic  geography,  particularly 
as  illustrated  by  North  America  and  the  United  States,  a  survey  of 
the  elementary  school  curriculum  in  geography,  and  a  thorough 
discussion  of  materials  and  methods  for  teaching  geography  in  the 
grades.  Much  attention  is  devoted  to  field  studies,  to  daily  geo- 
graphic observations,  and  to  the  drawing  and  interpretation  of  maps, 
diagrams,  and  graphs.  The  geographic  interpretation  of  the  home 
region  is  emphasized,  and  the  wide  variety  of  geographic  phenome- 
na presented  by  Baltimore  County  is  fully  utilized. 

The  course  in  arithmetic,  pursued  through  two  terms  of  the  junior 
year,  is  in  two  distinct  parts.  The  first  part  aims  to  review  and 
vitalize  the  leading  topics  of  the  subject-matter  of  arithmetic  com- 
m^only  presened  in  the  intermediate  and  upper  grades,  emphasis 
being  placed  upon  the  applications  of  arithmetic  in  modern  busi- 
ness. The  second  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  pedagogy  of 
arithmetic  from  the  first  steps  of  primary  number  work  to  the  teach- 
ing of  the  advanced  arithmetical  topics  found  in  the  last  grade  of  the 
elementary  school.  Attention  is  also  given  to  vitalized  project  teach- 
ing versus  textbook  instruction  and  formal  exercises,  and  to  the 
systematic  measurement  of  arithmetical  progress  and  the  demonstra- 
tion of  attained  results  by  the  use  of  standard  tests. 

The  science  and  mathematics  of  the  academic  class  comprise  a 
course  in  general  science  and  a  course  in  correlated  mathematics.  The 
science  work  is  organized  under  five  major  topics:  air,  water,  food, 
protection,  and  work ;  and  the  study  of  each  topic  is  accompanied 
by  laboratory  experiments  and  the  working  out  of  simple  projects 
assigned  to  individual  students.  The  elementary  correlated  mathe- 
matics course,  introducing  and  connecting  together  important  ele- 
ments of  arithmetic,  alegbra,  geometry,  and  trigonometry,  has  the 
aims  of  discovering  the  interrelations  of  these  various  branches  of 
mathematics,  of  making  familiar  the  most  useful  tools  for  mathe- 
matical problem  solving,  and  of  showing  the  special  adaptation  of 
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the  different  types  of  analysis  and  proof  to  the  various  mathematical 
problems  of  life. 

Department  of  Hygiene  and  Physical  Education.  This  depart- 
ment was  introduced,  under  Federal  aid,  in  September,  1919.  The 
courses  given,  extending  throughout  the  junior  and  senior  years, 
will  include  instruction  and  practical  work  in  physiology  and  hy- 
giene, recreation  and  athletics,  and  children's  playground  activities. 
The  main  purpose  of  the  department  will  be  to  turn  out  teachers  cor- 
rectly instructed  as  to  the  causes  and  prevention  of  common  diseases, 
and  practiced  in  the  field  of  rational  and  healthful  recreation,  so 
that  the  schools  may  become  potent  centers  of  influence  in  state- 
wide movements  for  the  conservation  of  health.  A  most  valuable 
feature  of  the  work  of  this  department  will  be  the  very  careful  ex- 
pert physical  and  medical  examination  and  personal  counsel  that 
levery  student  will  receive. 

Domestic  Science  and  Art  Department.  The  work  of  this  de- 
partment is  divided  between  general  instruction  for  all  the  students 
pursuing  the  standard  normal  curriculum  and  the  specialized  instruc- 
tion and  training  given  the  students  pursuing  the  domestic  science 
and  art  curriculum.* 

The  course  in  home  economics  required  in  the  academic  class  aims 
to  give  an  elementary  knowledge  of  the  composition  of  foods  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  cooking  as  a  basis  for  correct  menu- 
making  and  the  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

Department  of  Fine  Arts.  Under  this  head  may  be  grouped 
the  courses  in  art  and  craftwork  and  in  music. 

The  course  in  art  and  craftwork  extends  through  the  junior  and 
senior  years.  The  art  instruction  and  practice  includes  drawing  and 
design,  brush  work  with  water  colors,  lettering  and  poster  making, 
blackboard  sketching,  and  the  study  of  pictures  adapted  to  children 
of  the  various  grades.  The  work  in  manual  construction  includes 
clay  modeling,  raffia  weaving,  basketry,  and  the  making  of  useful 
and  artistic  articles  from  materials  common  on  the  farm — such  as 
corn  shucks.  Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  utilization  of  art  and 
manual  activities  in  connection  with  the  other  subjects  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  curriculum,  for  example,  drawing  and  construction

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with  reading  lessons,  and  costuming  and  other  properties  for  holiday 
celebrations,  dramatics,  and  pageants. 

The  art  course  for  the  academic  class  consists  of  instruction  and 
practice  in  such  art  and  construction  work  as  is  commonly  given  in 
advanced  high  school  classes. 

MUSIC 

The  course  in  Music  extends  through  the  junior  and  senior 
years.  In  the  junior  year  the  instruction  has  for  its  aims  a  wider 
vision  along  the  lines  of  general  music  education,  including  work 
in  history  of  music,  music  appreciation  and  rudiments  of  music. 
In  the  senior  year  the  instruction  centers  upon  music  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools,  taking  up  school  music  literature  and  the  meth- 
ods of  teaching  school  music,  both  in  theory  and  practice. 

The  music  in  the  academic  class  consists  of  instruction  and 
practice  in  chorus  singing,  with  class  lectures  on  selections  and 
composers  chosen  for  study. 

Private  lessons  in  piano,  violin  and  vocal  music  may  be  secured 
through  the  Normal  School.

THE  MARYLAND  STATE  NORMAL 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Elementary  School  attached  to  The  Maryland  State  Normal 
School  is  conducted  as  a  regular  public  school  for  children  living  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Normal.  The  school  is  at  present  organized  as  a 
four-room  school  of  seven  grades,  paralleling  the  seven  grades  of 
the  Baltimore  County  elementary  school  system.  The  four  teachers 
in  charge  are  experts  in  the  elementary  field,  and  were  selected  for 
their  adaptability  to  the  special  conditions  of  a  Normal  School 
elementary  department. 
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The  classrooms  are  used  by  Normal  students  for  systematic  ob- 
servation and  carefully  planned  practice  teaching;  but  the  regular 
teachers  are  constantly  present  to  supervise  and  support  the  seniors 
while  at  practice,  and  at  least  two-fifths  of  each  day's  teaching  is 
done  entirely  by  the  regular  teachers.  In  this  way  the  welfare  of 
the  children  and  their  progress  in  their  studies  are  properly  safe- 
guarded. Reports  concerning  the  high  school  work  of  pupils  pro- 
moted from  the  Normal  elementary  schools  to  the  Towson  High 
School  or  to  the  secondary  schools  of  Baltimore  indicate  that  these 
pupils  are  able  to  make  creditable  records  in  their  high  school  studies 
and  to  measure  up  quite  satisfactorily  beside  pupils  promoted  from 
other  county  or  city  elementary  schools. 

REGULATIONS 

Pupils  are  admitted,  as  a  rule,  only  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  September,  and  usually  all  the  seats  available  in  each  grade  are 
taken  on  the  first  day  of  school. 

Pupils  are  not  admitted  to  any  grade  above  the  first  grade  except 
upon  evidence  from  their  preceding  schools  that  they  have  completed 
thoroughly  all  the  work  of  the  previous  grade. 

Any  pupils  found  unsatisfactory,  whether  from  inability,  indif- 
ference, or  unruliness,  may  be  denied  the  privilege  of  attending  this 
school  and  given  transfers  to  a  school  of  Towson,  Govans,  or  Balti- 
more. 

The  school  day  is  as  follows:  Forenoon  session  from  9  A.  M.  to 
12  M. ;  luncheon  hour  from  noon  to  1  P,  M. ;  afternoon  session  from 
1  P.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  Hot  lunches  are  served  in  the  school  cafeteria 
at  very  reasonable  prices. 

The  opening  day  in  September  and  the  holiday  days  through  the 
year  coincide  with  the  corresponding  days  of  the  Normal  School 
calendar.  The  closing  day  in  June  usually  corresponds  with  the 
closing  day  of  the  Baltimore  County  elementary  schools. 

A  limited  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  will  be  given  the 
privilege  each  summer  of  attending  in  half-day  sessions  the  six 
weeks'  summer  school  that  forms  the  Elementary  Demonstration 
School  of  the  Normal  School  Summer  Session.

WHO  SHOULD  ELECT  TEACHING  AS  A  PROFESSION 

The  selection  of  a  life  career  should  be  made  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  the  factors  involved.  In  order  to  do  this  intelli- 
gently for  the  teaching  profession,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  fol- 
lowing factors:  (1)  The  status  of  teaching  in  Maryland;  (2)  Per- 
sonal qualifications;  (3)  Opportunities  in  the  profession. 

Status  of  the  Profession  in  Maryland 

In  Maryland  there  are  about  3,500  teachers  in  elementary  grades 
and  high  schools.  One-third  of  these  are  teaching  on  third-grade 
certificates ;  one-third,  on  second  grade  certificates,  and  one-third,  on 
first-grade  certificates.  The  educational  objective  in  a  forward-look- 
ing and  progressive  state  is  to  place  "a  trained  teacher  in  every  class 
room"  in  the  schools  of  that  State.  Therefore,  to  do  their  duty  by 
the  people  of  Maryland  the  normal  schools  in  this  State  should  have 
in  attendance  at  least  one  thousand  students,  so  that  five  hundred 
trained  teachers  can  be  counted  upon  yearly  to  take  the  place  of  the 
five  hundred  teachers  who  leave  the  field  each  year. 

Personal  Qualifications 

The  high  school  graduates  who  elect  the  teaching  profession  as  their 
chosen  field  are  those  who  should  have  considered  all  the  professional 
fields:  medicine,  law,  engineering,  institutional  management,  educa- 
tion, etc.,  and  after  due  study  of  their  own  aptitudes  for  these  calHngs 
should  have  decided  that  the  field  of  education  holds  for  them  the 
greatest  possibilities  for  personal  growth,  talent  and  success.  Such 
young  men  and  women  will  be  real  students ;  will  love  children  and  be 
as  interested  in  developing  a  child's  possibilities  as  a  student  of  medi- 
cine is  in  studying  disease  or  surgery  in  its  remedial  and  preventive 
phases ;  will  possess  leadership  characteristics ;  will  have  a  sense  of 
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humor ;  and  will  be,  above  all  else,  straightforward  and  trustworthy. 
To  this  type  of  high  school  student  the  normal  schools  of  the  coun- 
try extend  a  welcoming  hand. 

Opportunities  in  the  Profession 

The  new  State  law  for  1922  raises  the  minimum  beginning  salary 
for  elementary  school  teachers  from  $800  to  $950  for  a  normal  school 
graduate  or  a  teacher  with  a  first-grade  certificate.  Positions  at  the 
top  are  open  for  gifted  and  experienced  teachers,  as  principals,  as 
helping  teachers,  as  supervisors  and  as  county  superintendents.  These 
are  all  positions  of  leadership,  and  the  profession  needs  leaders. 
Prof.  E.  L.  Thorndike  says  that  if  education  could  claim  five  hun- 
dred such  leaders  as  medicine  has  in  men  like  our  own  Dr.  John  M. 
T.  Finney  and  Dr.  William  Welch,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Medical 
School,  and  Dr.  Simon  Flexner  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  educa- 
tion would  indeed  be  looked  upon  with  the  respect  it  deserves  among 
the  group  of  professions.  Our  slogan  is  "A  trained  teacher  in  every 
class  room  in  the  schools  of  the  country."  When  this  is  accomplished 
other  results  will  follow,  and  the  greatest  objective  a  democracy  can 
have  will  have  been  reached — the  wiping  out  of  illiteracy  and  an  equal 
opportunity  for  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  United  States.

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General  Information 


HISTORY 

THE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  the  oldest  and  the  leading 
institution  in  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  training  of  elemen- 
tary school  teachers,  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1865, 
and  opened  on  January  15,  1866.  It  was  for  a  long  time  Maryland's 
only  institution  exclusively  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
public  schools.  The  old  Normal  School  building,  which  housed  the 
school  on  Lafayette  Square,  in  Baltimore,  from  1876  until  1915,  is 
gratefully  remembered  by  hundreds  of  Maryland  teachers,  and  it  still 
stands  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  landmarks  in  the  history  of  the 
public  education  in  Maryland. 

LOCATION  AT  TOWSON 

In  the  autumn  of  1915  the  school  was  moved  into  splendid  new 
quarters  just  south  of  Towson,  in  Baltimore  county,  where,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building  Com- 
mission, the  State  made  an  educational  investment  of  more  than 
$840,000.  This  location  is  ideal.  The  grounds,  over  88  acres  in 
extent,  comprise  beautiful  lawns,  athletic  fields,  parked  walks,  wood- 
lands, residence  halls  and  truck  gardens,  contributing  to  the  support 
of  the  residence  halls.  There  is  abundant  opportunity  for  healthful 
outdoor  recreation,  for  connecting  up  school  instruction  with  field 
study  of  the  real  things  in  nature,  and  for  gaining  practical  knowledge 
and  experience  from  the  various  regular  activities  and  extra-school 
activities  of  the  institution. 

Though  entirely  removed  from  Baltimore,  the  school  is  near  enough 
to  Maryland's  great  city  to  permit  of  trolley  trips  to  Baltimore  for 
visits  to  the  art  galleries,  for  attendance  upon  concerts  and  lectures, 
and  for  other  cultural  purposes.  From  time  to  time,  also  on  Saturdays 
and  holidays,  students  can  conveniently  meet  their  parents  for  a  day 
together  in  Baltimore.  Moreover,  the  mail,  express  and  other  con- 
veniences of  Towson  are  immediately  at  hand ;  and  the  schools  of 
Towson,   Baltimore,    Lutherville,   Timonium,   Fullerton,   Ridge   and 
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other  nearby  places  afford  the  students  opportunities  to  visit  typical 
urban,  suburban  and  rural  schools,  and  to  practice  their  teaching 
under  actual  conditions. 

BUILDINGS 
The  main  buildings  are  the  Administration  Building,  Newell  Hall, 
the  Gymnasium  and  the  Power  House. 

ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 

The  Administration  Building  contains  the  executive  offices,  recep- 
tion rooms,  Alumni  parlors,  the  auditorium,  lecture  rooms,  class 
rooms,  laboratories,  the  library  and  the  domestic  science  department, 
including  the  cafeteria  and  dining  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
day  students.  In  this  building  also  is  located  the  Elementary  School 
that  serves  as  the  laboratory  school  for  observation  and  practice 
work,  being  a  regular  seven-grade  Baltimore  county  school  for  chil- 
dren living  in  the  Towson  district  immediately  surrounding  the 
school,  and  for  children  from  Baltimore  city  in  the  proximity  of  the 
school.  In  September,  1921,  several  large  rooms  in  this  building 
were  divided  into  cubicles,  each  of  which  is  furnished  to  provide 
sleeping  accommodations  for  two  students ;  and  now  seventy  boarding 
students  are  comfortably  housed  here.  When  the  new  dormitory 
unit  is  completed,  the  cubicles  will  be  abandoned  and  the  rooms 
converted  again  into  class  rooms. 

LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  Power  House  is  the  center  of  the  lighting,  heating,  water,  gas, 
electric  and  refrigerating  service,  supplied  by  a  tunnel  system  to  all 
parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  In  it  is  located  the  Gymnasium. 
In  September,  1921,  the  Gymnasium  was  transformed  into  a  bar- 
racks for  the  men  students  and  will  continue  to  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose until  a  men's  dormitory  shall  be  built. 

Newell  Hall,  the  main  dormitory,  is  constructed  on  a  plan  afford- 
ing room  and  bath  facilities  quite  superior  to  those  crdinarily  found 
in  even  the  best  of  the  private  boarding  schoc Is  and  c^^'leges.  The  unit 
of  the  plan,  fully  carried  out  on  the  first  two  floors,  is  a  pair  of 
rooms  with  commodious  bath  between  them.  Rooms  accommodate 
two,  three  or  four  students.    The  third  floor  has  the  common  dormi- 
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tory  arrangement  of  group  baths  at  the  two  ends  of  the  corridor. 
Newell  Hall  will  house  two  hundred  and  eighty  students.  One  of 
the  rooms,  at  the  extreme  southeast  end  of  the  corridor  of  the  build- 
ing, where  there  is  much  privacy  and  sunlight,  is  set  aside  each  year 
for  infirmary  purposes,  and  here  any  student  taken  sick  can  be  kept 
isolated,  if  necessary,  from  all  other  students. 

There  are,  then,  three  residence  halls :  Newell  Hall  and  Admin- 
istration Hall  for  girls,  and  Gymnasium  Hall  for  boys.  The  appro- 
priation of  $150,000  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1922  will 
be  used  to  add  another  dormitory  unit,  which  will  house  the  one 
hundred  students  now  occupying  the  cubicles  in  Administration  Hall. 

OUT-OF-DORMITORY  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Beginning  with  September,  1922,  it  is  expected  the  enrollment  will 
be  larger  than  can  be  accommodated  in  the  three  residence  halls. 
Our  capacity  is  limited  to  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  students. 
After  these  reservations  are  exhausted  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
place  students  in  comfortable  boarding  quarters  in  the  Towson  homes. 
This  is  done  in  all  college  towns  where  enrollment  exceeds  dormi- 
tory capacity.  A  list  of  available  rooms  will  be  furnished  upon  re- 
quest, and  such  boarding  students  will  assume  responsibility  for  rent- 
ing and  paying  for  rooms  during  the  thirty-six  weeks  of  school.  The 
school  will  furnish  meals  and  laundry  to  such  oiit-of -dormitory 
students  free  of  charge,  will  have  a  special  social  adviser  to  visit  them 
in  their  homes,  and  will  take  care  of  their  health  just  as  it  cares  for  all 
other  students.  In  fact,  except  for  living  in  one  of  the  residence  halls, 
these  students  will  have  all  the  privileges  and  live  by  the  same  regula- 
tions as  the  in-dormitory  students.  It  is  estimated  that  rooms  can  be 
secured  in  the  town  at  weekly  rates  from  $2.50  to  $4  per  person  (two 
in  a  room). 

SUPERVISION  OF  RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

The  regular  hours  of  the  school  day  are  from  8.45  A.  M.  to  3.15 
P.  ]\I.;  and  day  students,  upon  completing  each  day  any- assignment 
they  may  have  after  3.15  o'clock,  are  free  to  leave  for  their  homes, 
and  the  school  is  held  for  no  further  responsibility  toward  them. 
Over  the  resident  students,  however,  the  teachers  and  the  oflicers 
of  Newell  Hall  exercise  the  customary  residence  hall  supervision  and 
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guidance,  so  that  parents  may  feel  assured  their  daughters  and  sons 
are  in,  the  hands  of  careful,  responsible  and  experienced  institu- 
tional directors. 

To  this  end  the  hours  of  the  day  outside  of  school  hours  are 
systematically  arranged  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  study  or 
other  appropriate  duties,  efforts  being  made  to  have  every  student 
interested  to  a  proper  extent  in  recreation  and  social  activities  as  the 
needful  supplement  to  study  and  recitation.  Social  functions,  such 
as  class  entertainments,  teas,  receptions  and  dances,  are  planned 
under  faculty  chaperonage  as  a  valuable  means  of  promoting  the 
education  of  the  students  in  the  social  graces,  an  important  element 
in  the  future  teacher's  equipment. 

Because  these  social  and  recreative  activities  among  the  students 
themselves,  added  to  the  serious  program  of  studies  assigned  each 
class,  are  considered  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole  time  of  everyone 
in  Newell  Hall,  visits  of  outside  persons,  though  not  entirely  for- 
bidden, are  not  encouraged.  Visitors  are,  however,  received  on  Fri- 
day evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons ;  but  students  must  register 
their  visitors,  so  that,  whenever  it  seems  desirable,  parents  may  be 
informed  of  the  guests  their  sons  and  daughters  are  entertaining. 

Attention  to  the  religious  interest  of  the  students  is  given  in  the 
form  of  regular  chapel  exercises  in  the  school  and  Sunday  vesper 
services  in  the  dormitory.  Cordial  co-operation  is  sought  between 
the  school  and  the  ministers  of  the  various  churches  in  Towson  and 
Baltimore,  so  as  to  encourage  the  boarding  students  to  attend  regu- 
larly the  church  and  Sunday  School  services  of  their  family  connec- 
tion. A  weekly  Bible  class  is  also  conducted  in  the  dormitory  under 
the  leadership  of  one  of  the  Towson  ministers. 

There  is  an  active  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organization  among  the  students. 
The  dormitory  is  managed  partly  through  a  student  government  or- 
ganization which  is  an  interesting  development  of  the  last  two  years. 

COST  AND  DORMITORY  REQUIREMENTS 

To  encourage  capable  and  ambitious  young  people  to  enter  the 
profession  of  teaching  and  devote  some  years,  if  not  a  lifetime,  to 
service  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  offers  all  the  advantages  of  the 
splendid  Towson  plant  free  of  any  tuition  fee.     All  students  who 
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enter  are  now  classed  as  scholarship  students,  since  any  worthy 
Maryland  student,  duly  certified  as  prepared  to  undertake  Normal 
School  work,  can  obtain  admission  to  the  school  simply  by  agreeing 
to  the  obligation  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Maryland  for  at 
least  two  years  after  graduation. 

Dormitory  students  admitted  to  rooms  in  the  residence  halls  are 
given  room,  board  and  laundry  and  personal  care  at  the  rate  of  only 
$2.78  per  week.  This  charge  for  the  scholastic  year  of  36  weeks 
amounts  to  $100,  payable  in  two  equal  installments  in  advance,  $50 
on  the  opening  day  in  September  and  $50  on  February  1.  In  addition 
to  this,  three  fees,  to  be  paid  every  year,  are  required :  a  $5  registration 
fee,  a  $5  laboratory  fee  and  a  $5  health  fee.  The  $5  health  fee  is 
really  a  health  insurance  expedient ;  for  by  this  fee  the  health  of  the 
student  will  be  carefully  safeguarded.  A  trained  nurse  will  be  regu- 
larly employed  as  a  full-time  member  of  the  staff,  and  doctor's  bills  for 
the  petty  ailments  will  be  met  out  of  this  fund.  If,  however,  a  student 
is  ill  enough  to  be  sent  to  a  hospital,  the  school  will  not  assume  respon- 
sibility for  such  expenses.  The  school  will  recommend  a  physician  to 
all  students  who  have  no  special  choice  among  the  physicians  in  and 
around  Towson,  but  it  will  also  endeavor  to  employ  through  the 
health-fee  fund  any  physician  a  student  may  request. 

Every  student  must  furnish  for  personal  use:  towels,  toilet  soaps, 
bureau  scarfs,  six  yards  of  heavy  unbleached  muslin  to  be  made  into 
a  protecting  case  for  the  mattress,  one  pair  of  extra  blankets  (the 
school  provides  one  pair  of  blankets),  two  laundry  bags  and  two 
tumblers.  Woven  laundry  markers  specially  numbered  must  be  at- 
tached to  all  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  and  for  these  markers,  which 
must  be  purchased  at  the  school,  a  charge  of  50  cents  is  needed. 
A  breakage  or  property  deposit  of  $5  is  required  of  all  students. 
This  will  be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  two-year  session  if  the 
student  has  not  broken  or  destroyed  any  of  the  dormitory  furniture 
or  furnishings. 

Individual  music  instruction,  if  desired,  can  be  arranged  for  at  the 
school.  For  this  instruction  there  is  a  fee  of  $25  each  semester,  with 
the  addition  of  $1  per  month  for  the  use  of  a  piano  for  practice  one 
hour  a  day,  payable  in  two  installments. 

Day  students  can  obtain  wholesome  hot  lunches  in  the  school  cafe- 
teria at  a  very  low  charge.

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ADMISSION  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Two  classes  are  now  in  operation :  the  Junior  Class  and  the  Senior 
Class. 

In  September,  1918,  there  was  introduced  a  thorough  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  school,  including  a  radical  revision  of  the  two-year  pro- 
fessional curriculum,  the  Standard  Normal  Course.  In  connection 
with  this  reorganization  the  Academic  Department,  for  students  be- 
low high  school  graduation,  was  reduced  in  scope  by  dropping  the 
"first  year"  class,  the  lower  of  the  two  sub-professional  years  for- 
merly offered.  This  left  only  one  Academic  Class,  the  former 
"second  year"  class,  which  corresponded  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year 
of  an  accredited  county  high  school.  In  September,  1921,  this  class 
was  dropped  and  no  more  admissions  from  second  and  third  group 
high  schools  were  honored.  .Therefore,  a  new  note  in  the  history 
of  the  school  was  reached;  and  September,  1921,  will  stand  out  as 
the  year  when  the  school  accepted  only  graduates  from  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course. 

The  Junior  Class. — Graduation  from  an  approved  four-year  high 
school  is  required  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Senior  Class. — This  class  is  made  up  of :  (1)  Students  regu- 
larly promoted  from  the  Junior  Class,  and  (2)  advanced  students 
from  other  Normal  Schools,  teachers  of  experience  or  college  gradu- 
ates, admitted  directly  to  Senior  rank  upon  evidence  that  they  have 
secured  elsewhere  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  work. 

All  irregular  students  wishing  to  apply  for  Senior  Class  credits 
must  secure  credentials  for  admission  to  the  Normal  Schools  of  the 
State  through  the  Credit  Secretary  of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation.    (Lexington  Building,  Baltimore,  Maryland.) 

STATE  TEACHERS'  CERTIFICATES 

Upon  receiving  the  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  two-year 
Standard  Normal  Curriculum  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School, 
the  graduate  is  immediately  awarded  the  State  elementary  school 
teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  This  certificate  is  valid  for 
service  in  any  school  in  the  State  for  three  years,  and  it  is  renewable 
upon  evidence  of  successful  experience  and  professional  spirit.

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THE  CURRICULUM  OFFERED 

The  dominant  aim  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  public 
school  system.  To  this  end  the  following  principles  indicate  the  gen- 
eral plan  upon  which  the  course  of  study  is  based : 

1.  The  definite  field  of  work  of  this  school  is  the  training  of  teach- 
ers for  the  elementary  schools.  To  graduate  as  a  teacher  for  the 
elementary  schools  connotes  a  high  professional  and  academic  out- 
look as  well  as  ability  for  social  and  civic  leadership. 

2.  Courses  should  be  so  planned  as  to  make  a  definite  contribu- 
tion to  the  training  of  teachers  in  a  way  that  will  lead  on  to  recogni- 
tion for  college  credit  in  the  leading  Teachers  Colleges  of  the  country. 

3.  The  objective  of  all  the  courses  shall  be  participation  in  the 
actual  work  of  teaching. 

4.  The  course  should  provide  for  differentiated  curricula  leading 
to  specilization  in  grade  positions.  These  differentiated  courses 
should  follow  phases  of  participation  throughout  the  Junior  year. 

5.  There  should  be  four  types  of  courses :  First,  informational 
courses  which  aim  to  make  students  intelligent  toward  their  environ- 
ment. In  these  courses,  though  the  emphasis  will  be  upon  subiect- 
matter,  the  application  to  the  practical  work  of  teaching  will  never  be 
neglected.  Second,  there  should  be  courses  in  which  the  emphasis 
will  be  laid  upon  the  principles  underlying  the  teaching  of  special 
subjects,  but  in  these  rich  and  varied  subject-matter  will  be  used. 
Third,  there  should  be  courses  in  the  general  field  of  education. 
Fourth,  there  should  be  practice  teaching,  which  is  the  laboratory 
work  of  the  student-teacher. 

The  Two-Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  the  only  course  offered  in 
the  school,  and  leads  to  the  regular  diploma  of  graduation  from  the 
Maryland  State  Normal  School,  which  secures  the  State  elementary 
school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  An  essential  feature 
of  this  curriculum  is  the  division  of  the  school  year  into  three  terms, 
the  first  or  Autumn  term,  the  second  or  Winter  term,  and  the  third 
or  Spring  term;  and  the  organization  of  the  work  so  that  one-third 
of  the  Senior  Class  each  term  will  be  assigned  to  intensive  practice 
teaching  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.  The  following  list  of  sub- 
jects indicate  the  character  of  work  planned  for  each  year.

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PRACTICE  TEACHING 

The  practice  teaching  at  the  Normal  School  is  offered  in  three  types 
of  specialization.    The  three  types  are: 

a.  Primary  grade  activities. 

b.  Upper  or  intermediate  grade  work. 

c.  Rural  education. 

All  student-teachers  will  have  a  maximum  of  their  work  in  prac- 
tice teaching  either  in  the  six-teacher  elementary  school  department 
at  the  Normal  with  experience  in  all  seven  grades  or  in  the  urban, 
suburban  or  rural  schools  in  Baltimore  county.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  help  a  student  choose  wisely.  Two  factors  or  influences 
will  work  together  in  this  choice.  They  are :  First,  the  student's  own 
choice  of  work ;  second,  the  student's  special  aptitude. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  through  the  co-operation  of  Mr. 
C.  G.  Cooper,  Superintendent  of  Baltimore  County  Schools,  rural 
practice  is  being  carried  on  in  the  one-room  school  at  Ridge,  the  two- 
room  schools  at  Timonium  and  Lutherville  and  the  graded  school 
at  Fullerton. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Blank  applications  for  admission  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 
Such  blanks  should  be  secured,  filled  out  and  sent  to  the  school  well 
in  advance  of  the  student's  coming,  so  that  the  reply  from  the  school 
can  inform  the  student  as  to  the  enrollment  granted  and  the  dormitory 
reservation  recorded.  If,  after  a  student  has  been  given  a  room 
assignment  in  one  of  the  residence  halls,  circumstances  arise  to  pre- 
vent the  student  from  attending  Normal,  that  fact  should  be  imme- 
diately communicated  to  the  school,  so  that  the  room  reservation  thus 
surrendered  may  be  available  for  another  student.

Foreword 

WHO  SHOULD  ELECT  TEACHING  AS  A  PROFESSION 

The  selection  of  a  life  career  should  be  made  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  the  factors  involved.  In  order  to  do  this  intelli- 
gently for  the  teaching  profession,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  fol- 
lowing factors:  (1)  The  status  of  teaching  in  Maryland;  (2)  Per- 
sonal qualifications;  (3)  Opportunities  in  the  profession. 

Status  of  the  Profession  in  Maryland 

In  Maryland  there  are  about  3,500  teachers  in  elementary  grades 
and  high  schools.  One-third  of  these  are  teaching  on  third-grade 
certificates ;  one-third,  on  second  grade  certificates,  and  one-third,  on 
first-grade  certificates.  The  educational  objective  in  a  forward-look- 
ing and  progressive  state  is  to  place  "a  trained  teacher  in  every  class 
room"  in  the  schools  of  that  State.  Therefore,  to  do  their  duty  by 
the  people  of  Maryland  the  normal  schools  in  this  State  should  have 
in  attendance  at  least  one  thousand  students,  so  that  five  hundred 
trained  teachers  can  be  counted  upon  yearly  to  take  the  place  of  the 
five  hundred  teachers  who  leave  the  field  each  year. 

Personal  Qualifications 

The  high  school  graduates  who  elect  the  teaching  profession  as  their 
chosen  field  are  those  who  should  have  considered  all  the  professional 
fields :  medicine,  law,  engineering,  institutional  management,  educa- 
tion, etc.,  and  after  due  study  of  their  own  aptitudes  for  these  callings 
should  have  decided  that  the  field  of  education  holds  for  them  the 
greatest  possibilities  for  personal  growth,  talent  and  success.  Siich 
young  men  and  women  will  be  real' students ;  will  love  children  and  be 
as  interested  in  developing  a  child's  possibilities  as  a  student  of  medi- 
cine is  in  studying  disease  or  surgery  in  its  remedial  and  preventive 
phases ;  will  possess  leadership  characteristics ;  will  have  a  sense  of 
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humor ;  and  will  be,  above  all  else,  straightforward  and  trustworthy. 
To  this  type  of  high  school  student  the  normal  schools  of  the  coun- 
try extend  a  welcoming  hand. 

Opportunities  in  the  Profession 

The  new  State  law  for  1922  raises  the  minimum  beginning  salary 
for  elementary  school  teachers  from  $800  to  $950  for  a  normal  school 
graduate  or  a  teacher  with  a  first-grade  certificate.  Positions  at  the 
top  are  open  for  gifted  and  experienced  teachers,  as  principals,  as 
helping  teachers,  as  supervisors  and  as  county  superintendents.  These 
are  all  positions  of  leadership,  and  the  profession  needs  leaders. 
Prof.  E.  L.  Thorndike  says  that  if  education  could  claim  five  hun- 
dred such  leaders  as  medicine  has  in  men  like  our  own  Dr.  John  M. 
T.  Finney  and  Dr.  William  Welch,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Medical 
School,  and  Dr.  Simon  Flexner  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute,  educa- 
tion would  indeed  be  looked  upon  with  the  respect  it  deserves  among 
the  group  of  professions.  Our  slogan  is  "A  trained  teacher  in  every 
class  room  in  the  schools  of  the  country."  When  this  is  accomplished 
other  results  will  follow,  and  the  greatest  objective  a  democracy  can 
have  will  have  been  reached — the  wiping  out  of  illiteracy  and  an  equal 
opportunity  for  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  United  States.

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General  Information 


HISTORY 

THE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  the  oldest  and  the  leading 
institution  in  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  training  of  elemen- 
tary school  teachers,  was  created  by  the  Legislature  of  1865, 
and  opened  on  January  15,  1866.  It  was  for  a  long  time  Maryland's 
only  institution  exclusively  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
public  schools.  The  old  Normal  School  building,  which  housed  the 
school  on  Lafayette  Square,  in  Baltimore,  from  1876  until  1915,  is 
gratefully  remembered  by  hundreds  of  Maryland  teachers,  and  it  still 
stands  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  landmarks  in  the  history  of  the 
public  education  in  Maryland. 

LOCATION  AT  TOWSON    " 

In  the  autumn  of  1915  the  school  was  moved  into  splendid  new 
quarters  just  south  of  Towson,  in  Baltimore  county,  where,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building  Com- 
mission, the  State  made  an  educational  investment  of  more  than 
$840,000.  This  location  is  ideal.  The  grounds,  over  88  acres  in 
extent,  comprise  beautiful  lawns,  athletic  fields,  parked  walks,  wood- 
lands, residence  halls  and  truck  gardens,  contributing  to  the  support 
of  the  residence  halls.  There  is  abundant  opportunity  for  healthful 
outdoor  recreation,  for  connecting  up  school  instruction  with  field 
study  of  the  real  things  in  nature,  and  for  gaining  practical  knowledge 
and  experience  from  the  various  regular  activities  and  extra-school 
activities  of  the  institution. 

Though  entirely  removed  from  Baltimore,  the  school  is  near  enough 
to  Maryland's  great  city  to  permit  of  trolley  trips  to  Baltimore  for 
visits  to  the  art  galleries,  for  attendance  upon  concerts  and  lectures, 
and  for  other  cultural  purposes.  From  time  to  time,  also  on  Saturdays 
and  holidays,  students  can  conveniently  meet  their  parents  for  a  day 
together  in  Baltimore.  Moreover,  the  mail,  express  and  other  con- 
veniences of  Towson  are  immediately  at  hand;  and  the  schools  of 
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Towson,  .Baltimore,  Lutherville,  Timonium,  Fullerton,  Ridge  and 
other  nearby  places  afford  the  students  opportunities  to  visit  typical 
urban,  suburban  and  rural  schools,  and  to  practice  their  teaching 
under  actual  conditions. 

BUILDINGS 

The  main  buildings  are  the  Administration  Building,  Newell  Hall, 
the  Gymnasium  and  the  Power  House. 

ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 

The  Administration  Building  contains  the  executive  offices,  recep- 
tion rooms.  Alumni  parlors,  the  auditorium,  lecture  rooms,  class 
rooms,  laboratories,  the  library  and  the  domestic  science  department, 
including  the  cafeteria  and  dining  room  for  the  accommodation  of 
day  students.  In  this  building  also  is  located  the  Elementary  School 
that  serves  as  the  laboratory  school  for  observation  and  practice 
work,  being  a  regular  seven-grade  Baltimore  county  school  for  chil- 
dren living  in  the  Towson  district  immediately  surrounding  the 
school,  and  for  children  from  Baltimore  city  in  the  proximity  of  the 
school.  In  September,  1921,  several  large  rooms  in  this  building 
were  divided  into  cubicles,  each  of  which  is  furnished  to  provide 
sleeping  accommodations  for  two  students  ;  and  now  seventy  boarding 
students  are  comfortably  housed  here.  When  the  new  dormitory 
unit  is  completed,  the  cubicles  will  be  abandoned  and  the  rooms 
converted  again  into  class  rooms. 

LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  Power  House  is  the  center  of  the  lighting,  heating,  water,  gas, 
electric  and  refrigerating  service,  supplied  by  a  tunnel  system  to  all 
parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  In  it  is  located  the  Gymnasium. 
In  September,  1921,  the  Gymnasium  was  transformed  into  a  bar- 
racks for  the  men  students  and  will  continue  to  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose until  a  men's  dormitory  shall  be  built. 

Newell  Hall,  the  main  dormitory,  is  constructed  on  a  plan  afford- 
ing room  and  bath  facilities  quite  superior  to  those  ordinarily  found 
in  even  the  best  of  the  private  boarding  schools  and  colleges.    The  unit 
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of  the  plan,  fully  carried  out  on  the  first  two  floors,  is  a  pair  of 
rooms  with  commodious  bath  between  them.  Rooms  accommodate 
two,  three  or  four  students.  The  third  floor  has  the  common  dormi- 
tory arrangement  of  group  baths  at  the  two  ends  of  the  corridor. 
Newell  Hall  will  house  two  hundred  and  eighty  students.  One  of 
the  rooms,  at  the  extreme  southeast  end  of  the  corridor  of  the  Imild- 
ing,  where  there  is  much  privacy  and  sunlight,  is  set  aside  each  year 
for  infirmary  purposes,  and  here  any  student  taken  sick  can  be  kept 
isolated,  if  necessary,  from  all  other  students. 

There  are,  then,  three  residence  halls :  Newell  Hall  and  Admin- 
istration Hall  for  girls,  and  Gymnasium  Hall  for  l^oys.  The  appro- 
priation of  $150,000  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1922  will 
be  used  to  add  another  dormitory  unit,  which  will  house  the  one 
hundred  students  now  occupying  the  cubicles  in  Administration  Hall. 

OUT-OF-DORMITORY  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Beginning  with  September,  1922,  it  is  expected  the  enrollment  will 
be  larger  than  can  be  accommodated  in  the  three  residence  halls. 
Our  capacity  is  limited  to  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  students. 
After  these  reservations  are  exhausted  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
place  students  in  comfortable  boarding  quarters  in  the  Towson  homes. 
This  is  done  in  all  college  towns  where  enrollment  exceeds  dormi- 
tory capacity.  A  list  of  available  rooms  will  be  furnished  upon  re- 
quest, and  such  boarding  students  will  assume  responsibility  for  rent- 
ing and  paying  for  rooms  during  the  thirty-six  weeks  of  school.  The 
school  will  furnish  meals  and  laundry  to  such  out-of-dormitory 
students  free  of  charge,  will  have  a  special  social  adviser  to  visit  them 
in  their  homes,  and  will  take  care  of  their  health  just  as  it  cares  for  all 
other  students.  In  fact,  except  for  living  in  one  of  the  residence  halls, 
these  students  will  have  all  the  privileges  and  live  by  the  same  regula- 
tions as  the  in-dormitory  students.  It  is  estimated  that  rooms  can  be 
secured  in  the  town  at  weekly  rates  from  $2.50  to  $-1  per  person  (two 
in  a  room). 

SUPERVISION  OF  RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

The  regular  hours  of  the  school  day  are  from  8.45  A.  M.  to  3.15 
P.  M. ;  and  day  students,  upon  completing  each  day  any  assignment 
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they  may  have  after  3.15  o'clock,  are  free  to  leave  for  their  homes, 
and  the  school  is  held  for  no  further  responsibihty  toward  them. 
Over  the  resident  students,  however,  the  teachers  and  the  officers 
of  Newell  Hall  exercise  the  customary  residence  hall  supervision  and 
guidance,  so  that  parents  may  feel  assured  their  daughters  and  sons 
are  in  the  hands  of  careful,  responsible  and  experienced  institu- 
tional directors. 

To  this  end  the  hours  of  the  day  outside  of  school  hours  are 
systematically  arranged  in  a  program  of  recreation  and  study  or 
other  appropriate  duties,  efforts  being  made  to  have  every  student 
interested  to  a  proper  extent  in  recreation  and  social  activities  as  the 
needful  supplement  to  study  and  recitation.  Social  functions,  such 
as  class  entertainments,  teas,  receptions  and  dances,  are  planned 
under  faculty  chaperonage  as  a  valuable  means  of  promoting  the 
education  of  the  students  in  the  social  graces,  an  important  element 
in  the  future  teacher's  equipment. 

Because  these  social  and  recreative  activities  among  the  students 
themselves,  added  to  the  serious  program  of  studies  assigned  each 
class,  are  considered  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole  time  of  everyone 
in  Newell  Hall,  visits  of  outside  persons,  though  not  entirely  for- 
bidden, are  not  encouraged.  Visitors  are,  however,  received  on  Fri- 
day evenings  and  Sunday  afternoons ;  but  students  must  register 
their  visitors,  so  that,  whenever  it  seems  desirable,  parents  may  be 
informed  of  the  guests  their  sons  and  daughters  are  entertaining. 

Attention  to  the  religious  interest  of  the  students  is  given  in  the 
form  of  regular  chapel  exercises  in  the  school  and  Sunday  vesper 
services  in  the  dormitory.  Cordial  co-operation  is  sought  between 
the  school  and  the  ministers  of  the  various  churches  in  Towson  and 
Baltimore,  so  as  to  encourage  the  boarding  students  to  attend  regu- 
larly the  church  and  Sunday  School  services  of  their  family  connec- 
tion. A  weekly  Bible  class  is  also  conducted  in  the  dormitory  under 
the  leadership  of  one  of  the  Towson  ministers. 

There  is  an  active  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organization  among  the  students. 
The  dormitory  is  managed  partly  through  a  student  government  or- 
ganization which  is  an  interesting  development  of  the  last  two  years. 
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COST  AND  DORMITORY  REQUIREMENTS 

To  encourage  capable  and  ambitious  young  people  to  enter  the 
profession  of  teaching  and  devote  some  years,  if  not  a  lifetime,  to 
service  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  offers  all  the  advantages  of  the 
splendid  Tow^son  plant  free  of  any  tuition  fee.  All  students  v^ho 
enter  are  novi^  classed  as  scholarship  students,  since  any  worthy 
Maryland  student,  duly  certified  as  prepared  to  undertake  Normal 
School  vv^ork,  can  obtain  admission  to  the  school  simply  by  agreeing 
to  the  obligation  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Maryland  for  at 
least  two  years  after  graduation. 

Dormitory  students  admitted  to  rooms  in  the  residence  halls  are 
given  room,  board  and  laundry  and  personal  care  at  the  rate  of  only 
$2.78  per  week.  This  charge  for  the  scholastic  year  of  36  weeks 
amounts  to  $100,  payable  in  two  equal  installments  in  advance,  $50 
on  the  opening  day  in  September  and  $50  on  February  1.  In  addition 
to  this,  three  fees,  to  be  paid  every  year,  are  required :  a  $5  registration 
fee,  a  $5  laboratory  fee  and  a  $5  health  fee.  The  $5  health  fee  is 
really  a  health  insurance  expedient ;  for  by  this  fee  the  health  of  the 
student  will  be  carefully  safeguarded.  A  trained  nurse  will  be  regu- 
larly employed  as  a  full-time  member  of  the  staff,  and  doctor's  bills  for 
the  petty  ailments  will  be  met  out  of  this  fund.  If,  however,  a  student 
is  ill  enough  to  be  sent  to  a  hospital,  the  school  will  not  assume  respon- 
sibility for  such  expenses.  The  school  will  recommend  a  physician  to 
all  students  who  have  no  special  choice  among  the  physicians  in  and 
around  Towson,  but  it  will  also  endeavor  to  employ  through  the 
health-fee  fund  any  physician  a  student  may  request. 

Every  student  must  furnish  for  personal  use :  towels,  toilet  soaps, 
bureau  scarfs,  six  yards  of  heavy  unbleached  muslin  to  be  made  into 
a  protecting  case  for  the  mattress,  one  pair  of  extra  blankets  (the 
school  provides  one  pair  of  blankets),  two  laundry  bags  and  two 
tumblers.  Woven  laundry  markers  specially  numbered  must  be  at- 
tached to  all  articles  sent  to  the  laundry,  and  for  these  markers,  which 
must  be  purchased  at  the  school,  a  charge  of  50  cents  is  needed. 

Individual  music  instruction,  if  desired,  can  be  arranged  for  at  the 
school.    For  this  instruction  there  is  a  fee  of  $25  each  semester,  with 
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the  addition  of  $1  per  month  for  the  use  of  a  piano  for  practice  one 
hour  a  day-,  payal^le  in  two  installments. 

Day  students  can  obtain  wholesome  hot  lunches  in  the  school  cafe- 
teria at  a  very  low  charge.

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ADMISSION  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Two  classes  are  now  in  operation :  the  Junior  Class  and  the  Senior 
Class. 

In  September,  1918,  there  was  introduced  a  thorough  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  school,  including  a  radical  revision  of  the  two-year  pro- 
fessional curriculum,  the  Standard  Normal  Course.  In  connection 
with  this  reorganization  the  Academic  Department,  for  students  be- 
low high  school  graduation,  was  reduced  in  scope  by  dropping  the 
"first  year"  class,  the  lower  of  the  two  sub-professional  years  for- 
merly offered.  This  left  only  one  Academic  Class,  the  former 
"second  year"  class,  which  corresponded  in  grade  to  the  fourth  year 
of  an  accredited  county  high  school.  In  September,  1921,  this  class 
was  dropped  and  no  more  admissions  from  second  and  third  group 
high  schools  were  honored.  .Therefore,  a  new  note  in  the  history 
of  the  school  was  reached;  and  September,  1921,  will  stand  out  as 
the  year  when  the  school  accepted  only  graduates  from  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course. 

The  Junior  Class. — Graduation  from  an  approved  four-year  high 
school  is  required  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Senior  Class. — This  class  is  made  up  of  :  (1)  Students  regu- 
larly promoted  from  the  Junior  Class,  and  (2)  advanced  students 
from  other  Normal  Schools,  teachers  of  experience  or  college  gradu- 
ates, admitted  directly  to  Senior  rank  upon  evidence  that  they  have 
secured  elsewhere  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  work. 

All  irregular  students  wishing  to  apply  for  Senior  Class  credits 
must  secure  credentials  for  admission  to  the  Normal  Schools  of  the 
State  through  the  Credit  Secretary  of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation.    (Lexington  Building,  Baltimore,  Maryland.) 

STATE  TEACHERS'   CERTIFICATES 

Upon  receiving  the  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  two-year 
Standard  Normal  Curriculum  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School, 
the  graduate  is  immediately  awarded  the  State  elementary  school 
teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  This  certificate  is  valid  for 
service  in  any  school  in  the  State  for  three  years,  and  it  is  renewable 
upon  evidence  of  successful  experience  and  professional  spirit. 
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THE  CURRICULUM  OFFERED 

The  dominant  aim  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  is  the 
preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  public 
school  system.  To  this  end  the  following  principles  indicate  the  gen- 
eral plan  upon  which  the  course  of  study  is  based : 

1.  The  definite  field  of  work  of  this  school  is  the  training  of  teach- 
ers for  the  elementary  schools.  To  graduate  as  a  teacher  for  the 
elementary  schools  connotes  a  high  professional  and  academic  out- 
look as  well  as  ability  for  social  and  civic  leadership. 

2.  Courses  should  be  so  planned  as  to  make  a  definite  contribu- 
tion to  the  training  of  teachers  in  a  way  that  will  lead  on  to  recogni- 
tion for  college  credit  in  the  leading  Teachers  Colleges  of  the  country. 

3.  The  objective  of  all  the  courses  shall  be  participation  in  the 
actual  work  of  teaching. 

4.  The  course  should  provide  for  differentiated  curricula  leading 
to  specilization  in  grade  positions.  These  differentiated  courses 
should  follow  phases  of  participation  throughout  the  Junior  year. 

5.  There  should  be  four  types  of  courses :  First,  informational 
courses  which  aim  to  make  students  intelligent  toward  their  environ- 
ment. In  these  courses,  though  the  emphasis  will  be  upon  subject- 
matter,  the  application  to  the  practical  work  of  teaching  will  never  be 
neglected.  Second,  there  should  be  courses  in  which  the  emphasis 
will  be  laid  upon  the  principles  underlying  the  teaching  of  special 
subjects,  but  in  these  rich  and  varied  subject-matter  will  be  used. 
Third,  there  should  be  courses  in  the  general  field  of  education. 
Fourth,  there  should  be  practice  teaching,  which  is  the  laboratory 
work  of  the  student-teacher. 

The  Two-Year  Normal  Curriculum  is  the  only  course  offered  in 
the  school,  and  leads  to  the  regular  diploma  of  graduation  from  the 
Maryland  State  Normal  School,  which  secures  the  State  elementary 
school  teacher's  certificate  of  the  first  grade.  An  essential  feature 
of  this  curriculum  is  the  division  of  the  school  year  into  three  terms, 
the  first  or  Autumn  term,  the  second  or  Winter  term,  and  the  third 
or  Spring  term;  and  the  organization  of  the  work  so  that  one-third 
of  the  Senior  Class  each  term  will  be  assigned  to  intensive  practice 
teaching  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.  The  following  list  of  sub- 
jects indicate  the  character  of  work  planned  for  each  year.

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PRACTICE  TEACHING 

The  practice  teaching  at  the  Normal  School  is  offered  in  three  types 
of  specialization.     The  three  types  are : 

a.  Primary  grade  activities. 

b.  Upper  or  intermediate  grade  work. 

c.  Rural  education. 

All  student-teachers  will  have  a  maximum  of  their  work  in  prac- 
tice teaching  either  in  the  six-teacher  elementary  school  department 
at  the  Normal  with  experience  in  all  seven  grades  or  in  the  urban, 
suburban  or  rural  schools  in  Baltimore  county.  Every  effort  will  be 
made  to  help  a  student  choose  wisely.  Two  factors  or  influences 
will  work  together  in  this  choice.  They  are :  First,  the  student's  own 
choice  of  work ;  second,  the  student's  special  aptitude. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  through  the  co-operation  of  Mr. 
C.  G.  Cooper,  Superintendent  of  Baltimore  County  Schools,  rural 
practice  is  being  carried  on  in  the  one-room  school  at  Ridge,  the  two- 
room  schools  at  Timonium  and  Lutherville  and  the  graded  school 
at  Fullerton.

Blank  applications  for  admission  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 
Such  blanks  should  be  secured,  filled  out  and  sent  to  the  school  well 
in  advance  of  the  student's  coming,  so  that  the  reply  from  the  school 
can  inform  the  student  as  to  the  enrollment  granted  and  the  dormitory 
reservation  recorded.  If,  after  a  student  has  been  given  a  room
